Gentlemen: 

I am transmitting for your con- 
sideration an ordinance providing 
for submission to the people for ap- 
proval or rejection at the next gen- 
eral election a deficiency bond issue 
in the sum of $2,500,000.00. 

This action is made necessary be- 
cause of the steady increase in cost 
of local government and the abnor- 
mal industrial conditions which 
have prevailed throughout the coun- 
try since the inauguration of the 
war. Circumstances affecting the 
employment of men have so com- 
pletely changed during the past few 
years that the city is unable, with 
its present income, to meet the cost 
of labor and materials required for 
public necessity. 

At my request the director of 
finance has prepared a statement 
showing the cost of labor and ma- 
terials In the year 1915 as compared 
with similar commodities in the 
year 1918. This investigation shows 
that the increase in wages in 1918 
over 1915 Is 20% while increase in 
the cost of supplies during 1918 over 
1915 is 29%. Notwithstanding these 
increases in cost of operation the 
income of the city for the year 1918 
will be 1% le«s than during the year 
1915. 

I realize that the many demands 
now being made for Increase In 
wages of the city employees, includ- 
ing members of the police and flre 
departments, are entirely Justified 
In view of the present high cost of 
living and U has given me consid- 
erable concern as to how devise a 
method whereby sufficient revenue 
could be secured to make these in- 
creases possible. 

Under the present cost of city op- 
erations all of the available revenue 
which the city receives from various 
sources will be practically exhaust- 
ed by the middle of J^ptember and 
steps must be taken at once looking 
toward financial relief. 

I have heretofore refrained from 
recommending a deficiency bond is- 
sue in the hope that the state legis- 
lature would enact some law af- 
fording financial relief to all of the 
cities in this state confronting the 
same problem as Cleveland. I have 
used my utmost endeavors with the 
governor to have the legislature 
meet in special session and consider 
this matter but without success. 

Cleveland has outstanding, at this 
time, short time certificates of in- 
debtedness issued under authority 
of state law in the sum of $2,400,- 
000.00. By public approval these 
short term certificates may be ab- 
sorbed as deficiency bonds thereby 
transferring the present six months 
obligations into a bond and thus 
giving the city the power to issue 
additional certificates as necessity 
may require. 

The immediate future does not 
promise any prospect for reduction 
in the price of labor or the price of 
materials and if the city of Cleve- 
land is to carry on its activities and 
perform those functions of govern- 
ment which are absolutely neces- 
sary its officials must be furnished 
with sufficient finances in order that 
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^\y_ can compete In open market for 
both labor and supplies and retain 
services of the many competent 
men and women who are in its 
employ. 

I. therefore, have the honor to 
recommend that, in view of the facts 
above presented, council take the 
necessary steps without delay to 
have this question submitted to the 
people of Cleveland at the next gen- 
eral election in November, 1918.

I am one of the tenants in a ter- 
race in which there are seven suites, 
on E. 112th St., south of Superior. 

In the last fourteen months the 
rent has been raised from $25.00 to 
$40.00. an increase of $15.00 per 
month, or 60%. 

Fourteen months ago we paid 
$25.00 and were raised to $28.00. 
April 1st, 1918, we were raised $5.00. 
and today we were formally notified 
of another raise of $7.00. which 
makes the rent $40.0 per month. We 
all have our winter coal in. W^e 
have no janitor service and furnished 
our own awnings, and did our own 
papering. We would not have 
thought $36.00 unreasonable, as we 
appreciate war conditions and the 
natural increase of everything, but 
to have a $7.00 raise put on us when 
we have Just recovered from the 
shock of a $5.00 raise, is too much, 
and we feel justified in calling your 
attention to it.

We have a single party 
line the service of which we con- 
tracted with you on a fiat rental 
basis and this will notify you that 



Today we had occasion to call the 
C. C. C. & St. L. R. R. Co. and also 
the New York Central railroads. 
These are both private exchange 
lines. Take the case of the C. C. C. 
& »t. L. R. R. On occasion of our 
call, we had to call up eleven times 
before we finally got our party, 
who was on line 3, Main 6900. Three 
of the times our exchange advised 
use "line busy." The other seven 
times, the private exchange of the 
C. C. C. & St. L. advised us that line 
3 was busy. The eleventh time we 
finally got through to line 8. In the 
case of the New York Central, we 
tried eight times and failed alto- 
gether. We understand that these 
18 unsatisfactory calls were all 
registered against our phone on 
your new arrangement. At the ex- 
cess cost of 4% cents per call here 
is 81 cents lost to us through no 
fault of ours, to say nothing of our 
own waste of time. 

These unsatisfied calls on this 
basis will run over $1.00 per day on 
our phone. With the satisfied calls, 
it will increase the cost of our phone 
from $96.00 per year fiat to over 
$500.00 per year.

Gentlemen: 
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officer, to sacrifice their positions in 
civil life in order to become public 
servants; and a great many officers 
already on the force have been re- 
sisrninK to better themselves. 

While a member of your body, in 
the years of 1916 and 1917, I fre- 
quently came in contact with men 
on the police force and I endeavored 
to learn their views and study their 
conditions. I have made dilisrent in- 
quiries as to the conditions of police 
officers in other cities, and found 
that these other cities are also suf- 
fering because of the great many 
officers who are resigning from 
their respective forces and because 
of the fact that it is very hard to 
get them replaced. And that, in 
spite of the fact that their worlcing 
conditions are less strenuous and 
their reward greater than that of 
our police department. 

There is one condition that I 
would like to call to the attention 
of your body; the system under 
which our detective bureau operates. 
It is a very efficient body and in my 
opinion has been well, managed for 
many years. Most of the men in the 
bureau are highly efficient officers, 
in fact, the pick of our police de- 
partment for shrewdness and sagac- 
ity, and yet, the laws of our city 
Erohibit any police officer of rank 
ighor than patrolman, to serve in 
that bureau, excepting the inspec- 
tor. While serving in that bureau, 
they receive the pay of a lieuten- 
ant, which in my opinion is little 
enough recognition. The men serv- 
ing in the detective department can- 
not carry their own lunches and are 
therefore obliged to buy their meals 
while away from home; they do not 
know how many hours they will 
have to serve after reporting for 
duty, for there has been Instances 
where men have been on duty for 
twenty-four and thirty-six hours 
while working on an important case, 
and they are further obliged to pay 
their own transoortation. However, 
an officer servfng in that depart- 
ment for many years, may be de- 
moted without cause or explatiation. 
not that the right to do so has been 
abused by any one as yet, but as a 
precaution to these unselfish self 
sacrificing men, I believe some as- 
surances of reward should be given 
them to Inspire them in their dif- 
ficult work. 

I believe that Detroit, Mich., has 
solved that problem most satisfac- 
torily, and I would suggest that 
your police and Judiciary committee 
give the Detroit law some consid- 
eration with a view of adooting a 
law like or similar to it. The De- 
troit law in substance is: That 
after" a man serves in the detective 
bureau for five years, he attains the 
rank of lieutenant for all future 
time. After serving ten years, he 
attains the rank of captain, and af- 
ter serving fifteen years, the rank of 
inspector. In the event it is the de- 
sire of the chief of police or some 
one else in charge to take any of 
these men out of the detective 
bureau, they can be transferred in 
the department but retain the rank 
years of faithful work in the detec- 
tive bureau rewarded them with. 
And they make good officers wher- 
ever placed, because their years of 
experience in the detective bureau 
is much more valuable to them as 
Dollce officers than having the abil- 
ity to cram some book knowledge in 
order to be able to pass an exam- 
ination. 

I believe also that the ordinance 
nrovidine- for the detective to be 
taken out of the patrolmen ranks 
should be amendea so that those 



higher ranks, can be used In that 
department. 

I want to call your body's atten- 
tion particularly to the case of 
Sergeant Joseph Sweeney; he bears 
the reputation, and I believe is one 
of Cleveland's, if not the country's 
best detectives. He has trained 
himself and specialized in certain 
branches of detective work and his 
services were practically indispens- 
able to our police department in the 
capacity he was serving. He took 
the examination, passed and was 
promoted to the position of sergeant, 
which in itself disqualifies him for 
further service in the detective 
bureau under our ordinance. You 
can readily see that such a system 
cannot have very many redeeming 
features and should be changed to 
meet the necessities of the day . 

I haven't read the Detroit ordi- 
nance in several years and am not 
sufficiently familiar with it to be 
sure that the contents of same are 
as I have given them in this letter, 
but I know that in substance they 
provide as above. 

Assuring you that I will be 
pleased to co-operate with any com- 
mittee of your body that will con-

The executive board of the Civic 
League, has today notified Director 
of Finance Clarence J. Neal, that 
any further payment of salary to 
former Councilman John W. Rey- 
nolds, will be questioned as a viola- 
tion of the provisions of section 29, 
of the city charter. The charter 
provides that "Councilmen shall not 
hold any other public office excepjt 
that of notary public or member of 
the state militia. Any member who 
shall cease to possess any of the 
qualifications herein prescribed, 
shall forthwith forfeit his office." In 
other words, when Mr. Reynolds ac- 
cepted the appointment to the fed- 
eral office which he now holds, he 
thereby surrendered his right to sit 
in the city council, and any payment 
of salary after the date on which he 
accepted the federal position, is con- 
trary to specific provisions of the 
city charter. 

The league has been informed 
from a reliable source, that the 
members of the council had in- 
formally agreed to overlook this 
provision of the charter, and permit 
Mr. Reynolds to continue to hold the 
two positions until after the vaca- 
tion period.

We respectfully desire to call your 
attention to the necessity of imme- 
diate action looking to the financial 
relief of this company from burdens 
caused by war conditions. You 
have already been advised by let- 
ters from the mayor and ourselves 



reasonably to be anticipated that 
some substantial increase in wages 
will be made, and by agreement this 
increase is to become effective as of 
May 1st. 

However, the company at the 
present rate of fare and scale of 
wages, is not able to give the service 
Aow required and earn money 
enough to meet the requirements of 
sections 16 and 18 of the Tayler 
ordinance. 

The interest fund on January 1st, 
1918, was $226,036.64; on June 1st it 
was $145,510.12; it was reduced in 
June to about $100,000; it will be en- 
tirely depleted in July and August 
unless some relief is given. There- 
ifore the necessity Tor Immediate ac- 
tion is apparent. 

There seem to be but two sources 
of relief, either an increase in the 
rate of fare or a reduction in the 
amount of service.

As the matter is so 
urgent, we are constrained to ask, 
pending the consideration by you of 
an increase in the rate of fare, an 
arbitration on the question of 
whether or not the company can 
provide the service now required and 
earn money enough to make good 
the losses in the interest fund and 
to meet the requirements of sec- 
tions 16 and 18 of the Tayler ordi- 
nance, and we name as our arbitra- 
tor Mr. Charles Higlev.

Be It ordained by the council of 
the city of Cleveland, state of Ohio: 

Section 1. That chapter 22 of the 
revised ordinances of the city of 
Cleveland be supplemented by add- 
ing thereto the following supple- 
mental heading and sections:

Unlawful to cut, break, climb or 
Injurt- tree or plant — Injure, misuse 
or remove device — Permit to cut, 
trim or prune necessary.

In a letter from Attorney B. H. 
Schwartz, of July 8th, and addressed 
to the council of this city. It has 
been proposed that the council adopt 
an ordinance to permit members of 
the detective bureau of the police 
department to take comnetitive ex- 
aminations for promotion to the 
rank of lieutenant and captain with- 
out taking: an examination for and 
securlne^ promotion to the rank of 
sersceant. 

It behooves the members of the 
council, therefore, to lend ear to all 
sides Interested In this matter be- 
fore takiner any actitm thcM-eon, In 
order that you be not influenced by 
specious reasoning-. 

The members of the police depart- 
ment of today who have any am- 
bition like to see fair play: It is 
one <»f the council's most sacred 
duties to defend the ricrhts of all 
members of the department, detec- 
tives, sergeants. patr(dmen. etc.. in 
th«' sjun" wnv, and sec that each are 
. provided with sufl:icient p:rounds for 
b«inu- ambitious and anxious to pet 
ahead. 

Now then, does It seem fair that 
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you should permit a condition such 
as this ordinance proposes to bring 
about? 

Should an unscrupulous political 
administration come into power 
would they not play politics by 
means of such an ordinance? "We 
think they would. 

The foundation of the modern po- 
lice departments of this country and 
promotions therein. Is the fair play 
anticipated throuj^h civil service 
examinations. The recommendations 
of Mr. Schwartz are aimed at the 
most vital part of the very princi- 
ple of civil service for the reason 
that the position of sergeant Is the 
hardest position In the department 
to reach, and n<)thlng should be done 
to permit members of this depart- 
ment to escape taking: that examina- 
tion because of its severity. 

Does it seem plausible' that men 
whose chief an^le of efficiency is 
sleuthinu:, and because of their ef- 
ficient sleuthing thev should auto- 
matically become efficient adminis- 
trative and exteutlve persons. The 
members of thi- utdform rank of the 
department of the police of this 
city, by virtue of their actual ex- 
perience with the det.ftlve not onlv 
thinks, but actually knows that 
these men are far from belns: ef- 
ficient members in any other line 
distinctively not requiring? detective 
ability. 

In past examinations detectives, 
as a body, have failed disgracefully 
to stand up in the serpreants exam- 
inations, as the civil service rec- 
ords will readily prove. Mr. 
Schwartz claims this Is due to the 
fact that the uniform men have an 
opportunity to "cram a lot of book 
knowledge." 

The members of this department 
are astounded at this statement, for 
it shows that Mr. Schwartz and his 
police advisors are sorely mistaken, 
for the uniform rank Is the hardest 
worked of all branches of the police 
organization today, and find little 
time for anythlnj? else but work, 
b't alone study, the loim^ hours, etc., 
precludins: any thouj^ht of study 
except at preat inconvenience to 
himself and family. 

But, suppose for the sake of ar- 
gument, find time for study — does 
not every efficient doctor, lawyer, 
scientist and tradesman have to 
study his particular profession? 
Have not the recent years brought 
police business up to such a stand- 
ard that much study — of books and 
practical methods and procedure — is 
required to know how to act in any 
siven case? 

It is absurd to suppose that men 
whose chief occupation for a period 
of five or more years was deallnp: 
with criminals alone, could take 
command of a station and adminis- 
ter Its affairs and direct its mem- 
bers in the performance of their 
hundred and one duties: a man may 
make a very sTood detective, and yet 
make an extremely poor lieutenant 
or captain of police. 

Truly the department suffers 
sorely for want of men who will 
study and absorb police knowledge. 
and such men must be encouraered 
and the road made clear for them 
to satisfy their letritimate ambitions 
to rise in the department; It has 
been proven on numerous occasions 
that the retention of a position in 
the detective bureau for five or 
more y»'ars Vjv a member, does not 
qualify him for the position of lleu- 
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tenant or captain, this being demon- 
strated by failure in examinations 
and the performance of actual police 
duties. 

Thero Is a sreat need of some 
greater advanta«;e fur good men 
stM ving in the detective bureau, and 
this is appreciated by every mem- 
ber of the entire police depart- 
ment; it should be provided for by 
law or ordinance but the same must 
not shut off the opportunities of 
serpreants and patrolmen. I would 
venture to suggest that they be 
allowt'd to remain in the detective 
i)Uieau after promotion to rank of 
.s^rcroant, etc., or to provide them 
with a fair chance to have their 
ea.*^* .s reviewed by competent au- 
thority before allowing them to be 
arbitrarily reduced to the rank of 
patrolman. Tiierefore, upon the 
earnest solicitation of the majority 
of the sergeants and patrolmen in 
tlu' TX'lice department, I am for- 
wardlnt^; to you this complaint 
aprainst Mr. Schwartz's letter, and 
sincerely trust you will give us fair 
consideration V)y refusing to enact 
the proposed ordinance, or that you 
will give us an opportunity to have 
a committee representing us to ap- 
pear before you when you consider 
the matter.

Gentlemen: 

As you are propably informed, the 
United States Labor Board has In- 
creased the wages to be paid em- 
ployees of The Cleveland Railway 
Company from 35 cents an hour to 
48 cents an hour. The street rail- 
way commissioner has estimated 
that this increase In wages, which 
is effective May 1, 1918, will amount 
to $1,500,000 over and above present 
cost of operation. 

This decision by the federal au- 
thorities Is final and It now be- 
comes the patriotic duty of the city 
and company to act at once to com- 
ply with It. In addition, I believe 
the people of Cleveland feel that 
employees of the company are Justly 
entitled to this increase and should 
receive the money accruing to them 
since May 1st without unnecessary 
delay. Under present conditions 
this Increased cost of operating the 
street railway system can only be 
met by an increase in the rate of 
fare. In my opinion, nothing should 
be done which would in any way 
change the existing method of fixing 
'^flr fare rates as set forth in the 
Tayler franchise. The underlying 
principle of the franchise Is street 
railway service at cost and this 
nrinclnle should be preserved at all 
hazards. 

With this in view, I have approved 
an amendment to the Tayler ordi- 
nance which provides merely for an 
additional schedule of rates, but 
continuing In all other respects the 
terms of the present ordinance. The 

rhedule as prepared will permit a 
higher rate of fare to be charged 
until such time as the financial con- 
dition of the company Justifies a de- 
crease in the rate. The term of the 
additional schedule is limited to the 
duration of the war and six months 
thereafter. 

In previous communications to the 
council I have strongly urged that 
concessions be made by the stock- 
holders of The Cleveland Railway 
Company, In order that the burden 
of Increased wages might be some- 
what shared between the car riders 
and the company, for I believe that, 
under war conditions as they now 
prevail, every Individual and public 
service corporation should be will- 
ing to make sacrifices for the com- 
mon good. 

The city has protected The Cleve- 
land Railway Company and guar- 
anteed Its earnings when other 
street railway companies through- 
out the country have been compelled 
to forego their dividends. I do not 
believe it was at all unreasonable to 
ask stockholders of the company to 
voluntarily accept a reduction In 
their dividends during the period of 
the war. 

The unyielding attitude of the 
company In Its refusal to give up, 
even temporarily, any of its rights 
and privileges in favor of the car 
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riding: public convinces me that the 
final remedy in the future is for the 
city to lake over the lines — munici- 
pal ownership, I am convinced that 
the present street railway com- 
pany s administrators have never 
been other than luke warm in their 
support of low fare and have con- 
stantly endeavored to destroy the 
principles of the Tayler franchise. 
Municipal ownership will concen- 
trate all responsibility for operation 
and service in the hands of the city 
and will enable the public to run 
the system as it sees fit. It would 
settle, once for all, points of differ- 
ence that are constantly arising: be- 
tween the public, the company and 
its employees, and will permit divi- 
dends now paid to stockholders and 
taxes to be applied to the reduction 
of fare. During the war it will be 
impossible, of course, for the people 
of Cleveland to finance the purchase 
of the system, but as soon as con- 
ditions permit, it is my purpose to 
uige as a final solution of the street 
railway question in Cleveland that 
the city own and operate the street 
car system.

City, 
gentlemen: 

I beg to direct your attention to 
the financial condition of The Cleve- 
land Railway Company. Three 
months ago a controversy arose be- 
tween the company and its train- 
men as to wages and hours of em- 
ployment, which referred to the Na- 
tional War Labor Board was de- 
cided by them today. The board has 
ordered a substantial increase in 
wages; from an average wage of 
about 34 cents per hour to a varying 
scale of 43 cents per hour for the 
first three months of service, 46 
cents for the next nine months and 
48 cents for all men who have been 
in the employ of the company one 
year or more. Under this award the 
company owes the men back wages 
of about $275,000 earned since 
May 1st. 

The company under present con- 
ditions is not able to pay any In- 
crease in wages whatsoever. Due 
to the abnormal conditions of the 
great war, under which it has op- 
erated since April. 1917, and par- 
ticularly the first six months of this 
year, its finances are steadily grow- 
ing worse. Prices of labor and ma- 
terial are sky rocketing and the 
number of passengers carried de- 
creasing — they are less than a year 
ago. All possible economies of op- 
eration have been put into effect 
but the Interest fund Is near ex- 
tinction. 

The wages of the trainmen must 
be paid, the order of the National 
War Labor Board complied with. It 
is all important that the cars be 
kept running and war production 
activities of the city kept unim- 
paired. Good service must continue 
to be furnished to the workers. 
Suggestions made to the company 
that Its stockholders relinquish 
their contract rights to dividends 
and to payment of debts of past op- 
eration have been refused. The 
city cannot force them to do so. 

Cleveland is therefore confronted 
with an emergency. It should be 



thirty million dollars. The fare has 
been the smallest in the country. 
This condition should continue and 
will if the principle of the Tayler 
grant is preserved. There would be 
no diflrtculty now if the sliding scale 
of fares in the original grant had 
been high enough. The rate of fare 
would go up automatically to a 
point where the income would pay 
the cost of service demanded by the 
city and this raise In wages would 
be paid as other raises have been 
paid. But it was Impossible for the 
framer of the ordinance to forecast 
prefeent conditions. In his speech 
February 26th, 1910, Judge Tayler 
said, "Who knows what the service 
In the city of Cleveland will be ten, 
fifteen or twenty years from now? 
Three cents may be as extravagant 
a rate of fare then as ten cents 
would be now. Five cents may be 
as low a rate of fare then as two 
cents would be now. It all depends 
upon the cost of then furnishing 
what thing the people demand." 

We cannot tell now what the cost 
of service will be for any long dis- 
tance in the future but the people 
will be willing to pay their way as 
they are now. We must support the 
national government by prompt 
compliance with the order raising 
the wages, and the only way is to 
Increase the Income of the company 
by a raise In fares. 

I am submitting herewith an or- 
dinance amending section 22 of the 
Tayler grant to provide an addi- 
tional sliding scale of ratds of fare 
and directing that all provisions of 
the ordinance shall apply to the 
same. This will continue the pres- 
ent benefits of the ordinance and 
control the rise and fall of the rate 
of fare. It Is an emergency measure 
and by Its terms Is effective only 
during the war. On return to nor- 
mal conditions, it ceases. Under 
this ordinance the railway company 
should be ordered to put into effect 
at once "Rate 2" as specified there- 
in, to-wit: 5 cents cash fare, five 
tickets for 25 cents, 1 cent for 
transfer, no rebate. The most care- 
ful estimate of probable Income and 
probable expenses for the next nine 
months, made in this office, con- 
vinces me that the present condition 
nece.ssltates this rate of fare. 

I therefore ask your honorable 
body to pass the ordinance and reso- 
lution. .

of the City of Cleveland. Ohio. 
Gentlemen: 

While I realize that the final de- 
cision as to a change in the location 
of the proposed new union station 
rests with the people, I believe it my 
duty to point out to the council cer- 
tain amendments which should be 
made to the initiated ordinance In 
order to properly safeguard the In- 
terests of the public. 

The people should be informed as 
to the method of financing this pro- 
ject, and before definite action Is 
taken on it the United States rail- 
way administrator and the United 
States public Issues committee 
should give at least an informal ap- 
proval of the finance and construc- 
tion work connected with it. 

The present union station ordi- 
nance, with Its various provisions 
relating to lake front problems, was 
based solely on the plan that the 
station should be located on the lake 
front, and it is a question whether 
the entire ordinance should not be 
repealed and all matters contained 
In It made the subject of new nego- 
tiations. 

Since the courts have held that 
the city of Cleveland has the title to 
lake front land the railroads have 



refused to pay taxes and have not 
paid any rent for Its use. There 
should be some definite agreement 
covering these points. 

I believe also, there should be a 
provision made to electrify the sys- 
tem within a stated time, for all 
steam railroads in Cleveland should 
be eh'Ctrifted. 

Provision should be made In the 
ordinance for a suitable bond to be 
given by the company, to insure the 
performance of its obligations. The 
ordinance should contkln specifica- 
tions as to the kind of buildings 
which are to be erected, the nature 
of the architecture, and the amount 
of money they are to cost. We 
should Insist that a time be set with- 
in which the entire improvement 
shall be completf^d, this, of course, 
depen<llng on the ruling of the 
United States government, so long as 
the war continues. 

The ordinance should specifically 
state that work on the passenger 
station shall proceed with the work 
of any of the freight facilities; no 
discrimination should be made In 
favor of freight when the actual 
construction work is commenced. 

The ordinance contains no assur- 
ance that all the steam railroads and 
electric lines will use the terminal 
station, in the event of its construc- 
tion. It merely relieves the New 
York Central, the Pennsylvania, and 
the Big Four railroads from the ob- 
ligation of the present union station 
ordinance. Some provision should 
be made whereby all common car- 
riers, including those which mav be 
municipally owned or operated, 
shall have equal right to use the 
terminal facilities. 

The scheme, as now proposed, may 
Interfere with plans for straighten- 
ing the Cuyahoga river. This should 
be given some thought. If all the 
streets are vacated, as required by 
the piopcsed ordinance, it appears 
that access to certain portions of the 
Cuyahoga valley will be very seri- 
ously crippled, and this condition 
may necessitate the erection of an 
additional fire station to protect the 
area affected. The public's attention 
should be called to this. 

Section 85 states that the termi- 
nals company shall maintain, repair, 
and rebuild bridges, but contains no 
provision whereby the conit>any as- 
sumes the responsibility for dam- 
ages which may result from defec- 
tive condition of the bridges at any 
time. 

I believe that section 91 is en- 
tirely too general, and would com- 
mit the city to granting almost any 
demand made by the terminals 
company. 

An tstimate of the valuo of the 
land which the comp.iTiv would ac- 
quire with the vacation of the vari- 
ous streets affected ruisrht be made, 
basod upon the value of the jidjacent 
land. 

In the construction of certain 
brl Iges the ordinance requlr.^s the 
city to furnish 35 per cent of the 
money required, and T ciuostlon 
wether the city shoulJ oe called 
upon to pay any proportion of the 
cost. 

In several instances the ordinance 
refers to the width of th? proposed 
street or bridgre as "not b'ss than 
....fert in width." All dimensions 
for bridges, strv^ets .ind Trackave fa- 
cilities should he sp?c!rlcally stated 
in feet. 

T ti ust you will give ihes*^ suir- 
gcstions careful consid«'ratlon. along 
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with any other chanu;«-s you have i i 
ipiitd. so that in the .-vont the (*r«ii- 
iiam* is approved by Llif pcoi)l«*, 
fvt r\ piotection will l)e atVM<l"d iht- 
public interest.

Pursuant to your resolution, file 
No. 47617, by >Ir. Tl^ompson, you 
have requested The Cleveland A 
Youngstown Railroad Cojni»?,nv to 
advise you what the prosp'Mts are 
for the early completion ot the uew 
bridge to carry E. 34th st. over the 
tracks of the N. Y. C. & St. L. H. R. 
and The Cleveland & Youngstown 
railroad, and for furthei- advloo as 
to why Mayflower rd. is being nar- 
rowed to a width of fort> (40) feet 
instea<l of eighty (80) feet, as pro- 
vided in the ordinance. 

Answering your first question, the 
steel for the bridge at E. 34th st. Is 
ctmtracted with the King Bridge 
Company of this city, the contract 
being dated March 30th. 1917, with 
a supplement dated June 26th, 1'.J17. 
Th^ loundations for the steel to 
complete the bridge have been in 
readiness for more than three 
months. We are advised by the 
bridge company that governmental 
necessities are taking priority over 
our work. We are ready to com- 
plete the structure for which a tem- 
porary bridge has heretofore been 
erected, and is now In use caring for 
trattic In the meantime, but we do 
not dps!re to unnecessarily urge the 
completion of this bridge ahead of 
war materials, unless your council 
deem It wise and so instruct us. We 
are Informed by the bridge people 
that the steel can probably be de- 
livered and erected before winter 
unless governmental demands alter 
the situation. 

As to your second Inquiry, relat- 
ing to Mayflower rd., there must be 
some misunderstanding as the street 
has long since been dedicated to and 
accepted by your council of a width 
of elghtv (80) feet except a small 
parcel of land at E. 29th st., with 
reference to which your council on 
March 5, 1917, resolution No. 43312 
declared the necessity for appropri- 
ating. This resolution was adopted 
June 4, 1917, the ordinance to appro- 
priate being No. 44621, Introduced 
June 18, 1917, and pa.ssed as an 
emergency measure June 25, 1917. 
Appropriation proceedings were 
thereafter introduced by your law 
department, following which injunc- 
tion proceedings were Instituted by 
the owner of the property sought to 
be appropriated, which litigation is 
still pending. Under the terms of 
our ordinance we are obligated for 
the award of the Jury in this appro- 

f>rlatlon proceeding with all costs 
ncldent thereto and we are willing 
and ready to make payment when 
the amount of the award Is de- 
termined. 

In order that the travelling public

That said bonds shall be 
designated as "Public Bathhouse 
Bonds," shall be of the denomination 
of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars 
each, shall be dated June 1, 1918, and 
shall be drawn to mature as follows: 
Ten (10) of said bonds to mature on 
the first day of June. 1919, and ten 
(10) of said bonds to mature on the 
first day of June in each of the next 
succeeding twenty-nine (29) years, 
the last bonds shall mature June 1, 
1948, and all of said bonds shall 
bear interest from the first day of 
June. 1918, at the rate of five (5) 
per cent per annum, payable semi- 
annually upon presentation and sur- 
render of the attached coupons 
signed by the city treasurer.

That the faith and credit 
of the city of Cleveland are hereby 
pledged for the payment of both 
principal and interest of the bonds 
hereinbefore described at maturity, 
in accordance with the laws and 
constitution of the state of Ohio. 

Sec. 6. That for the purpose of 
providing the necessary funds to 
pay the interest on the foregroingr Is- 
sue of bonds promptly when and as 
the same falls due, and also to create 
and maintain a sinking fund suffici- 
ent to discharge the said bonds at 
maturity, there shall be and is here- 
by levied on all of the taxable prop- 
erty of the city of Cleveland in 
addition to all other taxes a direct 
tax annually during the period for 
which said bonds are to run, an 
amount sufficient to pay the interest 
on said bonds as It accrues and to 
provide a sinking fund for their 
final redemption at maturity. 

That said tax shall be and is 
hereby ordered certified, levied and 
extended upon the tax duplicate and 
collected by the same officers, In the 
same manner and at the same time 
that the taxes for general purposes 
for each of said years are certified, 
extended and collected.

An ordinance regulating the es- 
tablishment, operation, maintenance 
and control of day nurseries, defin- 
ing the same, and requiring the 
licensing thereof. 

Be it ordained by the council of 
the citv of Cleveland: 

Section 1. DAY NURSERY DE- 
FINED. For the purposes of this 
ordinance a day nursery is defined 
as an institution or place in which 
three or more children, not of com- 
mon parentage, are received for 
periods of not less than four hours 
nor more than twenty-four hours at 
one time, for care apart from then- 
parents, whether for compensation, 
reward, or otherwise. 

Regulation 1. AGE LIMIT. Chil- 
dred under six months of aire or 
over fourteen years of age shall not 
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be cared for at any day nursery. 
No nursing babies sliall be admitted 
unless by special recommendation of 
the examining physician, and no 
child shall be weaned in order to be 
admitted to the nursery. 
PERMITS 

Regulation 2. PERMIT REQUIR- 
ED. No day nursery shall be op- 
ened, maintained or conducted in the 
city of Cleveland without a written 
permit therefor having been first 
issued by the commissioner of as- 
sessments and licenses, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to open, maintain or 
conduct, or to assist in the opening, 
maintenance or conduct of a day 
nursery in the city of (Meveland, 
except after a permit, as herein pro- 
vided, shall have been issued there- 
for, and then only in full compli- 
ance with all the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

Regulation 3. APPLICATION 

FOR PERMIT. Any person, firm, 
association or corporation desiring a 
permit to open, maintain and con- 
duct a day nursery shall make writ- 
ten application to the commissioner 
of assessments and licenses, which 
application shall state the name or 
names ,and residence or residences 
of the applicant or applicants, and 
if the applicant is a corporation or 
association, the name and residence 
of all of the officers thereof; the 
present and (or) proposed location 
of the day nursery; the purpt>.^e for 
which It Is to be opened, maintained 
or conducted; the accommodations 
provided for the children to be ad- 
mitted to such day nursery; the 
name and address of the superin- 
tendent or of the person or persons 
to be In charge thereof: the name 
and address of the examining phy- 
sician of said nursery; and such 
other information as the commis- 
sioner of assessments and licenses 
may request. 

Regulation 4. INQUIRY PRELIM- 
INARY TO GRANTING PERMIT. It 
shall be the duty of the commis- 
sioner of health, after such applica- 
tion is made, to make or cause to be 
made a strict investigation of the 
statements and information con- 
tained in such application, and a 
thorough inspection of the premis<»s 
intended to be used for such day 
nursery. 

Regulation 5. CONDITIONS ON 
WHICH PERMIT IS GRANTED. If 
the commissioner of health shall find 
that the statements made In the ap- 
plication are correct: that the 
premises Intended to be used as a 
day nursery are suitably located for 
a <Iay nursery and adequately eijuip- 
ped with all necessary heating, ven- 
tilating and sanitary devices to in- 
sure the health and well-being of 
the children to be admited to such 
day nursery; that the application Is 
made In good faith for the care and 
betterment of the children; that the 
superintendent or person to be in 
charge of such day nursery is of 
good moral character and of suffici- 
ent knowledge, experience and abil- 
ity to properly conduct, manage and 
maintain such day nursery; that the 
proposed day nursery and the prem- 
ises occupied by the same comply in 
all res])ects with the requirements 
of this ordinance; then, but not oth- 
erwise, the commissioner of health 
shall recommend to the commission- 
er of assessments and llcinses in 
writing, that a license be l.s.^^ued and 
the commissioner of assessments and 
licenses shall th«»reupc)n Issue or 
cause to be issued a permit author- 
izing the applicant or applicants In 
question to open and conduct a dav 
nursery at the place specified, which 
permit shall state the maximum 
number of chlhlrtn that may be ad- 
mitted to or cared for In such day 



nursery at one time. The fee to be 
paid annually to the treasurer of the 
city of Cleveland for such permit 
shall be one dollar (11.00), and no 
permit shall be issued except upon 
payment of said fee. Every permit 
issued hereunder shall expire on the 
31st day of December of the year in 
which it is issued, and no second or 
succeeding permit shall be issued to 
any person, firm, association or cor- 
poration, except after a reinspectlon 
of the premises, as provided for in 
the case of the issuance of an orig- 
inal permit. 

Regulation 6. RIGHT (JF ENTRY. 
REVOCATION OF PERMIT. It shall 
be the duty of the commissioner of 
health to inspect, or cause to be in- 
spected all day nurseries in the city 
of Cleveland, whenever and as often 
as the same shall be necessary for 
the adequate supervision, control 
and regulation <»f the same; and 
whenever the commissioner of health 
health shall receive a written com- 
plaint signed by two or more per- 
sons to the effect that any day nurs- 
ery in the city of Cleveland is not 
managed, maintained, operated or 
conducted in compliance with the 
provisions of this ordinance, or that 
the physical or moral wellbelng of 
any child or children cared for In 
any day nursery Is not being ade- 
quately and properly provided for, 
the commissioner of health shall 
within ten days after such written 
complaint shall have been delivered 
to him, cause an investigation of the 
day nursery complained of to be 
made, and shall make or cause to be 
made a written report of the result 
of such investigation, and the com- 
missioner of health is herebv au- 
thorized and empowered either by 
himself, or any representative desig- 
nated by him for that purpose, to 
enter any day nursery in the city of 
Cleveland and the premises on which 
the same is conducted, for the pur- 
pose of making a full inspection 
thereof. If upon any such Inspec- 
tion the commissioner shall find that 
any of the provisions of this ordi- 
nance are being violated in connec- 
tion with the conduct and operation 
of any such day nursery, or that the 
physical and moral wellbelng of any 
child or children cared for therein 
is not being adequately provided for, 
then and in such event he may re- 
voke the permit issued f(u- the oper- 
ation of such day nursery, and the 
operation of such day nursery shall 
thereupon become unlawful. 

PLANT AND EQUIPMENT 

Regulation 7. VENTILATION, 
LKiHT AND HE.\T. All rot)ms in a 
day nursery shall be adequately 
heated and ventilated, and no room 
shall be used for day nursery pur- 
poses except If the same shall have 
windows opening upon a public 
thoroughfare, or a yard or court not 
less than ten feet wide, which win- 
dows shall have a total glass and 
sash area equivalent to one-eighth 
of the total floor area of such room. 
Except In cold or stormy weather 
each roiim used for day nursery pur- 
poses shall be ventilated by means 
of open windows, and no day nurs- 
ery shall be operated or conducted 
unlei-s the same shall be provided 
with heating apparatus approved by 
the commissioner of health and In- 
stalled In conformity with law and 
ordinance, sufficient to maintain n 
temperature of not less than 70* 
Fahrenheit at all times in all parts 
of the day nursery to which children 
are admitted. 

Regulation 8. FLOOR SPACE. 
Each bed or crib shall be so placed 
at all times as to provide a space of 
not less than one foot on all sides 
around such bed or crib, except 
where such bed or crib may be in 
contact with a wall. Nothing herein 
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contained, however, shall prevent 
the Installation of sectional metal 
beds of the type and construction 
approved by the commissioner of 
health. 

Regulation 9. ROOMS ABOVE 
STREET LEVEL. No room shall be 
used for day nursery purposes un- 
less the floor of the same shall be 
above the highest level of the 
ground adjacent thereto, except If 
the commissioner of health shall 
upon a full examination of such 
room pronounce the same safe, 
healthful and sanitary. 

Regulation 10. PLAYGROUND. 
No day nursery shall be opened, 
maintained, operated or conducted, 
except there be appurtenant thereto 
a playground of sufficient size and 
free from unhealthful or insanltry 
conditions, or conditions which are 
dangerous to the physical or moral 
wellbelng of the children cared for 
in said day nursery, which play- 
ground shall be easily and imme- 
diately accessible from the day nurs- 
ery, and such playground shall be 
used daily by children cared for in 
such day nursery, except in stormy 
or excessively cold weather. 

Regulation IL PREMISES TO BE 
KEl*T CLEAN. Each day nursery 
and every part thereof, and all of 
the premises appurtenant thereto 
shall be kept in a clean, sanitary 
and healthful condition, free from 
dangerous or noxious substances of 
any kind, or any conditions that may 
in the judgment of the commis- 
sioner of health tend to injure the 
physical or moral wellbelng of the 
children admitted or cared for In 
such day nursery, and no dry dust- 
ing or sweeping shall be done In any 
day nursery while children are cared 
for therein. 

Regulation 12. BEDDING. The 
pads or under-blankets of the cribs 
or beds must be protected by rubber 
or oilcloth and they shall be kept 
clean and In a sanitary condition at 
all times. Children not of common 
parents may not occupy the same 
bed at the same time. 

Regulation 13. CARE OF CHIL- 
DREN'S CLC^THING. The outer gar- 
ments of the children shall be re- 
moved and placed In a well ventil- 
ated room provided therefor. Unless 
the clothing worn by the child is 
thoroughly clean on admission, a 
suitable apron (the property of the 
day nursery) shall be worn through 
the day, and each individual aprtm 
shall be marked for Identification 
unless a clean apron is providetl 
dally. All diapers that have become 
soiled during the day shall be Im- 
mediately placed in water In a cov- 
ered vessel especially provided for 
the purpose; and as soon thereafter 
as practicable they shall be thor- 
oughly washed and boiled. No di- 
apers in an unclean condition shall 
be removed from the premises. 

Regulation 14. USE OF COMMC^N 
WASHCLOTHS, ETC.. PROHIBIT- 
ED. The common use of wash- 
cloths, towels, bed linen, combs, 
tooth brushes, hairbrushes and 
drinking cups is prohibited. 

Regulation 15. TOILET FACIL- 
ITIES. Each day nur.sery shall be 
adequately supplied with hot and 
cold water and toilet facilities 
within the building or part of the 
building used as such day nursery. 
There shall be separate toilets for 
boys and girls of school as:e. 

Regulation 16. ISOLATION. Each 
day nursery shall be provided with 
an Isolation room of adequate size 
to provide for the isolation and care 
of any child having, or suspected of 
having any contagious, infectious, 
parasitic, or communicable disease, 
pending the examination of such 
child, and its removal from the dav 
nursery. Such isolation room shall 
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be completely separated from all 
other parts of the clay nursery, and 
shall be so situated, maintained and 
equipped as to prevent the com- 
munication or spread of any disease 
from any occupant of such Isolation 
room to other children admitted to 
or cared for In such day nursery. 
All doors, windows and other out- 
side openinpTs of any day nursery 
shall be adequately provided with 
screens from the 15th day of May to 
the 15th day of November of each 
year while such day nursery is in 
operation, so as to prevent the en- 
trance of flies into such day nursery, 
and each day nursery shall be kept 
and maintained free from flies and 
other insects. 

Regulation 17. FOOD AND THK 
TARE THEREOF. The water, milk 
and food served to children admitted 
to or cared for in any day nursery 
shall be clean, suitable and sufficient 
for the children to whom the same 
is served, and each day nursery shall 
maintain a dietary list containing 
the names of all foods served to the 
children admitted to or cared for 
therein, and no food not contained 
in such dietary list shall be served 
in such day nursery to any child or 
children, and the dietary list of each 
day nursery shall be approved by 
the examininpT physician thereof and 
shall be chanpred from time to time 
in accordance with the directions of 
the commissioner of health. All 
nipples, bottles, and containers of 
food and drink used in any day nurs- 
•MV shall be kept thoroughly clean 
and sterilized at all times. Nipples 
shall be kept in separate container.s. 
and no nipole shall be used until the 
same shall have l)een completely 
sterilized. 

Refculation IS. Each day nursery 
and all of the rooms, walls, floors, 
ceilings, closets, cupboards, stoves, 
refriprerators. furniture and other 
appurtenances thereof, shall be kept 
in a thoroughly clean and sanitary 
condition at all times, and free from 
anv danf;erous. noxious or deleteri- 
ous substances or conditions. 

Rei^ulation 19. EXAMININO 

PHYSICIAN. Each day nursery 
shall have an oxaminins; physician, 
who shall be a physician in ^ood 
standing admitted to the practice of 
medicine in the state of Ohio, ap- 
proved by tlie commissioner of 
health. Such examining: physician 
shall bie a resident of the city of 
Cleveland, and shall have a residence 
or office not more than two miles dis- 
tant from the location of the day 
nursery to which he is attached, and 
during any absence or incapacity of 
the regular examining physician of 
any day nursery a substitute ex- 
amining physician havine: the same 
qualifications shall be provided. 

Regulation 20. MEDICAL EXAM- 
INATION. No child shall be admit- 
ted to a day nursery unless such 
child shall have been priven a 
thoroucrh and complete medical ex- 
amination by the examining phy- 
sicial of the day nursery, or at a 
public dispensary or infant welfare 
station maintained by the city of 
Cleveland. Such examination shall 
Include all laboratory tests neces- 
.«*Hry to indicate the physical con- 
dition of the child examined. The 
result of such examination shall be 
reduced to writing and forwarded 
to the commissioner of health for 
his anproval. and no child may be 
admitted to anv dav nursery unless 
the result of his examination in- 



any report provided for herein, and 
it shall be unlawful for any person,

Regulation 21. DAILY INSPEC- 
TION. Each child admitted to any 
day nursery shall be inspected by 
the matron, nurse or superintend<»nt, 
or other person in charge of such 
day nursery, each and every day 
that such child is admitted thereto, 
and if any sign or symptom shall 
appear indicating that any child in 
sucii day nursery is suffering: from 
any contagious, infectious, parasitic 
or corrimunicable disease, such child 
shall be immediately placed in the 
isolation room of such day nursery 
and kept entir<^ly separate and apart 
from the other children, in accord- 
ance with the quarantine rul(»s of 
the department of health. The ex- 
amining physician or another pliy- 
sician a<1mitte<l to practice in the 
state of Ohio shall be promptly noti- 
fied and a thorough medical exam- 
ination of said children shall be 
mafU' within three hours after its 
reni(»yal to such isolation room, and 
if such examination nhall indicate 
that such child actually or probably 
lias any such dist ase. .such child 
shall be promptly reni(»yed from the 
day nurseiy, and a prompt report of 
such occurrence shall immediately 
be forwarde<l in writing to the cmn- 
missi<*ner of health.

All reports required herein shall 
be made upon blanks which shall be 
furnished for the purpose by the 
commissioner of health and shall be 
signed by the superintendent or the 
official in charge. 

Regulation 25. PENALTY. Any 
person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion who opens, maintains or con- 
ducts a day nursery without first 
having been granted a permit there- 
for, or after the due revocation of 
such permit, or in violation of any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, 
shall be fined not less than ten dol- 
lars ($10.00). and n<»t more than two 
hundred dollars ($200.00) for each 
offense. If any person, firm, asso- 
ciation or corporation conducting a 
day nursery shall be found guilty of 
a violation of any of the provisions

Gentlemen: 

In accordance with the provisions 
of amended ordinance No. 16238-A, I 
beg to submit the following report 
of the expenditures and activities 
of the city street railroad commis- 
sioner's oltice for the year 1917 and 
the first six months of 1918. 
IVar Finances 

During most of the period, the 
United States has been engaged in 
the great world war, and street rail- 
ways throughout the country have 
been very seriously affected thereby. 
It has put upon them great financial 
burdens and duties and an entire 
change in their traflftc requirements 
on account of the necessity of fur- 
nishing extraordinary service to the 
munition plants. It has been neces- 
sary for many of them to establish 
new routes. They have borrowed 
money, If at all, at almost prohibi- 
tive rates. Some of them have 
weathered the storm by their own 
exertions, some few of them have 
been aided by the government finan- 
cially and a great many of them are 
in the hands of receivers. 

In Cleveland on account of the 
peculiar provisions of the franchise, 
with which you are all familiar, giv- 
ing to the railway company a slid- 
ing scale of fares, dependent upon 
the cost of service, the effect of the 
world war upon the railway has 
been less than in the rest of the 
country where the railroads have 
been bound by a fixed fare and in- 
ability to finance their companies. 
The Cleveland railway has been for- 
tunate in its franchise and general 
financial soundness. Cleveland and 
its street railways have proved that 
the foundation idea of the franchise 
is .sound and that it will work un- 
der the most unfavorable conditions. 

The declaration of war found The 
Cleveland Railway Company in ex- 
cellent financial condition. The re- 
markable growth of the city and the 
unprecedented increase in travel in 
the year 1916 and a great deal of 
1915 allowed the railway to operate 
at rate "E." 3c cash fare with one 
cent for transfer during all of 1916 
and practically all of 1917. indeed 
for months after the war. This 
condition was greatly aided by the 
economies put into effect b.v the city 
and the company. The most modern 
and largest cars, efllclently equipped 
shops, fast running time, skip stops, 
purchasing power, short routing of 
cars, save hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for the car riders annually. 
Notwithstanding steadily rising 
prices, the railway oaid its dividends 
and reduced its indebtedness a half 
million dollars in 1916, 

1917 Rlne in PrJcen 

Beginning. however, with the 
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early spring of 1917, prices incroasetl 
to such an extent as to offset all 
economies and conversely travel be- 
gran to fall off. 

Decline of Tmfllc 
It is always expected that the 
growth of the city which continues 
fairly steadily will cause an increase 
each month in the number of fares 
paid, over the corresponding month 
of the previous year. This rate of 
increase was very marked in 1916 
but in 1917 it began to decline stead- 
ily, from 13.7% in January of 1917 
to 6.6% In July, 1917, to 3.5% in No- 
vember, 1917, and 1.1% in December, 
1917. In January of 1918 for the 
first time the number of car riders 
was less than the number of car 
riders In the same month in the pre- 
vious year, by 3.3%. This decline 
has continued; in May of this year it 
was less than 2%, in June 3%, in 
July It was 2.33%. Our early esti- 
mate of August, 1918, car riders is a 
10% decrease over the same month 
last year. A decline of 10% in the 
number of fares paid translated into 
numbers, means, 2,500,000 car riders 
less per month. The result was that 
by December of 1917 it was perfectly 
apparent that the amount of service 
that could be furnished at rate of 
fare "E" was not enough. At the 
same time extreme demands were 
being made upon the company for 
service to the munition plants. It 
was estimated that one-third of the 
million daily car riders are em- 
ployed in Jiecessary war work. 
Fare Raise to Hate **C'* 
Without objection, on December 
15th, 1917, the interest fund bavins? 
fallen to the sum of 1253.976.96 the 
fare ivas raised to rate "D." This 
rate of fare in ten days demonstrat- 
ed that it was producing less income 
than the former one and rate **C" 
was put in effect by the company 
December 26th, 1917, namely 4c cash 
fare, three tickets for a dime and Ic 
for transfer, no rebate. It was con- 
fidently expected that this rate of 
fare^ producing about 10% more than 
the old rate would be sufficient. 
Rate ^'A** the Maximum 
However, last January, weather 
conditions of unheard of severity 
and the continued rise in prices up- 
set all calculations. In January and 
February the worst operating con- 
ditions that The Cleveland Railway 
has ever seen, obtained. Electrical 
equipment of cars broke down under 
the weather conditions to such an 
extent as to keep at one time almost 
25% of the cars in the shops under- 
going repairs. Coincidently the cost 
of repairs increased 40% over the 
same period the year before. Prices 
had now climbed so that it was cost- 
ing the company in April of this 
year almost 50% more to operate the 
railway company than in 1916, or in 
dollars and cents an increase ex- 
pense of $250,000.00 a month. The 
Interest fund April 1st, 1918, was 
1118,710.69. Under these circum- 
stances. The Cleveland Railway 
Company in April ordered the maxi- 
mum rate of fare under the Taylor 
grant, seven tickets for 25c, 4c cash 
fare, Ic for transfer, no rebate, 
placed in effect. The city of Cleve- 
land represented to the company 
that rate of fare "C" had not had a 
fair trial; that unprecedented op- 
erating conditions had militated 
against its success and that with a 
trial over a longer period, business 
would pick up to such an extent as 
to warrant its continuation. The 
city then went into court to restrain 
the company from raising the rate 
of fare. It won in a trial in the 
court of common pleas, but losl in 
the court of appeals and the supreme 
court of Ohio. This suit decided the 
condition of the interest fund Is the 
only matter which determines the 



changing of the rate of fare and that 
when the Interest fund falls below 
the sum of 1300,000.00 the rate of 
fare must raise and that when it 
reache.s the sum of $700,000.00 the 
ratt? of fare must be lowered. 
The Waare DlMpnte 

Coincidently with the cost of ma- 
terial the cost of living of motor- 
men and conductors had increased 
In a like degree. In April of 1918 
the trainmen's union in the negotia- 
tions for an extension of their con- 
tract from May 1st, 1918. made de- 
mands for largely increased wages; 
and for changes in working con- 
ditions. The trainmen were then 
receiving 32c an hour for men who 
had been In the service less than a 
year and 35c an hour for men who 
had been In the service more than a 
year. Their demands were for a flat 
rate of 60c per hour and a re-ar- 
rangement of runs. After consider- 
able negotiation, in which your com- 
missioner took part, the whole mat- 
ter was referred to the decision of 
the National War Labor Board. This 
latter board held a hearing in Chi- 
cago on the 27th day of May and a 
long hearing the week of the 24th 
of June at Washington. At these 
hearings all conceivable phases of 
the situation were taken up by the 
board, not only with reference to the 
Cleveland case but with reference to 
a great number of differences aris- 
ing between other companies and 
their employees. The award of the 
National War Labor Board was 
handed down August 1st. 1918, 
granting to the trainmen wages as 
follows: 43c an hour for men in 
service less than three months; 46c 
an hour for those less than one year 
and over three months: and 48c an 
hour for those in service more than 
one year with time and a half for 
ordinary over time and from time 
and a quarter to double time for 
periods worked in the last Ave hours 
of runs whose total spread have 
more than 13 hours. This amounted 
to a straight increase of 38.5% in the 
ordinary wages and together with 
changes in pay for the over time is 
causing an Increased expense of $1,- 
500,000.00 per year. 

The Federal Reconimendatlon 

The National War Labor Board 
also recommended to the president 
that he create a federal agency to 
control street railroads, it being 
proved to the board's satisfaction at 
Washington that the street rail- 
roads were In such flnanclal con- 
dition that they must have an In- 
creased rate of fare to produce an 
increased revenue and that it was 
futile to ask the state commissions 
or the cities to modify their fixed 
fare franchises. Your representa- 
tives at Washington dissented 
strongly from this view, represent- 
ing to the board that the rate of 
fare was purely a local considera- 
tion until it was shown that street 
railroad service to the factories en- 
gaged in war work was hampered 
and further that the president 
of the United States had too many 
responsibilities now resting upon 
him to be burdened with matters 
that should be taken care of by local 
authorities. Notwithstanding, the 
National War Labor Hoard recom- 
mended in writing as part of the 
Cleveland, Chicago and other cities' 
award handed down on August 1st. 
to the president that he ooerate or 
at least control street railroads so 
far as charges for transportation is 
concerned. The board further said 
that if the president declined to in- 
terfere that the gravity of the situa- 
tion should be called to the attention 
of the various local rate fixing au- 
thorities with a strong recommenda- 
tion that they act at once when cir- 
cumstances justify. 
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War LefflMlatlon .Sapplementlns the 
Tayler Grant 

In Cleveland, the rate of fare 
then being charged by the company 
was 17% higher than the rate which 
the car riders had enjoyed in 1U14- 
15 and 16; although this llVt in- 
crease in fare was bringing In only 
14% increase in revenue. This was 
the highest possible fare under the 
Tayler franchise. As against the 
17% increase in fare, material In 
general had gone up about 48% over 
1915. The Interest fund August Ist. 
1918, was $53,000,00 and the company 
owed for the increase in wages for 
three months. A careful survey of 
the situation convinced your com- 
missioner that the time had finally 
come, due to these unprecedented 
war conditions, when the highest 
rate of fare in the Tayler grant 
could not pay for the service the 
people demanded and needed. The 
paramount thing In which the city 
is interested, and more in these 
times than in other times, is the 
transportation of workers to the 
factories, stores and offices. All pos- 
sible efforts had been made to reduce 
expenses. The company refused to 
give up its contractural rights to a 
dividend. Even the necessary rush 
hour service, owing to lack of men 
and other conditions, as prescribed 
by your honorable body was not 
being run and It was not the time 
to cut the service and subject the 
people to further hardships. Out of 
this condition as a proximate result 
of It, appeared the most striking 
change from the car riders' stand- 
point, caused by the war "The Five 
Cent Fare." Your council met In 
special session on August 3rd and 
followed the recommendations of 
the street railroad commissioner and 
the mayor by passing a war emerg- 
ency ordinance supplementing the 
Tayler grant by adding various 
rates of fare above the maximum, 
which ordinance is to be effective 
for the period of the war only. 
The Five Cent Pare 

The present rate of fare, rate two 
of the supplementary ordinance (5c 
cash fare, five tickets for 25c, Ic 
for transfer and no rebate) was put 
in effect August 4th, 1918. Simul- 
taneously the free transfer privilege 
existing in Lakewood and in Cleve- 
land Heights was abolished so that 
the rate of fare in Cleveland all Its 
suburbs Is now uniformly the above. 
The people are paying no more than 
the cost of service. This is much 
less in Cleveland than in other cities. 
In the east it is as high as 7c and 8c 
and also in Pittsburgh and St. Louis. 
When conditions become more set- 
tled and normal the fare will go 
down again. The Tayler grant re- 
mains unimpaired. It has stood the 
strain of the greatest emergency it 
has ever faced and the people of 
Cleveland have demonstrated their 
ability and willingness to solve their 
own problems. 

ImprovementM 

During the year the new trans- 
former station in Ashland rd., re- 
placing the antiquated Cedar ave. 
power house, was finished and placed 
in operation. It has now for some 
months been causing a great saving 
In cost of power used by the com- 
pany. A new, modern comfort sta- 
tion on Riverside ave. at the end of 
the new Madison ave. line has been 
built for use of employees. The 
Madison ave. line has been finished 
and placed in operation. The new 
Pearl rd. and the new E. 156th st. 
extension, both of which have been 
paid for by the property owners, 
have been completed and placed in 
operation. The Cedar rd. extension 
in Cedar Heights is now about fin- 
ished and cars will be operated 
soon. The buildings in the Harvard 
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maintenance of way yard have been 
finished and an addition to the office 
bulldinff authorized and be^un. This 
is intended to be the main office of 
the maintenance of way department. 
New Cam 

Considerable proifress has been 
made towards replacing the com- 
pany's heavy street cars by lighter 
equipment. Fifty-one trailers have 
been built in the Harvard-Denison 
shops and 25 by the G. C. Kuhlman 
Company and 25 all steel motor cars 
purchased from the Cincinnati Car 
Company, all of which are now in 
service and the cost of operation is 
being: materially reduced thereby. 
New HiKh Level BrIdKe 

The county commissioners in De- 
cember of 1917 prranted the company 
a franchise over the new Superior- 
Detroit higrh level bridge without a 
rental chargre. provided, however, 
that the company build and main- 
tain its own tracks and contribute 
$40,000.00 towards the expense of 
the subway stations. Cars have 
been operating: over this bridge all 
of this year with a great reduction 
of running time and cost and with 
much greater convenience to pas- 
sengers. 

Eawt Cleveland Franchise 

A new East Cleveland franchise 
was agreed upon in January of this 
year between the charter commis- 
sion of East Cleveland, the city 
council of Cleveland and the Cleve- 
land Railway Company. It provide.** 
a blanket franchise on Euclid ave. 
and Hayden ave. and a repealing of 
the old Euclid ave, franchise which 
has been so expensive in the past to 
the car riders of Cleveland. 
Th'^ franchl'^e runs for 25 years 
nnd for the first five years 
the rate of fare is 5c with 
Ic for transfer and no rebate. 
Every five years during: the fran- 
chise the rate is revised by ajjree- 
ment or by arbitration to provide 
for th»* Increase or decrea.«e in the 
cost of service. The franchise car- 
ries no new extensions whatsoever 
and Is of much less benefit to East 
Cleveland than the one which was 
rejected by their voters in August, 
1917. The new franchise carried 
overwhelmingly at a special election 
In East Cleveland and Is now In 
force. 

Service 

Service during the year was In- 
creased on all lines and the amount 
of car mUes run increa.*ied over 1916, 
TiSiifYr. During the first six months 
of this year the number of car miles 
has decreased about 2Vf over 1917. 
This was caused entlrelv. not be- 
cause the schedules call for less 
mileage, but because the company 
has been unable to find the help to 
run the cars. On .Tanuary 1st. 1917, 
there was operated 1051 cars during 
the morning rush hours; 378 cars 
during the day and 1247 cars durlner 
the evening rush hours. On Julv 
1st, 1918. there was operated 1091 
cars durlnir the morning rush hour. 
407 cars during the day and 1299 
cars during the evening rush hour, 
an Increase of about T^^^. Car riders 
have decreased 2 7Vf. Complaints 
have been very few as compared 
with the previous vear. It Is the 
purpose of this rfflce. as w^ll as 
that of your honorable body t(» 
maintain the maximum degree of 
service, f^speclally for the workers. 
''^be W«»innn Condttct'»r 

Another remarkable chan'-re caus- 
ed by the war was the advent of the 
"woman conductor." One hundred 
and slxtv of them are now pilr»tlner 
cars from conductors* seats and one 
hundred and twenty are in tralnlner. 
Almost all of th*»m are Cleveland 
srlrls and a considerable number of 
them wives of trainmen already in 
the service of the company. A large 



proportion of thim are wives of 
soldiers who are In France. Their 
employment has been caused i>y the 
labor shortage which has been af- 
fecting The Cleveland Railway Com- 
pany since 1917. The factories and 
other industries for more than a 
year and a half have made heavy 
Inroads on the company's trainmen. 
One concern alone has over ^^^^^) 
former employees of the street rail- 
way on Its pay roll. It became ex- 
ceedingly difficult to get men at the 
pay that the company could afford 
to pay and it could not compete 
with the increased wages offert^d by 
the factories. In* addition, large 
numbers of trainmen have volun- 
teered or been selected for service 
in the army. At this writing it is 
probable that a very considerable 
number will go in the next calls of 
the 18 to 45 draft. The result has 
been that since last November th** 
company has not run the schedules 
prescribed by the city nor ha.s the 
city been able to schedule the s^Tvice 
It would like to give. This latter is 
for the reason that it wouhl be use- 
less to schedule service that cannot 
be run for the lack of men. F'rom 
400 to 600 trips a day have been cut 
out this year, through lack of train- 
men, practically all from the rush 
hour service." The rush hour service 
is operated mostly in short swing 
runs and the man with the short run 
leaves the service flr?t. The result 
Is, ragged, irregular and Inadequate 
service, falling to meet the needs of 
the workers Just when they need it 
most. It was confidently expected 
that the large increase in wau:es 
made by the War Labor Board 
would remtdy the condition, but it 
did not do so to the extent expected. 
The company began about the mid- 
dle of August to experiment by the 
employment of women, and paid 
them the same wages as the men. 
No distinction was ma<le between 
the sexes Jis to conditions of employ- 
ment. Objection was made by the 
male platform employees. Division 
268 of Amalgamated Association of 
Street Railway Employees, who re- 
fused to break In the women, claim- 
ing that there was no necessity for 
their employment. After consider- 
able negotiation, the matter was re- 
ferred to special investigators ap- 
pointed by the department of labor. 
During the investigation the com- 
pany continued the emplt^yment of 
the Women on the cars as conductors 
only and in this capacity they were 
<loing very efficient work. The fed- 
eral Investigators on September 21st, 
handed down a decision to the effect 
that on and after November 1st. 191S. 
that no women shall be employed on 
the cars, for the reason that the 
company should make stronger ef- 
forts to secure men. In their opin- 
ion, they said more Inducement 
should be made by the companv to 
secure men, and If such wei-e done 
that the company would be able to 
get them. It is too early to forecast 
what the result of this decision will 
be. The city of Cleveland is vitally 
interested in the service given and 
the number of cars run, wholly ir- 
respective of the personnel of the 
trainmen. The investigators re- 
ported that even If the decision 
should require curtailment c»f serv- 
ice, that such a matter is directly 
occasioned bv the war and is com- 
mon among all industries. The city 
will continue to Dre.':crll)e the num- 
ber of cars that It thinks necessary 
to carrv the workers and reqtiire the 
company to operate them so far as It 
is humanly possible. 

StafCfcered BuMhiCMM HourM 
In line with effecting every op- 
erating economy, a campaign was 
started In October of last year to 
spread out the rush hour traffic so 
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as to reduce the number of cars 
necessary to operate the evening 
peak load and for the better accom- 
odation of the workers. The pres- 
ent evening rush is comprehended 
wholly within about one hour and 
fifteen minutes from about 5 p. m. 
to 6:15 p. m.. between which time 
90'/, of all the factories and busi- 
ness houses close, and their em- 
ployees go home. The result has 
been an extreme congestion of traf- 
fic and c(»nsequent disci»mfort to the 
riders. Attempts were made through 
the (Chamber of Commerce to have 
all business people of Clevelan<l 
change their closing hours so that 
they did not all close at the same 
time; in other words, spread the 
congestion. The movement in Cleve- 
lan<l up to this summer was a purely 
voluntary one and has been com- 
plied with by only a small percent- 
age of business houses, but the local 
ITnited States fuel administration is 
now consideiing and Investigating 
the matter and I confidently expect 
that within a month or two an order 
will be issued by the United States 
government putting the plan into ef- 
fect. It will not only mean com- 
fortable and adequate service for the 
workers at the end of their day of 
employment, but It will mean the 
releasing of a great many men for 
services in other capacities during 
the war: it will mean the saving of 
thousands of dollars per year in the 
cost of operation and consequent re- 
duction in fare and it will mean the 
saving of thousands of tons of coal 
conserved in generating power for 
the railway, and in light and heat 
for the buildings. 

The Rapid TrnnHit CommlMNlon and 
the Subway 

The board of rapid transit com- 
missioners appointed by the mayor 

under initiated ordinance N«^ 

which was enacted by the vote of 
the pfople in tiie November. 1917. 
election tjuallfied and begun work. 
A bond Issue of $50,000.00 has been 
authorizf^d and sohl and a c(mtract 
made with Barclay. Parsons & 
Klai»p. engineers of New York city, 
for the development of a compre- 
hen.^ive plan for rapid transit in 
Cleveland. This plan may involve 
subways, subway terminal stations, 
new routing of surface cars, etc 
The rapid transit commission is co- 
operating in its plans in every way 
with the city street railroad commis- 
sioner's office and It is expected that 
their recommendation will be before 
the people in a concrete form next 
sprin'JT. It is not intended to do any 
building during the period of the 
war. but merely to get readv so that 
at the *^nd of the war this great 
public work can be started and em- 
ph>yment given to many of our 
soldiers. 

Safety Flmt Campaign 

Your commi.'-sioner has several 
times this year called the attention 
of the railway company to the de- 
plorable increase in the amount *>f 
money spent by the company f<»r 
damages to persons and property 
caused by accidents on the system. 
It amounted last year to $740,207.28. 
It Is entirely probable that if the 
ratio of increase is continued acci- 
dents this year will cost almost 
$900,000.00. It needs no argument 
that this money is absolutely thrown 
away. A far more Important matter, 
however, than money or even the 
saving of the pain and suffering to 
the injured is the fact that at this 
time human life an 1 limb must be 
carefully ctmserved so that all the 
resources of the country may be dt^- 
voted. towards winning the war antl 
the abllitv of every Individual tf> do 
his part In necessary labor for the 
government keot as great as pos- 
sible. Every effort should be made 
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towards cutting flown this Iosh by 
the railway ctmipany. I have buk- 
Rested to the company that their 
efforts toward instructinRr their mo- 
tormen and conductors to be more 
careful should be systematized; that 
since the raise in wages ought to 
bring a more efficient class of em- 
ployees, that the railway company 
establish a separate department to 
have sole charge of preventing ac- 
cidents on the system. This work 
should be carried on day in and day 
out for a long period of time, by 
education of the men by lectures, by 
bulletins in the cars, by strict dis- 
cipline of employees and by personal 
examples. Efforts are being made 
by the city of Cleveland through its 
safety department along the same 
lines by education of the general 
public. 1 am confident that a sys- 
tematic campaign by the company 



and the city during the next year 
will not only save to the railway 
company very much more money 
than they spend in the campaign 
but will also have great effect in 
preserving life and limb. 
Zone SyMtrm 
The office has spent considerable 
time in the study of a proposed zone 
system but so far the investigation 
has not proceeded far enough to 
make any concret** recommendation. 
It is. however, appart^nt that a zone 
system on the basis of 3c fare and 5c 
far** zones (»r 4c and r>c faro zones 
would not brini^: in as much revenue 
as the company is now enjoying. 
.Suggestions have been made that a 
series of Ic zones would bring in a 
very large increase in volume of 
short riders. Such a thing is not 
susceptible of proof except by trial. 
I*ersonally. I do not believe that 



such a system would result in an 
increase In business. The tendency 
for tlie first s«wen months of the 
year with the low rate of fare then 
in force has been a steady decline in 
the number of rides during the day 
and a tenclency on the part of the 
public to dispense with all unneces- 
sary street car riding. I do not be- 
lieve that a low price would make 
much if any difference. It is our 
purpose to give the present rate of 
fare a thorough trial before reconi- 
mendini;- any change, but in the 
meantime the office is making: traffic 
tests as to the desirability of zone 
fare.s.

During the duration of this war. 
The Cleveland Railway Company 
will be confronted by an inability 
to get material of all kinds, more 
particularly steel rails and coal. 
The former has been interdicted ab- 
solutely and the latter cut in half. 
New extensions and extensive track 
laying have been given up for the 
period of the war. It is hoped that 
the present rate of fare will be suf- 
ficient to operate the railway for 
months to come and that unless 
conditions change very materially 
for the worse, that the fare in the 
course of time will go down. The 
car riders of Cleveland, by reason 
of their having "service at cost" in 
the last eight years have saved for 
themselves thirty-one million dol- 
lars in car fares, almost enough to 
buy the railway if the money had 
been put into a fund instead of re- 
maining in the pockets of the car 
riders. For a period they will be 
compelled, on account of the neces- 
sity of the case, to pay a higher 
rate of fare than they have been 
accustomed to, but conservations 
and economies will continue to be 
put in force and with the co-opera- 
tion of the public, the railway and 
the city will successfully meet the 
extreme difficulty of the times and 
continue the splendid street car 
service Cleveland has had for eight

REPORT OK THE MAIN COMMIT- 
TEE OF THE CITY COUNCIL 
APPOINTED SEPTEMBER 3. 
1918. TO CONSIDER INITIATED 
ORDINANCE NO. 47814. 
Pursuant to appointment by the 
city council your committee (which 
consisted of the following standing 
sub-committees of the council, to- 
wit: Judiciary, harbors, wharves 
and bridges, streets, city property, 
steam railroads and street railway 
committees) proceeded to hold hear- 
ings on initiated ordinance No. 47814, 
and in all held seven meetings. At 
these meetings, in a general way, 
the committee considered questions 
raised by the said ordinance in rela- 
tion to the city's public rights in the 
lake front, the necessity to elec- 
trify all steam railroads, vacation of 
streets, and such subway plans in 
connection therewith as would be 
necessary, and the proposed pro- 
vision for accommodating suburban 
and interurban lines. 

In connection with these hearings 
the committee only partially consid- 
ered the physical things above 
enumerated involved in the ordi- 
nance and have not had the oppor- 
tunity to give any special considera- 
tion to the general policy of chang- 
ing the location for a union passen- 
ger station in Cleveland, or the pol- 
icy of permitting a development un- 
rl<»r th*» B-pnc^rfl-l scheme nroDOSed in 



tion to be imparted to the people of 
this city in regard to the proposed 
ordinance certainly requires more 
than a superficial examination. In 
the minds of the people generally 
this ordinance is presumed to pro- 
vide only a change in location and 
site for a new union passenger sta- 
tion. However, it goes much farther 
than that. It has been pointed out 
to the committee- that among other 
things the scope of this ordinance 
provides that the mayor is author- 
ized to enter into a contract with 
The Cleveland Union Terminals 
Company for the construction of a 
union passenger station for the use 
of steam and electric railways 
fronting on the southwest corner of 
the public square instead of at the 
head of the mall, and granting cer- 
tain rights and franchises to said 
company in various streets and pub- 
lic places and vacating the public 
rights therein: and, further, selling 
certain of the filled lands In the 
harbor of Cleveland to certain of 
said railroad companies who are to 
use the proposed terminal station; 
and, further, contracting to purchase 
certain other filled and submerged 
land in the harbor of Cleveland in 
front of privately owned upland 
from such upland owners, instead 
of using the present powers of the 
city to make use of said lands as 
intended without any cost to the 
city; and, further, to finally agree 
on behalf of the citv of ClevelAnrt tn 
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bodies and assist in graining the re- 
lease of all public rights in that 
part of Cleveland's harbor in front 
of such lands available for wharfing 
purposes now or in the future. (See 
testimony of record before commit- 
tee p. 227). 

It was further pointed out to the 
committee that The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company mentioned in 
said initiated ordinance is but a 
"basket corporation" which was or- 
ganized as a nucleus for the ulti- 
mate terminal which would not only 
solve the finances but the construc- 
tion of the proposed new union pas- 
senger station. (See p. 90 of the 
testimony before committee). 

To accomplish a full and complete 
examination of the aforesaid initi- 
ated ordinance would, it is very ap- 
parent, require a large amount of 
testimony from experts and engi- 
neers. No city council could pos- 
sibly be informed sufficiently in the 
hearings so far had to do Justice to 
any proposition as large as this. 
We should have a complete, full and 
detailed study made of all the pro- 
visions set forth in said initiated 
ordinance No. 47814 before final 
Judgment is entered by this honor- 
able body. 

The first part of said initiated or- 
dinance deals with the modification 
of the present union depot contract 
with certain railroad companies on 
the lake front and more definitely 
known as ordinance No. 37904-A. 

It is obvious that if this proposed 
initiated ordinance No. 47814 is 
passed and put into effect, to the 
extent of the proposed union station 
on the square being adopted as the 
main station for the city for the 
railroads named in ordinance No. 
37904-A. it would eliminate the main 
consideration moving to the city 
supporting the latter ordinance. 

It is also clear that the main 
consideration that the carrying to 
its full extent ordinance No. 37904-A 
would procure to the railroad would 
be the quieting of their title to the 
filled and submerged land in front 
of their uplands on the harbor. 

A reading of the provisions of or- 
dinance No. 37904-A makes it ap- 
parent that the deal there proposed 
bt'tween the city and the railroads, 
HO far as it concerns the lands in- 
volved, was based on the assump- 
tion that, as against the public, the 
railroads and the other owners of 
land fronting on the harbor of 
Cleveland in effect owned the filled 
or submerged land in front of their 
uplands; whereas, it clearly appears 
to your committee that since such 
ordinance was passed the supreme 
court of Ohio (94 O. S. 61). and the 
general assembly of the state of 
Ohio (107 O. L. 587), have determined 
that such wharf territory really be- 
longs to the public, for such public 
uses as it may be adapted. Just as 
much as the public square or anv 
street in Cleveland does. Ordinance 
No. 37904-A, in addition to the re- 
lease of all the public rights in the 
Bath St. tract (always heretofore 
considered as worth many million 
dollars), and the city giving in ex- 
change therefor an equal area of 
submerged land in front of certain 
upland owned or to be owned by the 
railroads (which submerged land as 
we have pointed out Is In fact now 
*^w"^d. and always has been, by the 
public) provides for the release to 
the railroads concerned of all 
tju* public rights In certain spe- 
cific submerged or filled territory, 
and further provides In section 8. as 
It appears to your committee, that 
thp city in co-operation with the 



of the public to the wharf territory 
in the narbor of Cleveland. 

Now, if the public property rights 
are released and the railroads do 
eventually become the owners of the 
major part of the harbor frontage, 
and they do in fact furnish docks 
and the like, it appears to your 
committee that there remains a 
grave doubt that the right to regu- 
late under present laws or possible 
future laws is sufficient to protect 
the public interests. The experi- 
ence of other ports seems to in- 
dicate that under present laws there 
is not sufficient protection and what 
the future law might or could be is 
a mere matter of conjecture. 

Your committee desires, however, 
to point out, in relation to the mat- 
ter of lake front rights, it should 
be remembered that even if ordi- 
nance No. 37904-A should remain un- 
cha'Tiged it would not be enforclble 
against the city not only because of 
the fact of the new recognition of 
the public rights mentioned hereto- 
fore, but because the enabling legis- 
lation for the exchange of lands 
(107 (). L. 581) provides that such 
exchange is still within the dis- 
cretion of the council because the 
general assembly has made such 
transaction subject to an approving 
resolution of the council — In fact 
made the surrender of the public 
rights in the particular lands in 
question subject to the discretion of 
the council. 

It appears to your committee, in 
this connection, that if the council 
acted on the amendments to ordi- 
nance No. 37904-A as provided In 
initiated ordinance No. 47814 It 
would be expressing the discretion 
provided for by the general assem- 
bly in 107 O. L. 581. This is of the 
utmost importance and should be 
considered very carefully before any 
definite action is taken. 

The proposed ordinance does not 
contain provisions preventing mo- 
nopolization or preventing the cap- 
italization of the increased value of 
the whole system arising merely 
from the co-ordination of its vari- 
ous now disconnected parts. Your 
committee realizes that the pro- 
moters 8ht)uld have their invest- 
ments secured to them, together 
with a return thereon, but It has not 
been the policy of this state, or at 
least lately this city, to permit Its 
public service corporations the cap- 
italization of their franchises at the 
expense of the public by way of In- 
creased charges for service to carry 
such capitalization. In line with 
ttils policy It seems to your commit- 
tee that there should be suitable 
provisions In the proposed ordinance 
providing: 

(1) To make the proposed term- 
inal available to all carriers enter- 
ing Cleveland, both now or In the 
future, who may be able by direct 
or indirect connection therewith to 
furnish cars to handle their busi- 
ness offered through the proposed 
terminal; 

(2) That The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company are not to claim 
at any time as part of its capital 
investment, or in any way as a basis 
for making charges, or in the event 
of any public authority taking over 
its property, more than the actual 
Initial cost of Its system and the 
like cost of extensions thereof. 

Because of the fact that the vaca- 
tion of many streets makes possible 
the layout of the company's system 
and gives It the advantage of many 
acres of land it would for practical 
purposes not have to pay for under 
the terms proposed, It would seem

Lorain-Huron high level bridge and 
the river straightening plans that 
have been under discussion for a 
number of years. In this connection, 
your committee suggests that suit- 
able provision should be made in the 
ordinance that the entire ordinance 
should be subject to whatever river 
straightening plan that eventually 
will be carried out by the city and 
the United States government. 
Further, a most detailed study 
should be made of the proposed 
track layouts, the site of the pro- 
posed out-lying freight yards and 
stations, and various other subjects 
of an engineering character more 
or less connected with questions of 
policy. Your committee has not 
been able to give proper con.sldera- 
tion to such matters. 

Your committee suggests that it 
must be realized the ordinance pre- 
sented proposed a grant for the ben- 
efit of private interests, and it must 
be presumed that they have pri- 
marily considered their own inter- 
ests first. Even if the matter was 
the proposal of the United States 
government as administrator of the 
railroads — as it has been submitted 
and without consultation with local 
authorities and engineers in the 
preparation of plans — it would be 
expected to be subject to investiga- 
tion and criticism by such local au- 
thorities and citizens generally be- 
fore any action in ratification could 
properly be expected. A good gov- 
ernment could not work otherwise, 
In fact previous consultation and 
partnership in the formulation of 
the plan would ordinarily be ex- 
pected. 

It developed in the hearings before 
your committee that the original 
suggestion for a change in plans 
earlier presented by the Van Swer- 
Ingen Interests for a terminal pro- 
ject on the square be made to in- 
clude a union passenger terminal 
and the project came before Re- 
gional Director Smith under the rail- 
way administration. It was also 
urged before your committee by 
those interested in urging the pass- 
age of the proposed ordinance that 
the federal administration of 
railroads have endorsed the pro- 
ject. Your committee has not 
ha<l the assurances to such ef- 
fect that it would want. No 
such persons making such sug- 
gestions have been willing t<i 
discuss whether public rights on the 
lake front should be surrendered, 
nor has it been indicated that the 
railway administration proper even 
know in detail what those rights 
aie. To the extent that such rec- 
ommendations may be said to rep- 
resent the idea of federal officials 
that lake front rights should be 
surrendefed to the railroads It Is 
certainly a sudden change of policy 
in force for years, as shown by the 
records of congress and federal ex- 
ecutive acts and recommendations 
under all the late administrations. 

Your committee connot see from 
what has been shown In the hear- 
ings so far how the proposed im- 
provements in said initiated ordi- 
nance No. 47814 can be made In time 
to be considered as a war measure. 
No substantial evidence was intro- 
duced before the committee which 
would in any way warrant the pass- 
age of this ordinance as a war 
nece.sslty. The freight congestion 
which has been argued as one of the 
principal reasons for the ordinance 
could be very largely done away 
with by having a new bridge across 
the river providing for more tracks 
for the New York Central railroad

by the council and by the city of 
Cleveland, and that so far there was 
no oflficiat approval on the part of 
the United States railway adminis- 
tration to the proposed initiated or- 
dinance No. 47814. (See p. 188 record 
of testimony and excerpts in later 
reported testimony). 

It appears to your committee that 
what Is really desired by the back- 
ers of the proposed initiated ordi- 
nance is that they first desire the 
endorsement of this entire scheme 
and project by the city of Cleve- 
land before officially submitting the 
said ordinance to the railroad ad- 
ministration. It was also made to 
appear that the railroad administra- 
tion migrht not officially approve 
this project until it was virtually 
demanded by the city of Cleveland 
jointly with The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company, (See p. 200 of 
testimony before committee). 

It appears to your committee that 
before the city of Cleveland and be- 
fore the city council should offer 
any official approval to this kind of 
legislation in war time that we 
would be entirely within our rights 
to insist upon an official approval of 
the whole project by the railway ad- 
ministration who is the administra- 
tor of all the railroads. 

Your committee feels that the 
council should insist that rigrid con- 
ditions be made which will measur- 
ably protect the city's interests, in- 
cluding provisions of revocation and 
time limits with respect to certain 
provisions in the proposed ordi- 
nance, and elimination of noise and 
smoke by means of electrification, or 
other smokeless and noiseless power 
for operation, and that such con- 
ditions as are imposed in the ordi- 
nance by the council the promoters 
of this scheme should be made to 
comply with as a matter of public 
policy. 

We are not informed, and do not 
know to what extent qf of what 
character wharves, transit sheds, 
warehouses, holding: freipht yards, 
classification yard.s, and other rail 
and water transfer and terminal 
facilities are eventually planned to 
be built under this blanket ordi- 
nance. No reservation is made for 
a city coastal railway or drive, nor 
for any re^rulation or control by the 
city in respect to the proposed lake 
front development by the railroads, 
which it is intimated to be larj^ely 
alonK the lines of enlarj?ed ore an<l 
coal facilities and the provi^ling of 
an immense freijjrht storage yard 
along the main harbor of Cleveland, 

It occurs to your committee in or- 
der to have a careful studv made of 
the whole matter Involved in inlti- ■ 
ated ordinance No. 47814, and feel- 
ing sure that hasty conclusions in 
so Important an enterprise would be 
dangerous, and that to indiscrimin- 
ately grant a franchise to any rail- 
road or public service corporation, 
without certain time limits or 
rights of revocation and other pro- 
tective features, would work out to 
the detriment of the public gen- 
erally. We therefore recommend 
that full consideration be given by 
<'very member of the council to the 
following questions: 

1. Do you favor changing the site 
of the new union depot from the 
lake front to the square? 

2. Should It be required that the 
terminal proposed be for all car- 
riers with equal service to all? 

3. Do you favor letting the public 
rights in the wharf territory in the 



harbor pass into private ownership, 
or do you believe it best to preserve 
the public rights and look forward 
to public development? 

4. Do you favor vacating twenty- 
nine acres of street area without 
financial remuneration to the city? 

5. Do you favor elimination of 
noise and smoke by means of elec- 
trification of all steam railroads 
which are to operate under the pro- 
posed ordinance? 

6. Whom do you think shtmld 
pay for the work of installing new 
sewer and water mains, and the 
necessary reconnecting of old mains, 
as necessitated by the vacation of 
many streets, as proposed by this 
ordinance, and involving an expens** 
of several hundred thousand dollars? 

7. Do you favor the abandonment 
as passenger depots the present E. 
5.5th St. station of the I*ennsylvania 
Railroad Company and the E. 10.5th 
St. passenger station of the New 
York (Central Railroad Company and 
the Nickel Plate station at W. 25th 
St.. which is conceded to be the re- 
sult if a union station is placed on 
the square? 

8. Do you favor vacation of a 
small section of the public square 
for architectural effects with refer- 
ence to the planned station struc- 
ture?

I have the honor of transmitting 
to you the following communica- 
tion adopted on behalf of The Cleve- 
land Chamber of Commerce by its 
committee on more daylight: 

On October 1st, 1918, the inter- 
state commerce commission, acting 
under authority of the federal day- 
light savings act, approved March 
19th, 1918. aligned the time zones, 
placing Cleveland in the United 
States eastern time zone. 

By this ruling all clocks in the 
affected territory are to be retarded 
one hour October 27th, 1918: 

All clocks are to be advanced one 
hour November 28th. 1918: 

All clocks are to be advanced one 
hour the last Sunday in March, as 
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provided in the United States day- 
light savings act approved March 
19th. 1918. 

The railroads will of course com- 
ply with this order. 

Ordinance No. 46914, passed April 
22nd. 1918, provides that "during the 
period beginning with two o'clock 
a. m. of the last Sunday In October 
and ending with two o'clock a. m. 
of the last Sunday in March, the 
standard of time throughout the 
city shall be one hour slower than 
the 'eastern standard' time." 

If this ordinance remains In effect 
after October 27th of this year, the 
city of Cleveland will be out of line 
with the national ruling. It will 
mean a return to conditions existing 
before the city adopted eastern time. 

If this ordinance is repealed, then 
for thirty-one days, that Is from 
October 27th to November 28th, 1918, 
the city clocks will be one (1) hour 
in advance of the railroad clocks. 
Thereafter the city and the railroad 
clocks will show the same time, and 
Cleveland will be p«'rmanently in 
tlie United States standard eastern 
time zone.

For the purpose of preventing a 
severe epidemic of Spanish influ- 
enza in the city of Cleveland, the 
following health regulations are 
hereby promulgated to continue in 
force and effect until further notice: 

1. All places of public congrega- 
tion including churches, theatres, 
moving picture houses, dance halls, 
lodge rooms, assembly rooms, public 
halls, pool rooms, bowling alleys, 
cabarets, and all other places used 
for general meetings whether public 
or private are hereby closed. 

2. Public, parochial and private 
schools, including night schools, 
also public libraries and art mu- 
seums will close beginning mid- 
night, Tuesday, October 15th, 1918. 

3. If there Is an increase In the 
number of cases of Spanish in- 
fluenza In the city of Cleve- 
land it will be necessary to 
Issue additional restrlctlorfs cov- 
ering all places where persons 
congregate. In order to avoid 
necessity for further restrictions to 

f)revent the spread of this disease, 
t will be imperative for those op- 
erating stores, factories, and shops 
to prevent patrons and employees 
from loitering or congregating In 
groups. 

4. All public funerals and wed- 
dings are prohibited. 

5. Under instructions from the 
state department of health, special 
caution is hereby given to persons 
operating restaurants, saloons, and 
cafes that loitering in these places 
must be strictly prohibited. 

6. The crowding of all elevators 
and all public conveyances must be 
avoided to the greatest possible de- 



gree. During the prevalence of 
epidemic Influenza all street cars, 
factories, oflDces, dining rooms, and 
other rooms or places which must 
be occupied should be given the 
greatest amount of ventilation pos- 
sible.

Involving 
the oneratlon of the Cleveland Rall- 
wav Comoany carrying upwards of 
435.000.000 passengers annually.

A special committee was appoint- 
ed by President Myron T. Herrlck to 
consider the proposed public square 
terminal. This committee consisted 
of Morris A. Black, William G. 
Mather and Francis F. Prentiss, 
members of the city plan commis- 
sion of the city of Cleveland. Clar- 
ence J. Neal, the city's director of 
finance. A. A. Stearns, an attorney 
of high standing who is the chair- 
man of the committee on public 
utilities of the chamber of com- 
merce, C. G. Watkins, the president 
of one of the large grain companies 
of the country, who is the chairman 
of the chamber's transportation 
committee, and A. C. Klumph. 

This committee has spent weeks 
of personal effort in investigating 
the many complex problems Involved 
in the ordinance, and also employed 
a prominent firm of engineers to 
make an independent study and re- 
port thereon. 

These engineers have made only a 
preliminary report to our commit- 
tee, and the committee Is not pre- 
pared to make a final report to the 
chamber, but in view of the fact 
that the day has come for definite 
action by the city council, the com- 
mittee has communicated to the di- 
rectors that at the present time 
four of its members favor the public 
square terminal, with the safe- 
guarding amendments that have 
been suggested by the law depart- 
ment, the engineering department 
and the city plan commission, that 
one committeeman is opposed to the 
ordinance, that one committeeman 
desires more time for consideration, 
and that one committeeman's vote 
cannot be secured by reason of his 
absence. 

This informal report (Insofar as 
it may be called a report> is the 
only communication the chamber of 
commerce can make to your hon- 
orable body prior to your meeting 
this evening.

dinance, several of which meetings 
were all day sessions. In addition 
to the public meetings members of 
the committee met In numerous 
sessions with city oflndals, and oth- 
ers, in connection with the examina- 
tion of the said ordinance. 

Preliminary to the discussion of 
the depot ordinance proper, your 
committee desires to call attention 
to the tremendous Importance of 
this project to the present and fu- 
ture welfare of the city of Cleveland 
and surrounding territory, and to 
Its unusual magnitude. Without 
question, no ordinance of such im- 
portance has ever been presented to 
the council of the city of Cleveland 
or the voters. It is unfortunate, in 
the view of the committee, that such 
an ordinance should be submitted 
by Initiative petition, at a time 
when the energies or the council 
and the people in general are so en- 
gaged In war activities, and when 
by the provisions of the charter the 
council is so limited In the time 
available for consideration and re- 
port. 

The committee desires to point 
out that this ordinance Is submitted 
under favor of sections 60 to 60 of 
the city charter and that under the 
provisions of section 56 the ordi- 
nance was referred to a number of 
committees which for convenience 
have been holding joint sessions. 
Final action must be taken by the 
council within thirty days after such 
submission, which period of time 
will end on Wednesday, October 23, 
1918. at midnight. 

It was undoubtedly the Intention 
of the framers of sections 50 to 60 
to provide a means whereby an or- 
dinance might be submitted to the 
council and later on approved bv 
the voters in the form in which It 
was originally drafted. Tour com- 
mittee do*»s not believe, however, 
that the framers of these sections 
ever had in mind their use In con- 
nection with matters of this charac- 
ter. It has been apparent from the 
hearings that the proponents of the 
ordinance have been engaged for a 
considerable period of time prepar- 
ing nlans for this project. During 
all this period the city has not. at 
anv time, been consulted. The pro- 
non'^nt*;. therefore, have had an un- 
I'mUed oeriod in which to frame 
thf'r plans, drnw th«^Ir ordinance, 
and work out the ordinance In the 
form which they desir**: the city is 
given, however, only fifty-one days 
in wh^ch to consider the proposition 
as nres*»nted. and this period cer- 
talnlv ha*? been Insufficient for a 
propf^r and complete consideration 
which an ordinance of this import- 
ance deserves. 

To a very large extent the hear- 
ings of your committee and the ac- 
tions of the council are merely per- 
functory. Anv person mav propo.se 
am'^ndments In wrltinar, either at a 
public hearlner. or in the considera- 
tion of thf* orr'Jnance by the council. 
At the hearings of vour committee, 
manv amendments have bpen pro- 
pos«^d: some of them have been ac- 
cepted bv the proponents, others 
have been flatlv rejected, and others 
have >>een acrr'^ed upon In principle, 
hut the committee and proponents 
hav«» not b'^f^n able to agree as to 
the form '^f the am*^ndment. 

Spc^'on .'^6 of th« charter provides 
that the proponents mav require the 
submission of their ordinance to the 
voters »n the form In which It was 



their own views In order to secure 
a document more favorable to the 
interests of the city. It must be 
obvious to every one that such a 
position Is detrimental to the best 
public interest, and permits the 
proponents of an ordinance of this 
character to continually hold the 
whip hand over the city and secure 
from the council for submission to 
the people an ordinance In practical- 
ly any form which they desire. 
• Public hearings have been held by 
the committee from time to time and 
the ordinance considered In Its 
various aspects, as It relates to lake 
front, rapid transit subways, smoke 
nuisance^ congestion of traffic, etc. 
It is suggested by your committee 
that the council first take up the 
ordinance and the amendments 
which have been agreed upon by the 
committee and the company: sec- 
ond, that the council consider the 
amendments proposed by the com- 
mittee which have not been ac- 
cepted by the company either In 
principle or In the form proposed, 
and third, the amendments as pro- 
posed which have been acceptea by 
the company but are not agreeable 
to the committee either In principle 
or In form, and that the council fol- 
low as far as possible the order In 
which these amendments would be 
placed In the ordinance. 

The committee desires to brlefiy 
call attention to the following prop- 
ositions: 

(1) Sections 1 and 2 of the or- 
dinance provide for a modification 
of the original union depot ordi- 
nance to the extent of reducing the 
area of land purchased by the rail- 
ways from the city and proportion- 
ately reducing the amount of money 
to be paid by the railways and also 
to the extent of removing the prin- 
cipal consideration of the former 
depot ordinance, namely, the con- 
struction of a depot at the head of 
the mall. The policy of the city for 
a long period of years has been to 
construct buildings of monumental 
size on the mall site. The plan of 
this ordinance constitutes a radical 
departure from this policy and, 
therefore, presents squarely to the 
council the question of whether the 
advantages of the depot site out- 
weigh those of the mall site. There 
has been a sentiment expressed be- 
fore the committee to the effect that 
the entire lake front situation 
should be divorced from this pres- 
ent ordinance and an amendment to 
carry out that Idea has been offered. 
It was explained before the commit- 
tee that the various railroads on the 
lake front, since approximately 1914, 
the date of the supreme court's af- 
firmance of the lake front decision, 
have absolutely refused to pay any 
taxes or pay the city any rental for 
the use of the land, aFthough a claim 
of approximately nine hundred and 
twenty-two thousand dollars, in- 
cluding taxes and a rental based on 
six per cent of the value of the land 
up to and Including 1917 has been 
made to the three railroad com- 
panies. An amendment Is submit- 
ted to section 1 which would follow 
line 98, by the terms of which the 
railroad companies, parties to the 
original depot ordinance, would 
agree to pay these taxes and rental 
charges, beginning with the supreme 
court's decision and until the pro- 
posed exchange of lands is com- 
pleted. It is also to be noted that 
the reducing of the area needed by 
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that railways on the lake front are 
obtaining many direct and indirect 
benefits rrom this grant. 

(2) Numerous amendments have 
been submitted which involve 
changres in the wording: of sections 
3 to 77, these changes being prin- 
cipally in the manner of describing 
property and have been approved 
by the city*9 engineer and accepted 
by the company. It is our recom- 
mendation that they be accepted by 
the council without extended dis- 
cussion. 

(3) The terminals company pro- 
poses that the city vacate W. 3rd st. 
from Superior to the river, Prospect 
from Ontario to Canal rd., Cham- 
plain St. from Ontario to Canal rd., 
and agrees to reconstruct a street 
known as prospect st. beginning at 
Dntario st. and terminating in the 
general neighborhood of the pres- 
ent W. 3rd St. Other vacations of 
streets provided In the ordinance 
have the effect, when the improve- 
ment is completed, of cutting off all 
access to the flats, except through 
Canal rd. by way of Commercial st., 
as relocated, or by way of Central 
ave. near Central viaduct. The 
company has accepted certain 
amond.Tients by which they agree to 
construct foot bridges over their 
tracks from the flats so as to pro- 
vide direct access to the square, but 
the company does not agree to any 
widening of Canal st. as proposed, 
nor does it offer any direct route 
for Scranton ave. cars or for ve- 
hicle traffic from the flats to the 
square, as is now afforded by W. 
3rd, Prospect and Champlain sts. 

(4) Section 39, line 875, provides 
for a vacation of a diagonal strip 
from the southwest corner of the 
public square to provide a suitable 
entrance to the depot. The propon- 
ents say that this is not necessary to 
their plan, but will provide more 
convenient access and as we under- 
stand the situation, the terminals 
company does not insist on the in- 
clusion of this provision if the 
council objects to It. 

(5) In order to provide for 
straightening of the Cuyahoga river, 
the company has accepted an 
amendment to section 62 (line 1187> 
by which It agrees to construct all 
new bridges required by such 
change at its own expense. 

(6) The city plan commission has 
recommended to your committee 
that proper provision should be 
made In the ordinance for the fu- 
ture development of subways and 
double-deck bridges together with 
the widening of certain streets and 
ea.«ements across the tracks in cer- 
tain places for future bridges or 
streets. The proponents have ac- 
cepted in the main the principle 
sugi?ested and have submitted a 
number of amendments known as 

which provide for a high level 
bridge at Fagle ave.: a hish level 
bridge at Huron rd.; an ea.*»ement 
for a hich level bridge at 30th and 
Pittsburgh ave., and for a high level 
bridge at River Bed and Brltif^h 
sts. The company has also agreed 
to an easement, suggested by the 
citv plan commission, over the rail- 
way tracks of the lake front rail- 
roads for an extension of E. 3rd st.; 
also for co-operation with the city 
in the construction at some future 
time of a Commercial rd. which 
would serve any docks or piers 
which may eventually be construct- 
ed on the lake front on either the 
city's or the railroad's property. 

(7) The company has aereed to 
«n am'^ndment to section 79 after 
line 1359 by the terms of which they 
will save the city harmless for any 
claims of damage due to anv defec- 
tive conditions of the bridges pro- 
vided for in the ordinance. 



(8) As recommended by the main 
committee In Its report of Septem- 
ber 23rd, amendments have been of- 
fered regarding capitalisation of 
franchise value. The company has 
agreed to the principle that no fran- 
chise value shall ever be capitalized, 
but refused to accept an amendment 
which provides against capitaliza- 
tion or any Increased benefit or 
value that may be due to the co- 
operation of the various railroads 
claiming that this Is one of the 
things which comes to them as a 
reward for undertaking the venture. 
Amendments are offered by the com- 
pany from their point of view and 
other amendments which express the 
viewpoint of the main committee. 
These amendments are known as 
sub-sections of sections 91 and 92. 

The company has stated it agrees 
to the principle that the facilities 
provided should not work a monop- 
oly or be a monopoly, but does not 
agree to the amendment offered and 
recommended by your committee, to 
at'compllsh that end. The company 
claims it is not a fair proposition 
that a later railway company shall 
com^ in and secure the same serv- 
ices at exactly the same rates, when 
such company has failed to bear any 
of the risk Incident to the construc- 
tion of this terminal. The differ- 
ence between the committee and the 
company is in an understanding of 
what would be an equal basis, the 
company agreeing that all future 
railroads may come in on an equal 
basis, but their view of an equal 
basis is that the company when it 
comes In should pay Just compensa- 
tion for the use of the services at 
the time It comes In, to be deter- 
mined bv agreement or by arbitra- 
tion. The proponent's amendment, 
however, provides that any future 
railroad or Interurban railway may 
come in if there is capacity and if 
the facilities offered by the term- 
inals company are of such a nature 
as to be available to the company 
asking admission. 

Proponent's amendment further 
provides that [n the event of the 
terminals company and any railroad 
company coming in subsequently to 
the completion of the terminal be- 
ing unable to agree upon rates and 
the basis of access to said terminal, 
and the use of the same, and the 
terms and the conditions of entering 
said tfrmlnal, that all said ques- 
tions shall be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. In the opinion of your com- 
mitt**** the provision of arbitration 
provides as adequately as possible 
the prevention of a monopoly ex- 
isting. 

(9^ The proponents have submit- 
ted an amendment, known as section 
92-1. which is the limit of their 
concession in recrard to electrifica- 
tion. Some members of your com- 
mltt*»*» contend that the companv 
should electrify its lines Immedi- 
ateiv on the construction of Its fa- 
cilities, while others contend that 
in addition the comnanv should 
compel immediate electrification on 
other railroads by writing into all 
contracts drawn a clause to that 
effect. Amendments embodving 

these idens have been submitted. 

(10> The committee was favored 
bv advice from Street F*»Mw«^' r'^m- 
ml«sloner Sanders and Mr. Brlnker- 
hoff. enerlnerr of the mold trpn«?lt 
commission, which resulted in three 
amendments known as 92-2. 92-3 and 
92-4. 92-2 nrovldes that the city 
mav prescribe the class of service 
and rate of fare over the metropoli- 
tan zone which is described as fif- 
teen miles from the public square 
and is designed to trive the cItv con- 
trol over the oneratlon of facilities 
which are of nrlmarv Importance to 
the city. 92-3 provides that the 
company shall operate a rapid tran- 
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sit system within five years and 
upon failure to do so shall lose all 
rights to such rapid transit. The 
purpose of this amendment is that 
the city may not be hampered In Its 
rapid transit development by reason 
of the continuous permission which 
this ordinance grants to the term- 
inals company to construct and op- 
erate such facilities on its own lines. 
Section 92-4 provides for a recipro- 
cal exchange between the city or Its 
lines of service either by transfer 
o{ trains from one system of tracks 
to the other or by transfer of pas- 
sengers or otherwise. The company 
has refused to accept any of these 
amendments. 

The foregoing three amendments 
touch, in tiie estimation of the com- 
mittee, one of the most Important 
phases of the Initiated ordinance. 

Au examination of the ordinance 
discloses that The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company is thereby 
granted by the city of Cleveland 
many valuable rights for electric 
passenger traflic with a correspond- 
ing lack of obligation on its part 
to either make compensation to the 
city or to furnish service to the 
people contemplated by the priv- 
ileges granted. 

The grant provides, in effect, that 
the company be given a perpetual 
right or franchise to use a great 
many enumerated city streets over 
a widely extended portion of Cleve- 
land in the heart of the city. This 
privilege Is granted It, among other 
things, for the purpose of bringing 
into the center of Cleveland through 
and on Its own tracks electric pas- 
senger traffic of all kinds, interur- 
ban, suburban, rapid transit, local 
city, and for such purposes the com- 
pany is expressly authorized to con- 
struct tracks of all kinds, steam, 
elevated, surface and subways. 

In connection with these amend- 
ments v^e refer only to the electric 
railway and rapid transit aspects of 
the said initiated ordinance. 

To carry into effect this purpose 
the said ordinance gives the com- 
pany, without any further consent 
of the city, the widest possible per- 
petual rights to re-locate connec- 
tions, to re-route cars and to modify 
air existing contracts. The ordi- 
nance not only extends the right to 
operate over the company's own 
tracks, but by means of the con- 
tracts it may make with companies 
connecting therewith, permitted to 
be made by this ordinance; also it 
may agree without the consent of 
the city to operate and control all 
classes of electric and rapid transit 
traffic not onlv of Cleveland, but of 
all Its suburbs. In effect. It per- 
mits the terminals company through 
riuhts over its own tracks and 
rights it may acquire from other 
companies absolutelv and perpetu- 
ally to control traffic everywhere 
outside the present limits of the 
city of Cleveland. The terminals 
company is allowed, therefore, to 
compete with The Cleveland Rail- 
wav Comoany, a municipally con- 
trolled line. In a way both local and 
suburban, which cannot but be 
harmful to the citizens of Cleveland, 
as hereinafter pointed out. 

The said initiated ordinance al- 
lows the terminals companv to con- 
struct and develop a ranid transit 
service throuerh practlcallv all of 
the best residence districts of the 
citv and its suburbs, as they now 
exist and as they mav expend In the 
future, according: to the plans shown 
by the proponents, creating therebv 
an obvious form of competition to 
any ranid transit system which the 
cltv might wish to develop In con- 
nection with Its city controlled 
street railway sv«tem. 

On* of the strlklnqrlv bad features 
of such a system thus created from 
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a transportation standpoint, as 
poiniod out by en§:ineers represent- 
ing the street railway commissioner, 
and the Clevelaid rapid transit com- 
mii^sion, is that the delivery point 
uf passengers to the business dis- 
trict of the city would be practi- 
cally limited to the public square 
and pat-sengers wishing to reach 
points in Iho general delivery dis- 
trict of the city, to- wit: office build- 
..i^ft, bK'its and down town fac- 
tories, beyond walking distance, 
would be obliged to transfer to and, 
pernaps in many cases, double back 
along a surface car line to reach 
their destination. 

The retail and office building dis- 
trict is no longer grouped around 
the public square, but Is extending 
east along Euclid, Superior, St. Clair 
and Picsspect aver.ues, and other 
main thoroughfares. Should Cleve- 
land fellow other cities of 'similar 
size, which is naturally to be ex- 
pected with a large population, a 
much more »*xtended district of this 
character will constantly establish 
itself. 

To build up a rapid transit system, 
therefore, whose Drincipal and prac- 
tically sole convenient delivery 
point is a single location near one 
end of this district would not sup- 
ply a generally convenient arrange- 
ment for an enlarged city popula- 
tion. An attempt on the part of 
the city to serve the various grow- 
ing residential districts by a sub- 
way pausing longitudinally through 
the business district would neces- 
.•■•arllv involve the building of com- 
peting lines In the outlying resi- 
dential di.Mtrlct.s. thereby 'dividing 
the trafHc with the rapid transit 
lines proposed by the terminals 
Com pan \' in tins ordinance. 

We na'urally expect that in the 
couise (»f time the suburbs which 
are now parts of the city will be- 
come actual parts, and as the city 
now controls service to these sub- 
urbs it should no less control fu- 
ture service. There is no guarantee 
that even if a rapid transit system 
is developed that the same will be 
continued in operation. 

In return for the privileges pro- 
po.^ed In said ordinance and the dls- 
advantng<'S named which will be 
suffered by the city of Cleveland, the 
said ordinance imposes no adequate 
obligation even If accepted by the 
proponents of the ordinance. There 
IS nowhere in the ordinance any 
statement that by the acceptance of 
the grant the terminals company 
agrees to build, operate or cause to 
b** operated any rapid transit or 
electric facilitie.s for anv class of 
passenger traffic. It is this lack of 
(»bligntlon to perform that makes 
this ordinance different from any 
stre-t railway ordinance that has 
ever been conferred by the city of 
Clevelan<l, including the famous 
Honkins and liarber subway ordi- 
nance.s. Even those ordinances, 
eritirlzed as they are. carried an ob- 
llT-'ttion on the nart of the grantees 
within certain definite time to per- 
form public service and carriage of 
j)assengers and freight in <lefinite 
nnd crncrete terms and with restric- 
tions ns U^ <^iM'viee and as to rates. 
Ti'is initlnterl ordinanee. however, 
uiv^s to the proponents an option of 
eni!)arking upon rapid transit elec- 
tric husine^c! if It sees fit at any 
time it m.Mv eboo'-e from now t(» the 
end of t\mf\ It trlves. therefore, the 
s-rantef> continuing power and is a 
contlnuincr tbi-eat by which nil fu- 
ture offor^« by the citv or by in- 
dividuals to accomplish ranid tran- 
sit to the suburbs mav he frus- 
trated. It imposes upon the com- 
pnnv no obll^'-atlon a<« to service or 
n« to rnt^'s of fare. It elves to the 
citv no eontrol whatsoever over the 
things that are essential and im- 
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portant to its citizens. It opens the 
ftfild for speculation on the part of 
the piomoters. It creates for Cleve- 
land In future the never ending pos- 
sibility of uncontrolled transporta- 
tion and the competition ot such 
transportation with the city's plan. 
Any ordinance which grives up In 
perpetuity the rights of the city to 
control if not to own and operate, and 
puts into private hands, the trans- 
portation systems upon which Its 
growth depends Is necessarily in- 
herently vicious. This ordinance 
does this very thing and in its 
present form strangles any possible 
effort of the city to expand Us pres- 
ent M-ansportatlon system into a 
rapid transit system adequate for 
the future needs of the city. The 
city Is now free from all franchise 
grants with reference to rapid tran- 
sit and subway facilities. The ordi- 
nance, therefore. In principle is a 
step backwards, contrary to all the 
traditions and Ideals of the city and 
«"Ould not be seriously considered 
without the amendments heretofore 
suggested. 

.oP^^ ^ In conformity with sections 
183 and 184 of the city charter an 
amendment Is offered for municipal 
ownership of these facilities, the 
amendment being known as 

^}?^ ^'^^ amendment known as 
section 91-8 is offered to provide for 
arbitration of all matters which are 
not inherently within the city or 
affect the city's inherent rights or 
are the subject of the Jurisdiction 
or some lawfully constituted bodv 
the amendment being copies from 
the original denot ordinance with 
the exception that the number of 
arbitrators Is made three instead 
of Ave. 

It appears to your committee that 
before the city of Cleveland and 
before the city council should offer 
any official approval or endorsement 
to thi.«» kind of legislation that cer- 
tain rigid conditions should be In- 
sisted upon which will measurably 
protect the city's Interests, particu- 
larly w.th reference to the lake 
front situation and the questions 
raised in connection with the old 
depot ordinance No. 37904-A, the 
elimination of noise and smoke bv 
rneans of electrification along the 
lines suggested by your committee, 
and lastly and most important, the 
working out in the ordinance the 
principle of city control of all com- 
muter and suburban rapid transit 
service, as outlined in the three 
amendments, to-wit: Sections 92'-2. 
92-3 and 92-4. as proposed bv the 
street railway commissioner and his 
en^-ineering advisers. 

Unless these Important phases of 
the ordinance are met In such a wav 
as to protect the city's Interest, 
.vour committee cannot under anv 
circumstance advise or recommend 
finv seriou;^ consideration of the or- 
dinance. Appended hereto are the 
proposed amendments herein re- 
ferred tr».

Sec. 92-1-A. Provided, however, 
that by the acceptance of this ordi- 
nance the terminals company agrees 
(within five years from and after 
the passage and approval of this 
ordinance by the electors) (within 
five years after the terminal facil- 
ities herein provided for are in op- 
eration) to electrify Its lines and 



hereby agrees that in all contracts 
entered into between it and any 
railroads using its facilities now or 
hereinafter made there shall be in- 
serted a clause obligating said rail- 
roads to provide upon their own 
lines within the limits of the city of 
Cleveland electric or other smoke- 
less motive power as herein pro- 
vided; provided further that if the 
said terminals company (or any 
other railroad which uses the facil- 
ities of the said terminals company) 
shall fail to comply with the sec- 
tions within the time aforesaid, all 
rights, franchises and privileges 
herein granted shall become null 
and void. 

Note: This amendment is drawn

"Sec. 92-2. In granting the rights 
and privileges herein provided for.

Including the right to 
fix the routes and the rates charg*»d 
for carriage, into and over its facil- 
ities.

AMENDMENT XO SECTION 79 

"Section 79. The said terminals 
company by the acceptance of this 
ordinance as hereinafter provided, 
agrees, as one of the conditions of 
its continued operation under this 
grant, that it will save the city of 
Cleveland harmless against and will 
pay all claims against or damages 
suffered or compensations paid by 
the cMy of Cleveland for expense 
and cost of every kind, character 
and description and physical prop- 
erty destroyed, including franchise 
values, caused by the relocation and 
vacation and furnishing the ma- 
terials for the alteration and sep- 
aration of grades and the crossing 
of streets herein provided for; also 
against all claims for damages to 
abutting or adjacent land owners 
and against any and all claims on 
behalf of property owners including 
owners of franchises, licenses and 
permits growing out of any street 
vacation, relocation, street crossing 
or change of grade herein author- 
ised to be made. 

Note: This amendment was of- 
fered by Street Railroad Commis- 
sioner Sanders to protect the city 
against any claims which might be 
raised by the railway company for 
interference with tracks on streets 
to be vacated. 

This amendment has been rejected 
by the company and in place thereof 
the company has offered an amend- 
ment known as section 79, which is 
substantially as in the ordinance, 
except in the line 1363 after the 
and vacation of streets" are in- 
serted. 



9. Whereas by sections 181, 182. 
183 and 184 of the charter of the 
city it is provided that in all grants 
to any public utility to construct 
and operate in the streets and pub- 
lic grounds of the city of Cleveland 
a reservation shall be made to the 
city to terminate the same and pur- 
chase all the property of the utility, 
the city hereby expressly re.^erves 
the right to terminate this grant 
and purchase the facilities herein 
provided for as contemplated by 
said sections of the charter, at a 
price to be mutually agreed upon, 
or upon failure to so agree to be 
fixed by the arbitration provided in 
section 91-8 herein.

"The city of Cleveland reserves 
the right at any time to build sew- 
ers, rapid transit subways and ele- 
vated lines and lay water, gas or 
other pipe lines and electric con- 
duits in any street across land used 
as right of way under or over the 
tracks of the terminals company, or 
to in any way improve any such 
street, and to construct or authorize 
the construction of street railroad 
rapid transit subways and elevated 
lines or tracks across, either upon 
or over, the tracks of said terminals 
company upon any street herein au- 
thorized to be crossed by it, not in 
conflict however with the construc- 
tion, operation, or use of the facil- 
ities of the terminals company pro- 
vided for herein. The city shall be 
held harmless for any expense in 
connection with the supporting of 
the tr icks of the terminals company 
during such construction." 

In line 1502 after the word 
"done" insert 'hit the expense of the 
terminals company and." 

In line 1510, after the period In- 
sert the following: 

"Provided, however. that the 
terminals company shall either re- 
place the facilities now located on 
land required by the terminals com- 
pany, at other locations, and in a 
manner satisfactory to the city, or 
shall pay to the city of Cleveland 
the value of the land and the re- 
placement value of the facilities so 
required, at the option of the city." 

.Strike out lines 1511. 1512. 1513. 
1514, 1615. 1516, 1517. 1518. 1519 and 
1520, and strike out the amendments 
heretofore offered for such section, 
and in lieu thereof Insert the fol- 
lowing: 

Sec. 91. Permission and authority 
is hereby granted to the various 
railroads, both steam and electric, 
using the facilities of The Cleveland 
Union Terminals Company, to mod- 
ify, revise or abandon present con- 
nections or facilities, and to change, 
modify or discontinue the routing of 
freight or passenger trains or cars 
on their railroads in so far as it 
may be necessary to permit direct, 
proper* and convenient connections 
with, access to, and opera^tlon over 
the facilities of said terminals 
company. 

Motion by Mr. Krueger that the 
committee of the whole now ari.*5e 
and report to the council. 

Seconded by Mr. Zmunt. 

Carried.

The following amendments have 
been submitted by the company but 
the committee has not approved 
them either as statements of the 
principle which it was desired 
should be covered or because of 
some radical difference existing be- 
tween the company and the city. 

Strike out the amendment hereto- 
fore submitted as section 92-1. and 
insert in lieu thereof section 92-1 
as follows: 

Sec. 92-1. Urban, suburban and 
interurban cars, trains and motors 
shall, in their use of the terminal, 
exclusively employ electricity or 
some improved motive power other 
than steam. 

Steam railroads, using the term- 
inal shall, within Ave years from 
the time of the completion of so 
much of the viaduct referred to in 
section 51 hereof as shall be neces- 
sary for, and be in pse by any steam 
railroad for passenger traffic, use 
exclusively in the operation of their 
IDLassengcr trains between the point 
of connection with said terminal 
tracks near E. 37th st. and the 
point of connection near W. 30th st.. 
electricity or some improved motive 
power other than steam. 

It is expressly provided, however, 
that if, prior to the installation of 
electric or other Improved motive 
power by the railroads mentioned in 
this section, the methods of using 
steam as a motive power shall have 
been so Improved as to render it 
free from smoke, and the railroad 
companies shall employ such im- 
proved methods of use, no other 
motive power shall be required to 
be substituted therefor. 

Note: The above amendment ex- 
presses the company's attitude to- 
wards electrification and represents 
the limit of their concession In this 
respect. 

Sec. 91-8. Except as provided for 
herein, any disputes or controversies 
between the city and the terminals 
company arising in any manner in 
the carrying out of the contract to 
be executed under this ordinance 
shall be arbitrated bv a board of 
arbitration, and the Judgment and 
findings of such a board of arbitra- 
tion are to be final and conclusive 
as against the city and the term- 
inals company. 

The board of arbitration shall 
consist of three (3) persons of Cuya- 
hoga county, who shall be selected 
In the following manner: The 
terminals company shall name one 
(1) of said representatives upon said 
board and notify the mavor of the 
city of its selection. Within five 
days thereafter one (1> representa- 
tive of the city shall be named by 
the mavor and notice of his selec- 
tion given to the terminals com- 
pany. The two memb«^rs of such 
board thus selected shall, within ten 
days after the selection of the one 
member bv the city, select a third 
member of such board; and If the 
two members thus selected are un- 
able to aerree upon the third, then, 
upon application of any one of the 
members theretofore selected the 
person who Is then district judge 
of the district of the United States 
of which Cleveland Is a part shall 
have authority to appoint such 
third member of such board, five 
davs' notice of the aopllcation to 
such district Judare havlner be«»n 
elven bv the members making the 
apollcation to the remaining mem- 
ber* of such board. Before making 
a final aopolntment oursuant to 



inals company may, within three 
days after receipt of such notice, 
present objections to any person or 
persons thus under consideration. 
When such tliird member of the 
board shall have been thereafter 
appointed, such board of arbitration 
shall have authority to determine, 
and decide the questions upon which 
the city and the terminals company 
are unable to agree. In the event 
of the disqualification or refusal to 
act of the person who shall then be 
Judge of the district court hereinbe- 
fore referred to. any person who is 
then Judge of the district court of 
the United States of the circuit in 
which the city of Cleveland shall be 
situated, shall, on request, as here- 
inbefore provided, have authority to 
appoint a third arbitrator as here- 
inbefore provided. 

In the event the terminals com- 

Eany refuses to appoint Its one ar- 
itrator within ten days after the 
city shall have requested it so to 
do, then the person who shall then 
be Judge of the district court here- 
inbefore referred to shall have au- 
thority to appoint one (1) arbitra- 
tor for and on behalf of the term- 
inals company; and in the event the 
mayor of the city shall fail to ap- 
point the city's arbitrator within 
the time prescribed in this section, 
the person who shall be Judge of the 
district court as above referred to 
shall likewise appoint an arbitrator 
on behalf of the city. 

All expense of every kind incur- 
red by any board of arbitration ap- 
pointed under the provisions of such 
contract, in pursuance of their 
duties as said board of arbitration, 
including the compensation of th«^ 
arbitrators for their services, shall 
be fixed by said board of arbitration 
as a part of their award, and shall 
be paid by the city and the term- 
inals company Jointly, share and 
.share alike. 

Note: The above amendment rep- 
resents the company's attitude on 
the question of arbitration, and dif- 
fers from the committee's* recom- 
mendation only in that It Is much 
broader. 

The amendment is taken substan- 
tially from the old union depot ordi- 
nance in both cases. 

Sec. 91-10. If and when, at any 
tim*? the city of Cleveland constructs 
subways, or elevated or other ranid 
transit lines within its city limits, 
or elsewhere as a part of such sys- 
tem of transportation, or otherwise 
authorizes the construction by oth- 
ers of subways or elevated or other 
rapid transit lines, and The Cleve- 
land Union Terminals Company, its 
assigns, lessees, lessors or c^ontract- 
Ing parties, are then operating or 
thereafter operate rapid transit, 
suburban or interurban lines over 
Its tracks and the tracks of any 
steam or electric railroad, connect- 
ing with its tracks, the citv of 
Cleveland may require or permit, if 
physical connection be feasible and 
practicable, the routing of such 
rapid transit, suburban or interur- 
ban cars from said steam or elf^ctrio 
railroad tracks and tracks of said 
terminals company, through the 
said subway or subways, or over It« 
or their elevated or other rapid 
transit lines, provided that no fran- 
chise conditions or other obligations 
shall require a reduction in th*^ 
fares charged by said terminals 
company on snch «ub»»rb«n. inter- 
urban or ranid transit lines, and 
orovlded further that dlrectn'^s** of 
travel nay be thereby Imnroved. or 
a greater convenience to the ♦ravftl- 
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by arbitration in the manner pro- 
vided for arbitration between said 
city and said terminals company 
herein; the city may then use as a 
portion of the city's rapid transit 
system when planned, developed and 
in operation, upon payment of prop- 
er compensation, such tracks of the 
terminals company, its assigns, 
lessees, lessors or contracting 
parties, as are set aside, designated 
and have been placed and are in op- 
eration for rapid transit purposes; 
compensation for such use of said 
terminals company's tracks and fa- 
cilities or the tracks of any steam, 
interurban or suburban railroads 
connecting with its tracks shall be 
agreed upon between said terminals 
company and such steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroads and said 
city or subway or elevated or other 
rapid transit lines, and in the event 
of inability to agree shall be fixed 
by arbitration in the manner pro- 
vided for arbitration between the 
terminals company and other rail- 
road users of its facilities as else- 
where provided for herein. 

Nothing herein provided is in- 
tended as granting to the city or 
others who shall oave constructed 
such subways, elevated or rapid 
transit lines, an exclusive right of 
the use of said terminals company's 
tdacks. nor shall such use apply to 
any facilities of the terminals com- 
pany or of any steam, interurban or 
suburban railroad companies con- 
necting with its tracks, nor for other 
than facilities for similar service, 
motive power and rolling stock, as 
the kind proposed so to be used by 
said city or said other subways, 
elevated or other rapid transit 
lines. 

It is further agreed that any such 
u.se of the terminals company's fa- 
cilities or of any steam, interurban 
or suburban railroads connecting 
with Its tracks, the facilities of 
which are proposed to be used as 
aforesaid, shall not be in conflict 
with the use of said railroad or the 
terminals company's property in the 
order of priority and exclusion first 
for said railroad's own operation 
and of capacity as applied thereto 
and as elsewhere herein provided 
for In similar Instances: and the city 
and the terminals company shall 
make proper pr(»visions in any con- 
tracts which either make to pre- 
serve the rights of said terminals 
company and said city in the uses 
and operations of such subways, 
elevated or other rapid transit lines 
as herein stipulated, and upon the 
terms and conditions herein fixed. 

The requirement on the part of 
the city for the routing of such in- 
terurban, suburban or rapid transit 
cars of the terminals company and 
of Its connecting lines as herein pro- 
vided, shall only be upon the con- 
dition that terminal facilities are 
provided or that the terminals com- 
pany's own facilities are available 
by direct and proper connection to 
said subways, elevated or other 
rapid transit lines of said city or 
such subways, elevated or other 
rapid transit lines of/ others so au- 
thorized by said city to construct 
the same. 

For convenience only, and without 
reference to compensation therefor. 
In the operation of any rapid transit 
lines by the terminals company. Its 
a'^slgns. lessees, lessors or contract- 
ing parties, provision shall be made 
for the exchange of traffic by trans- 
fer from the city or Cleveland rall- 
wav systems, or oth^r svstems. now 



nectlng with said terminals com- 
pany, and of transfer privileges Is 
limited to a zone of 16 miles from 
the public square of said city and to 
cars and trains for the purpose of 
local rapid transit and suburban 
rapid transit service and facilities 
exclusively for similar service, 
within said zone, and unless by mu- 
tual agreement shall not apply to 
cars operating outside of said zone. 
Note: This amendment is offered 
by the company as a substitute for 
Street Railroad Commissioner San- 
ders' amendments known as 92-2, 
92-3 and 92-4, with the statement 
that it will not be accepted unless 
the other three are withdrawn, and 
is Intended to express the company s 
concession with respect to the ques- 
tions raised by Street Railroad 
Commissioner Sanders. 

Sec. 91-3. In order that the pas- 
senger depot facilities of the term- 
inals company may be open to any 
and all st?am, Interurban and subur- 
ban railroads as a depot facility, to 
the extent that the capacity of stach 
depot facilities will afford, with due 
regard for future expansion of the 
use of said facilities by the then 
users thereof, the terminals com- 
pany, when its tracks and the tracks 
of any such steam, interurban or 
suburban cross, connect or inter- 
sect, the company owning such 
steam, interurban and suburban 
railroad, may connect the tracks of 
said railroads so crossing, connect- 
ing or intersecting, with such tracks 
of the terminals company as shall 
be set aside by said terminals com- 
pany for similar service as that of 
the respective railroads so crossing, 
connecting or intersecting, and the 
terminals company shall co-operate 
in securing such physical connec- 
tion, so as to permit the passage of 
cars of similar service from the 
tracks of such railroad to the tracks 
of the terminals company, and when 
such connection shall be made, the 
said terminals company shall op- 
erate, or permit the operation, as it 
Phall elect, of the cars of such stearn, 
Interurban or suburban railroad, 
upon such terms, conditions, and for 
such consideration as shall be mu- 
tually agreed upon with said steani, 
interurban or suburban railroad, 
and said terminals company. 

The terminals company, however, 
shall have the right to thereafter 
exclude from the use thereof, any 
u.sers of such facilities, upon rea- 
.sonable notice given by said term- 
inal** company to such user, when in 
the Judgment of the terminals com- 
panv the limit of the capacity of its 
facilities renders the same neces- 
sarv. Such exclusion, in so far as 
consistent with conditions and the 
good business Judgment of said 
terminals company, shall be In the 
inverse order of commencement of 
use. this latter, however, may be so 
exercised as not to conflict with a 
possible priority use of the term- 
inals company's facilities, first for 
steam railroad.s. then interurbans 
and then suburban railroads. 

The terminals company shall not 
be required, however, to permit the 
use of Its tracks or facilities, ex- 
cept for the purpose of access to and 
use of and for similar service of 
such depot facilities. 

In the event that said terminal 
and such user companies shall be 
unable to agree upon the terms of, 
and the considerations for, such use 
and operation, the same shall be 
fixed by three arbitrators, one ar- 
bitrator to be selected bv each of 



Judge for the district of the United 
States of which Cleveland is a part; 
provided, however, that when either 

Earty shall have appointed its ar- 
itrator, and the other party shall 
refuse or neglect to appoint its ar- 
bitrator within two weeks after re- 
ceiving notice of said appointment, 
the district Judge above specified 
shall appoint the other two arbitra- 
tors; provided, further, however, 
that the basis of the award of the 
arbitrators shall be that the term- 
inals company shall not be required 
to operate or permit the operation 
of the cars of such steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroads, except 
upon fair and reasonable terms and 
conditions, and for a fair and rea- 
sonable consideration, which shall 
be based upon the cost, maintenance 
and operation of such facility, with- 
out regard to its use by any other 
railroad or railway company, and 
with due consideration for the fact 
that such steam, Interurban or sub- 
urban railroad company did not as- 
sume Initially any portion of the in- 
vestment, hazard or liability. 

All expense of every kind incur- 
red by said board of arbitration ap- 
pointed under the provisions of such 
contract, in pursuance of their 
duties as said board of arbitration, 
Including the compensation of arbi- 
trators for their services, shall be 
fixed by said board of arbitrators 
as a part of their award, and shall 
be paid by the party desiring arbi- 
tration and the terminals company 
Jointly, share and share alike. 

Note: This amendment Is offered 
by the company as a substitute for 
92-6, and expresses the company's 
attitude towards the use of their 
depot and facilities by other than 
the present railroads and Inter- 
urbans. 

Sec. 91-5. Any rates, tolls, charges 
or rentals of the terminals company 
for the use of Its facilities, or 
parts thereof, shall not include any 
charge to capital account or other- 
wise for franchise value. 

Note: This amendment represents 
the company's attitude towards the 
question of franchise value. 

Sec. 91-6. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be interpreted to re- 
quire the terminals company to per- 
mit the use of Its facilities by any 
steam, Interurban or suburban rail- 
road company who shall not comply 
with the rules and regulations for 
the use of the terminals company's 
facilities with regard to safety and 
other conditions of operation, main- 
tenance and use, nor any steam, in- 
terurban or suburban railroad com- 
pany who shall not be financially 
responsible, and who shall not evi- 
dence its ability to pay its charges, 
to operate with reasonable cer- 
tainty, and to perform its contracts 
with the terminals company with 
re.«!pect to Its continued operation 
and payments. 

Sec. 91-7. If at any place or 
olaces In connection with the work 
herein described. It shall be deemed 
advantageous to change the con- 
struction In any respect, without 
affecting the general occupation of 
the street nor the changes In said 
street to be made, or the minimum 
clearance described, such change or 
changes in the location of thorough- 
fares or relocation of thorough- 
fares which may be desirable from 
the standpoint of the city or the 
terminals company, as a result of 
final preparation of completed de- 
tailed plans of the terminals com- 

nanv'R nndertolrlncrs au ««»♦■ fr\f*V% 
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sioner of engrlneerlng of the city of 
Cleveland and the chief engineer of 
the terminals company. 

Note: These are amendments 
submitted by the company which 
have not been given consideration 
by the committee. 

After section 96 insert the follow- 
ing as section 96-1: 

Sec. 96-1. In the event said rail- 
roads, parties to said ordinance No. 
37904-A of the city of Cleveland, 
shall not have declared their elec- 
tion, provided in section 1 hereof; 
that if the United States Railway 
Administration shall not approve the 
election of said railroads above 
specified in this section, within one 
year from the date of approval of 
this ordinance by a vote of the elec- 
tors of the city of Cleveland: that 
If said terminals company shall not 
commence construction as provided 
in section 94 hereof: that if said 
terminals company shall not accept 
the terms of this ordinance as pro- 
vided by section 96 hereof, then this 
ordinance shall become null and 
void and of no effect. 

Note: The above amendment is 
offered by the company as a gen- 
eral revocation clause. This sec- 
tion seems to cover the various pro- 
visions of the ordinance under which 
revocation might be made a con- 
dition. 



The following amendments have 
been drawn up to conform to sug- 
gestions made by the city plan com- 
mission. They have been checked 
over by the city's engineers and are 
acceptable both to the committee 
and the company and their passage 
is recommended without extended 
discussion: 

After section 5 add the following 
section as section 5-1: 

Sec. 5-1. Southerly from the in- 
tersection of E. 30th St. and Pitts- 
burgh ave., the terminals company 
agrees to grant the right to the 
city above Its tracks and across Its 
property for the northerly portion 
of a high level bridge across the 
Cuyahoga valley, which structure 
shall not exceed 100 feet In width. 
Said right to be for the construction, 
maintenance and use of said bridge 
and to be granted to the city at 
such time as the city may require 
the same for Its construction, main- 
tenance and use, the top of said 
bridore to be approximately at the 
present grade of Pittsbusrrh ave. 
The construction and clearance to- 
gether with any necessary piers, 
abutments or supports, to be sub- 
ject to the approval of the chief en- 
gineer of the terminals company and 
the commissioner of engineering of 
the cltv of Cleveland. 

In line 709 after the comma, in- 
sert the following: "and said Cen- 
tral viaduct shall be widened to a 
minimum width of 100 feet sym- 
metrically along the present center 
line between the right of wnv of 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie Railroad 
Company and the southerly line of 
Central ave. No buildlner shall be 
erected on the easterlv aldp of said 
Central viaduct as widened herein 
which shall be nearer to the east- 
erly line of said Central viaduct 
than 25 feet 

Strike out the nmenoment hereto- 
fore offered in line 794 after the 
second period, and insert in lieu 
thereof the following: 

"At such time as the city of 
Cleveland or its licensee is ready 
to construct a hlarh level bridge over 
the Cuvahoera vallev. from Ea«rle 
ave, 9. E. westerlv. and unon writ- 
ten notice thereof by said eitv to 



such single or double-deck high 
level bridge, the location of the up- 
per level of which approach or 
bridge shall Intersect Ontario st. at 
Its present grade, with the south 
line of said bridge at the south line 
of Eagle ave. S. E., a portion of 
which said Eagle ave. S. E. is herein 
agreed to be vacated, and said ap- 
proach shall not exceed 100 feet in 
width. Said terminals company 
shall grant the right to said city to 
construct, maintain and use piers, 
abutments and supports upon the 
property of said terminals company 
for such easterly approach. The 
lower level of said approach shall 
provide a clearance of 14 feet above 
the top of the rail for the operation 
of subway trains in said lower level, 
and said lower level approach shall 
be of sufficient width for the maxi- 
mum of six tracks but not in excess 
of 100 feet, and shall pass under 
the upper level of the terminals 
company's tracks and above the 
level of its lower level tracks. 

The location and design of the 
supports of said bridge ahd the ele- 
vation of the lower level of said 
bridge approach, and any modifica- 
tions and alterations In the location 
or construction thereof or of the 
upper level approach, may be made 
with the approval of the chief en- 
gineer of the terminals company and 
the commissioner of engineering of 
said city. 

The plans of the terminals com- 
pany for the construction, changes 
or reconstruction of Its facilities In 
this location shall be submitted to 
said commissioner of engineering 
for approval In so far as they af- 
fect the construction of said bridge 
approach, and when so approved and 
built in conformity therewith the 
terminals company shall be held free 
and harmless for any reconstruction 
expense caused by reason of the 
city exercising the right herein 
given. 

After section 35 add the following 
section as section 35-1. 

Sec. 35-1. The terminals company 
shall grant to the city of Cleveland 
or its licensee the right, at such 
time as the said city Is ready to 
construct and may require the same, 
for Its construction, maintenance, 
and use, for piers, abutments or 
supports over the property of the 
terminals company for a high level 
bridge in an easterly and west- 
erly direction, said crossing over 
the terminals company's tracks 
and property, however, to be con- 
fined to a location between Riv- 
erbed St. and British st. N. W., and 
such piers, abutments and supports 
and the clearance of said structure 
above the tracks of the terminals 
company and the construction of 
said bridge to be subject to the ap- 
proval of the chief ensrineer of the 
terminals company and the commis- 
sioner of engineering of the city of 
Cleveland. 

Strike out the amendment here- 
tofore offered after the second 
period in line 828, and insert in lieu 
thereof the following: 

"The terminals company shall 
grant at the request of the city of 
Cleveland the right to said city or 
its licensee to construct, maintain 
and use across the property of the 
terminals companv the easterly ap- 
proach of a single or double-deck 
hififh level bridge over the Cuyahoga 
valley. The location of the upper 
level of said bridge shall extend 
westerly from Ontario st. at its 
present grade and at the intersec- 
tion of its center line with the west- 
erlv prolongation of the center line 



above the level of its lower level 
tracks. The lower level of said ap- 
proach shall be of suflftcient width 
lor the maximum of six tracks but 
not in excess of 100 feet and a 
clearance of 14 feet above the top 
of the rail for the operation of sub- 
way trains In said lower level ap- 
proach shall be provided. The loca- 
tion and design of the supports of 
.said bridge and the elevation of the 
lower level of said bridge approach 
and any modification and alterations 
in the location or construction 
thereof or of the upper level ap- 
proach may be made with the ap- 
proval of the chief engineer of the 
terminals company and the commis- 
sioner of engineering of said city.

passenger trains between the point 
of connection with said terminal 
tracks near E. 37th st. and the point 
of connection near W. 30th st.. elec- 
tricity or some improved motive 
power other than steam. 

It is expressly provided, however, 
that If, prior to the installation of 
electric or other Improved motive 
power by the railroads mentioned 
In this section, the methods of us- 
ing steam as a motive power shall 
have been so improved as to render 
It free from smoke, and the railroad 
companies shall employ such im- 
proved methods of use, no other 
motive power shall be required to 
be substituted therefor. 

Sec. In granting the rights 
and privileges herein provided for, 
the city reserves to itself the right 
to fix the rates of fare, which shall 
be reasonable and shall be com- 
mensurate with the cost thereof, 
including a reasonable return on the 
investment, for such service, if any, 
as shall be termed "LOCAL RAPID- 
TRANSIT SERVICE" operating and 
originating and terminating within 
the fifteen (15) mile zone from the 
public square of the city of Cleve- 
land and making regular stops 
therein. Excluded from these pro- 
visions are all cars and trains op- 
erated or to be operated by any 
steam or Interurban railroad. In 
the event of inability to agree upon 
rates to be fixed within this pro- 
vision, the same shall be fixed by 
arbitration In the manner provided 
for arbitration between the term- 
inals company and the railroads as 
elsewhere herein provided (91-10).

N. W. and 
a point about 290 feet distant east- 
erly from the center line of said 
Fall street N. W., as .shown on plan 
filed with the council and marked 
Exhibit No. 12." 

"Sec. 59. British street N .W. 
British street N. W. to be croa.*«ed 
with eight tracks between a point 
about 280 feet distant easterly from 
the center line of Fall street N. W. 
and a point about 400 feet distant 
easterly from the center line of said 
Fall street N, W.. as shown on plan 
filed with the council and marked 
Exhibit No. 12." 

Strike out section 61, and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: 

"Sec. 61. Merwin street N. W. 
Merwin street N. W. to be crossed 
with eight tracks between a puint 
about 230 feet distant westerly from 
the center line of Columbus road 
N. W. and a ponit about 420 feet 
distant west?rly from the center 
line of said Columbus road N. W., 
as shown on plan filed with the 
council and marked Exhibit No. 12." 

In line 1183. strike out the words 
"the plan" and insert in lieu thereof 
the words "Exhibit No. 12." 

In line 1187 after the period add 
the following: 

"In the event, however, that the 
course of said river shall be changed 
from Its present location, pursuant 
to any plan therefor approved by 
the city of Cleveland, and said war 
department, necessitating the con- 
struction of a new bridge or 
bridges by the terminals company 
over the river as relocated, the 
terminals company aerees to con- 
struct said bridge or bridges at its 
own expense." 



Strike out sections 63 and 64, and 
Insert In lieu thereof the following: 
"Sec. 63. Riverbed street N. W. 
Riverbed street N. W. to be crossed 
with eight tracks between a point 
about 190 feet distant westerly from 
the center line of Columbus road N. 
W. and a point about 350 feet dis- 
tant westerly from the center line 
of said Columbus road N. W., as 
shown on plan filed with the council 
and marked Exhibit No. 12." 

"Sec. 65. Franklin avenue N. W. 
Franklin avenue N. W. to be crossed 
with eight tracks between a point 
about 170 feet distant westerly from 
the center line of Columbus road N. 
W. and a point about 330 feet dis- 
tant westerly from the center line 
of said Columbus road N. W., as 
shown on plan filed with the council 
and marked Exhibit No. 12." 

In line 1199, strike out the figures 
"60" and insert in lieu thereof the 
figures "66." 

In line 1220, strike out the word 
"tine" and insert in lieu thereof the 
word "tint." 

In line 1236, after the word 
"tracks" strike out the word "at," 
and insert in lieu thereof the word 
"between;" also strike out the fig- 
ures "230" and Insert In lieu thereof 
the figures "150;" after the word 
"feet" Insert the word "distant." 

In line 1237 strike out period and 
insert: "and a point about 320 feet 
distant westerly from said center 
line measured along the center line 
of said avenue." 

Strike out In line 1237 the words 
"a bridge." 

Strike out lines 1238. 1239, 1240. 
1241, 1242 and 1243, and in lieu 
thereof Insert the following: 

"A temporary bridge the full 
width of said Lorain ave. and at 
Its present grade shall be construct- 
ed over the tracks of said terminals 
company and shall be maintained 
by said terminals company for use 
until such time as the determination 
by the city plan commission of 
permanent treatment of said 
thoroughfare at this location, and 
when the city is desirous of going 
forward with permanent treatment, 
the terminals company shall con- 
struct, at its own expense, a new 
and permanent bridge across its 
tracks to the full width of Lorain 
ave. as It shall be hereafter wid- 
ened, if widened, but not to exceed a 
maximum width of 100 feet. Said 
permanent bridge shall be con- 
structed at or above the present 
errade of said Lorain ave. to con- 
form with said final city plans 
therefor. Said temporary bridge 
shall be constructed in a manner 
and in accordance with plans to be 
approved bv the commissioner of 
engineering of said city. 

In so far as the terminals com- 
pany shall own the property front- 
ing on Lorain avenue, between Co- 
lumbus road and Gehring avenue 
and W. 22nd street, as diverted 
herein. It shall grant an easement 
to said city for the widening of said 
Lorain avenue as provided herein." 

In line 1251, after the word 
"tracks," strike out the word "at." 
and Insert In lieu thereof the word 
"between:" and also strike out the 
figures "208" and insert In lieu 
thereof the flenres "130." 

In line 1252, after the word 
"f*^et" insert the word "distant." 

In line 1253. after the letters "S. 
W." insert th'^ fnllowing: "and a 
point about 270 feet distant west- 
erly from said center line, meas- 
ured along the center line of said 
avenue. ' 

In line 1260. after the word 
"tracks." strike out the word "at," 
and insert In lieu thereof the word 
"between." 

In line 1261, strike out the ficrures 
"208." and insert in lieu thereof the 
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figures "130;" and also after the 
word "feet" insert the word "dis- 
tant." 

In line 1262, after the letters "S. 
W." insert the following: "and a 
point about 270 feet distant west- 
erly from said center line, measured 
along the center line of said 
avenue." 

In line 1270, after the word 
"tracks," strike out the word "at," 
and insert in lieu thereof the word 
"between;" and also strike out the 
figures "208" and Insert In lieu 
thereof the figures "130." 

In line 1271, after the word 
"feet" insert the word "distant." 

In line 1272, after the letters "S. 
W." insert the following: "and a 
point about 300 feet distant west- 
erly from said center line, measured 
along the center line of said 
avenue." 

In lines 1280 and .1281 after the 
word "tracks," strike out the words 
"at a point about 208 feet westerly," 
and Insert in lieu thereof the words 
"between a line about 130 feet dis- 
tant westerly." 

In line 1281, after the words 
"Columbus rd. S. W.," insert the fol- 
lowing: "and parallel therewith and 
a line about 280 feet distant from 
said center line and parallel there- 
with." 

In line 1289, after the word 
"Fulton" Insert the word "road." 

In line 1353, after the word 
"of Insert the following: "re-loca- 
tlon and vacation of streets." 

In line 1359 strike out the period 
at the end of the line and insert a 
semi-colon in lieu thereof, and add 
the following: 

"Also against all claims for dam- 
ages to persons or property arising 
or growing out of the failure of the 
terminals company to properly con- 
struct the bridges provided for 
herein, or the failure to maintain 
the same in proper condition for 
public use." 

In line 1414, after the period add 
the following: 

"In the event that said bridges 
shall materially Interfere with the 
lighting of the streets thereunder, 
and the city shall install proper 
lighting facilities for the same, the 
terminals company shall reimburse 
the citv for so much of the cost of 
such lighting as may be properly 
chargeable to the daylight operation 
of the same."

Insert the word "constructed." 

In line 1436 strike out the words 
"for the railroad." 

In line 1446, after the period add 
the following: 

"In the event such new lateral or 
other connecting sewers are con- 
structed without the limits of the 
highways, or it Is found necessary 
or desirable to maintain existing 
sewers in streets herein proposed to 
be vacated, the city shall be granted 
a perpetual easement over the areas 
occupied by said sewers for the 
maintenance, repair or reconstruc- 
tion of the same, and the terminals 
company shall, at its own cost and 
expense, support or move its tracks 
wh'^n the same may be necessary on 
account of the maintenance, repair 
or reconstruction of any such sew- 
ers or connections thereof." 

Strike out lines 1474, 1475, 1476, 
1477, 1478, 1479. 1480. 1481 and 1482. 
and Insort in lieu thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

"The city of Cleveland reserves 
the right at any time to build sew- 
ers, rapid transit subways and ele- 
vated lines and lay water, gas or 
other pipe lines and electric con- 
duits in anv street across land used 
as right of way under or over the 
tracks of the terminals company, or 
to in any way Improve any such 
street, and to construct or authorize 
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the construction of street railroad 
rapid transit subways and elevated 
lines or tracks across, either under 
or over, the tracks of said terminals 
company upon any street herein au- 
thorized to be crossed by it, not in 
conflict however with the construc- 
tion, operation, or use of the facil- 
ities of the terminals company pro- 
vided for herein. The city shall be 
held harmless for any expense in 
connection with the supporting^ of 
the tracks of the terminals company 
during: such construction." 

In line 1502, after the word 
"done" insert "at the expense of the 
" terminals company and.' 

In line 1510, after the period in- 
sert the following:: 

"Provided, however, that the 
terminals company shall either re- 

f)lace the facilities now located on 
and required by the terminals com- 
pany, at other .locations, and in a 
manner satisfactory to the city, or 
shall pay to the city of Cleveland 
the value of the land and the re- 
placement value of the facilities so 
required, -at the option of the city." 

Strike out lines 1511, 1512, 1513, 
1514, 1515, 1516, 1517, 1518, 1519 and 
1520, and strike out the amendments 
heretofore offered for such section, 
and in lieu thereof insert the fol- 
lowing:: 

Sec. 91. Permission and authority 
is hereby granted to the various 
railroads, both steam and electric, 
using- the facilities of The Cleveland 
Union Terminals Company, to mod- 
ify, revise or abandon present con- 
nections or facilities, and to change, 
modify or discontinue the routing of 
freight or passenger trains or cars 
on their railroads in so far as it 
may be necessary to permit direct, 
proper and convenient connections 
with, access to, and operation over 
the facilities of said terminals 
company. 

After section 91 insert the follow- 
ing as sections 91-1, 91-2, 91-3, 91-4, 
91-5. 91-6, 91-7, 91-8, 91-9, 91-10. 
91-11 and 91-12: 

Sec. 91-1. At such time as the 
terminals company shall be in op- 
eration by electricity or other 
smokeless power, and shall have 
constructed that portion of its ulti- 
mate terminal facilities for tracks 
and platforms in accordance with 
plans of said terminals company ad- 
jacent to Canal road, said terminals 
company shall permit the construc- 
tion of a thoroughfare for vehicular 
traffic, »vhlch shall have its easterly 
approach at the grade of Ontario 
street, at or near the intersection 
as fixed herein for the bridge ap- 
proach for the double-deck bridge 
proposed at Huron road, and shall 
continue from such approach at On- 
tario street over the top of the 
terminals company's tracks and 
construction at substantially On- 
tario street grade to a point at or 
nf-ar the westerly end of Long 
street, and thence by bridge struc- 
ture or otherwise as may be agreed 
upon In final plan by the commis- 
sioner of engineering of said city 
and the terminals company's en- 
crlneer, to a point of connection at 
the westerly end of the Superior 
high level bridge structure or at 
Superior avenue N. W., or that Im- 
mediate vicinity as may be finally 
determined; the terminals company 
will construct such thoroughfare 
provided that the city will at the 
time pay one-half of the cost of said 
bridge and land required for its lo- 
cation from the southerly line of 
Prospect avenue, as diverted, being 
the line of the terminals company's 
property to a point of connection In 
Superior avenue or the Superior 
high level bridge. The width of the 
thoroughfare to be substantially 100 
feet, unless In Its location above 



the property of the terminals com- 
pany it shall have frontage access 
to but one side of the thoroughfare, 
in which case the width may be not 
less than 80 feet. The exact loca- 
tion and elevation of said bridge to 
be determined after completion of 
plan by the terminals company of 
Its super-grade development above 
its property and the construction 
proposed by it herein, and the loca- 
tion of piers and supports to be 
agreed upon by the commissioner of 
engineering of said city and the 
chief engineer of the terminals 
company. 

Sec. 91-2. After its acquirement 
by the terminals company and at 
such time as the terminals company 
shall construct its depot building 
adjoining thereto and thereon, the 
following described parcels of land 
shall be subjected to an easement 
at street grade for sidewalk pur- 
poses and for clearance above side- 
walk grade of not less than 10 feet. 
Said easements, however, shall be 
subject to pier rights for the sup- 
port of any buildings erected over 
the areas herein described as sub- 
sections A and B of this section. 

(A) A triangular parcel of land 
at the southeasterly corner of Su- 
perior avenue and West 3rd street 
as proposed, having approximately 
a 25 foot frontage on Suoerior 
avenue and approximately a 25 foot 
frontage on West 3rd street. 

(B) Two triangular parcels of 
land at the two westerly corners 
of Ontario street and Prospect 
avenue, having approximately a 25 
foot frontage on Ontario street and 
approximately a 25 foot frontage on 
Prospect avenue. 

If in the final preparation of the 
building plans adjoining the above 
described areas it should develop 
that the easement areas shall be 
changed or altogether eliminated 
and the plans of the buildings or 
structures in relation thereto shall 
be approved by the city plan com- 
mission, with the changes or elim- 
inations: so proposed, then and in 
that case, such approval shall con- 
stitute a modification or abandon- 
ment of the easements contained in 
this section. 

Sec. 91-3. In order that the pas- 
senger depot facilities of the term- 
inals company may be open to any 
and all steam, interurban and su- 
burban railroads as a depot facility, 
to the extent that the capacity of 
such depot facilities will afford, 
with due regard for future expan- 
sion of the use of said facilities by 
the then users thereof, the term- 
inals company, when its tracks and 
the tracks of any such steam, inter- 
urban or suburban cross, connect or 
intersect, the company owning such 
steam, Interurban and suburban 
railroad, may connect the tracks of 
said railroads so crossing, connect- 
ing or intersecting, with such tracks 
of the terminals company as shall 
be set aside by said terminals com- 
pany for similar service as that of 
the respective railroads so crossing, 
connecting or intersecting, and the 
terminals company shall co-operate 
In securing such physical connec- 
tion, so as to permit the passage of 
cars of similar service from the 
tracks of such railroad to the tracks 
of the terminals company, and when 
such connection shall be made, the 
said terminals company shall op- 
erate, or permit the operation, as it 
shall elect, of the cars of such 
«itenm. interurban or suburban rail- 
road, upon such terms, conditions, 
and for such consideration as shall 
be mutually agreed upon with said 
steam, interurban or suburban rail- 
road, and sold terminals company. 

The terminals company, however, 
shall have the right to thereafter 
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exclude from the use thereof, any 
users of such facilities, upon rea- 
sonable notice given by said term- 
inals company to such user, when 
in the Judgment of the terminals 
company the limit of the capacity 
of its facilities renders the same 
necessary. Such exclusion, in so far 
as consistent with conditions and 
the good business Judgment of said 
terminals company, shall be in the 
inverse order of commencement of 
use, this latter, however, may be so 
exercised as not to conflict with a 
possible priority use of the term- 
inals company's facilities, flrst for 
steam railroads, then interurbans 
and. then suburban railroads. 

The terminals company shall not 
be required, however, to permit the 
use of its tracks or facilities, except 
for the purpose of access to and use 
of and for similar service of such 
depot facilities. 

In the event that said terminal 
and such user companies shall be 
unable to agree upon the terms of, 
and the considerations for. such use 
and operation, the same shall be 
flxed by three arbitrators, one ar- 
bitrator to be selected by each of 
said companies and said two arbi- 
trators to select a third arbitrator, 
and in the event that such abritra- 
tors are unable to agree upon the 
third arbitrator, then said third ar- 
bitrator shall be selected by the per- 
son that shall then be the district 
Judge for the district of the United 
States of which Cleveland Is a 
part: provided, however, that when 
either party shall have appointed 
its arbitrator, and the other party 
shall refuse or neglect to appoint 
its arbitrator within two weeks 
after receiving notice of said ap- 
pointment, the district Judge above 
speclfled shall appoint the other two 
arbitrators; provided further, how- 
ever, that the basis of the award of 
the arbitrators shall be that the 
terminals company shall not be re- 
quired to operate or permit the op- 
eration of the cars of such steam, 
Interurban or suburban railroads, 
except upon fair and reasonable 
terms and conditions, and for a fair 
and reasonable consideration, which 
shall be based upon the cost, main- 
tenance and operation of such fa- 
cility, without regard to Its use by 
any other railroad or railway com- 
pany, and with due consideration for 
the fact that such steam, interurban 
or suburban railroad company did 
not assume initially any portion of 
the Investment, hazard or liability. 

All expense of every kind incur- 
red by said board of arbitration ap- 
pointed under the provisions of such 
contract, in pursuance of their 
duties as said board of arbitration, 
including the compensation of arbi- 
trators for their services, shall be 
flxed by said board of arbitration 
as a Dart of their award, and shall 
be paid by the party desiring arbi- 
tration and the terminals company 
Jointly, share and share alike. 

Sec. 91-4. On the line of West 
30th street the city reserves the 
right to construct a bridge across 
the rierht of wav of the terminals 
company, the C. C. C. & St. L. R. R. 
and the N. Y. C. & St. L,. R. R.. 
said bridge not to exceed 66 feet 
in width and said reservation to In- 
clude the right for the construction 
of necessary piers, abutments and 
supports, subject to paramount 
rierhts of the terminals company and 
said railroads In the operation of 
their facilities, as thev now exist 
and as thev may hereafter be 
changed. Said nlers. abutments and 
supports of said bridge structure to 
be at the clearance provided by sta- 
tute and in accordance with the 
plans to be approved bv the chief 
engineers of said terminals com- 
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pany and said railroad companies, 
and the commissioner of engineer- 
ing of said city. 

See. 91-5. Any rates, tolls, charges 
or rentals of the terminals company 
for the use of its facilities, or parts 
thereof, shall not include any charge 
to caRital account or otherwise for 
franchise value. 

Sec. 91-6. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be interpreted to re- 
quire the terminals company to per- 
mit the uso of its facilities by any 
steam, interurban or suburban rail- 
road company who shall not com- 
ply with the rules and regulations 
for the use of the terminals com- 
pany's facilities with regard to 
safety and other conditions of op- 
eration, maintenance and use, nor 
^ny steam, interurban or suburban 
railroad company who shall not be 
financially responsible, and who 
shall not evidence its ability to pay 
its charges, to operate with reason- 
able certainty, and to perform its 
contracts with the terminals com- 
pany with respect to its continued 
operation and payments. 

Sec. 91-7. If at any place or 
places in connection with the work 
herein described. It shall be deemed 
advantageous to change the con- 
struction in any respect, without 
affecting the general occupation of 
the street nor the changes in said 
street to be made, or the minimum 
clearance described, such change or 
changes In the location of thorough- 
fares or relocation of thoroughfares 
which may be desirable from the 
standpoint of the city or the term- 
inals company, as a result of final 
preparation of completed detailed 
plans of the terminals company's 
undertakings as set forth herein,, or 
a3 a result of complete city plans 
now in process under the supervis- 
ion of the city plan commission, or 
for any other reason, such change 
or changes may be made according 
to a written memorandum of the 
same, approved by the city or Its 
duly authorized representatives and 
thf^ terminals company. 

Sec. 91-8. Whenever any differ- 
ence shall arise with regard to any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, 
or of the rights of the company or 
the city herein between the com- 
pany and the city, and the difference 
is with retfard to a matter which 
might lawfully be arbitrated, and Is 
not otherwise specially provided for 
herein, and is not herein excluded 
from arbitration, then the company 
or the city may require such ques- 
tion or questions to be submitted to 
arbitration by a board of arbitra- 
tion. 

Such board of arbitration shall 
consist of three (3) persons who 
.shall be selected in the following 
manner: 

The terminals company shall 
name one (1) of said representatives 
upon said board, and notify the 
mayor of the city of Its selection. 
Within five (5) days thereafter, one 
(1) representative of the city shall 
be named by the mayor, and notice 
of his selection given to the term- 
inals company. The two members 
of such board thus select«*d shall, 
within ten (10) days after the selec- 
tion of the one member by the city, 
select a third member of such board; 
and if the two members thus se- 
lected are unable to agree upon a 
third, then upon application of any 
one of the members theretofore se- 
lected, the person who is then dis- 
trict ludsre of the district court of 
the United States of the district of 
which Cleveland is a part, shall 
have authority to appoint such third 



to the remaining member of such 
board. Before making a final ap- 
pointment pursuant to such applica- 
tion the district judge shall give 
three (3) days notice to the mayor 
of the city and to the terminals 
company of the names of the per- 
sons under consideration by him, 
and either the city or the terminals 
company may, within three days 
after receipt of such notice, pre- 
sent objections to any person or 
persons thus under consideration. 
When such third member of the 
board shall have been thereafter ap- 
pointed, such board of arbitration 
shall have authority to determine, 
and decide the questions upon 
which the city and the terminals 
company are unable to agree. In 
the event of the disqualification or 
refusal to act of the person who 
shall then be Judge of the district 
court hereinbefore referred to, any 
person who is then Judge of the 
district court of the United States 
of the circuit in which the city of 
Cleveland shall be situated, shall, 
on request, as hereinbefore provid- 
ed, have authority to appoint a third 
arbitrator as hereinbefore provided. 

In the event the terminals com- 
pany refuses to appoint Its one ar- 
bitrator within ten days after the 
city shall have requested It so to 
do, then the person who shall then 
be Judge of thfe district court here- 
inbefore referred to shall have au- 
thority to appoint one (1) arbitra- 
tor for and on behalf of the term- 
inals company; and in the event the 
mayor of the city shall fall to ap- 
point the city's arbitrator within 
the time prescribed in this section, 
the person who shall be Judge of 
the district court as above referred 
to shall likewise appoint an arbi- 
trator on behalf of the city. 

The Judgment and findings of 
such board of arbitration shall be 
final and conclusive as against the 
city and the terminals company. 

All expenses of every kind incur- 
red by any board of arbitration ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this 
section. In pursuance of its duties 
as said board of arbitration, in- 
cluding the compensation of the ar- 
bitrators for their services, shall be 
fixed and determined Jointly by the 
city council and the terminals com- 
pany, and shall be paid by the city 
apd the terminals company share 
and share alike; provided that if the 
city council and the terminals com- 
pany fall to agree on the amount to 
be paid for expenses incurred and 
services rendered by said arbitra- 
tors, then the Judge of the district 
court of the United States of which 
Cleveland Is a part shall fix the 
amount of such expenses and com- 
pensation. 

Sec. 91-9. Said railroads, parties 
to the so-called union depot ordi- 
nance No. 37904-A, by their declara- 
tion of election to use the facilities 
as hereinbefore provided, shall 
agree to the granting of a permit 
to the city for the construction and 
use of a bridge not to exceed 150 
feet In width over their tracks and 
right of way, substantially along 
the center line of East 3rd street, 
projected northerly, and in accord- 
ance with plans approved by the 
chief engineers of the railroad com- 
panies. 

Sec. 91-10. If and when, at any 
time the city of Cleveland con- 
structs subways, or elevated or 
other rapid transit lines within its 
city limits, or elsewhere as a part 
of such a system of transportation, 
or otherwise authorizes the con- 
struction by others of subwavs or 
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operating or thereafter operate 
rapid transit, suburban or interur- 
ban lines over its tracks and the 
tracks of any steam or electric rail- 
road, connecting with its tracks, the 
city of Cleveland may require or 
permit. If physical connection be 
feasible and practicable, the routing 
of such rapid transit, suburban or 
interurban cars from said steam or 
electric railroad tracks and tracks 
of said terminals company, through 
the said subway or subways, or 
over its or their elevated or other 
rapid transit lines, not, however, to 
the exclusion of similar service on 
said steam, interurban or suburban 
railroads and tracks of the said 
terminals company, provided that no 
franchise conditions or other obli- 
gations shall require a reduction in 
the fares charged by said terminals 
company, its assigms, lessees, les- 
sors or contracting parties, on such 
suburban, interurban or other rapid 
transit lines, and provided further 
that directness of travel may be 
thereby improved, or a greater con- 
venience to the traveling public 
upon such cars is thereby secured, 
and upon payment of proper com- 
pensation to the terminals com- 
pany, its assigns, lessees, lessors or 
contracting parties, such compensa- 
tion, if not agreed upon to be fixed 
by arbitration in the manner pro- 
vided for arbitration* between said 
city and said terminals company 
herein; the city may then use as a 
portion of the city's rapid transit 
system when planned, developed and 
In operation, upon payment of prop-- 
er compensation, such tracks of the 
terminals company, its assigns, les- 
sees, l!?jsors or contracting parties, 
as are set aside, designated and 
have b«en placed and are In opera- 
tion for rapid transit purposes; 
compensation for such use or said 
terminals company's tracks and fa- 
cilities or the tracks of any steam, 
interurban or suburban railroads 
connecting with its tracks shall be 
agreed upon between said terminals 
company and such steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroads and said 
city or subway or elevated or other 
rapid transit lines, and In the event 
of Inability to agree shall be fixed 
by arbitration in the manner pro- 
vided for arbitration between the 
terminals company and other rail- 
road users of Its facilities as else- 
where provided for herein. 

Nothing herein provided is intend- 
ed as granting to the city or others 
who shall have constructed such 
subways, elevated or rapid transit 
lines, an exclusive right of the use 
of said terminal company's tracks, 
nor an exclusive right of the use 
of any facilities of the terminals 
company or of any steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroad companies 
connecting with Its tracks, nor for 
other than facilities for similar 
service, motive power and rolling 
stock, as the kind proposed so to be 
used by said city or said other sub- 
ways, elevated or other rapid transit 
lines. 

It is further agreed that any such 
use of the terminals company's fa- 
cilities or of anv steam, interurban 
or suburban railroads connecting 
with Its tracks, the facilities of 
which are proposed to be used as 
aforesaid, shall not be In conflict 
with the use of said railroad or the 
terminals company's property In the 
order of priority and exclusion first 
for said railroad's own operation 
and of caoaclty a.s applied thereto 
and as elsewhere herein provided 
for in simHar Instances; and the 
c'tv and th^ terminals company 
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and operations of such subways, 
elevated or other rapid transit lines 
as herein stipulated, and upon the 
terms and conditions herein fixed. 

The requirement on the part of 
the city for the routing of such in- 
terurban, suburban or rapid transit 
cars of the terminals company and 
of its connecting: lines as herein 
provided, shall only be upon the con- 
dition that terminal facilities are 
provided or that the terminals 
company's own facilities are avail- 
able by direct and proper connec- 
tion to said subways, elevated or 
other rapid transit lines of said city 
or such subways, elevated or other 
rapid transit lines of others so au- 
thorized by said city to construct 
the same. 

For convenience, only, and with- 
out reference to compensation 
therefor, in the operation of any 
rapid transit lines by the terminals 
company, its assig^ns, lessees, lessors 
or contracting parties, provision 
shall be made for the exchange of 
traffic by transfer from the city or 
Cleveland railway systems, or other 
systems, now or hereafter controll- 
ed by said city to the terminals sys- 
tem and vice versa. 

This entire provision relating to 
use of facilities of the terminals 
company or of the steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroad companies 
connecting with said terminals com- 
pany, and of transfer privileges is 
limited to a zone of fifteen miles 
from the public square of said city 
and to cars and trains for the pur- 
pose of local rapid transit and sub- 
urban rapid transit service and fa- 
cilities exclusively for similar serv- 
ice within said zone, and unless by 
mutual agreement .shall not apply 
to cars operating outside of said 
zone. 

Sec. 91-11. Not in conflict with 
any natural or consistent railroad 
or water front development by that 
company of the property of the New 
York Central lying northerly of its 
tracks, between tlie easterly line of 
property proposed to be conveyed 
to the city in exchange for the Bath 
street tract, so-called, and easterly 
to a line approximately C70 feet 
easterly from the easterly line of 
E2ast 26th street, extended north- 
erly, the New York Central shall, 
by electing to use the facilities of 
The Cleveland Union Terminals 
Company, agree to co-operate with

It is further aereed that any such 
u.«e of the terminals company's fa- 
cilities or of any steam, interurban 
or suburban railroads connectine 
with . its tracks, the facilities of 
which are pronosed to be used as 
aforesaid, shall not be In confilct 
with the use of said railroad or the 
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terminals company's property in the 
order of priority and exclusion first 
for said railroad's own operation 
and of capacity as applied thereto 
and as elsewhere herein provided 
for in similar instances; and the 
city and the terminals company 
shall make proper provisions in any 
contracts which either make to pre- 
serve the rights of said terminals 
company and said city in the uses 
and operations of such subways, 
elevated or other rapid transit lines 
as herein stipulated, and upon the 
terms and conditions herein fixed. 

The requirement on the part of 
the city for the routing^ of such in-

systems, now or hereafter controlled 
by said city to the terminals system 
and vice versa. 

This entire provision relating to 
use of facilities of the terminals 
company or of the steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroad companies 
connecting with said terminals com- 
pany, and of transfer privileges is 
limited to a zone of fifteen miles 
from the public square of said city 
and to cars and trains for the pur- 
pose of local rapid transit and sub- 
urban rapid transit service and fa- 
cilities exclusively for similar serv- 
ice within said zone and unless by 
mutual agreement shall not apply 
to cars operating outside of said 
city.

You may recall that several days 
ago I asked you when It would be 
possible for me to get a copy of the 
engrossed ordinance granting a 
franchise to the Union Terminals 
Company. You said that you did not 
know and further that you yourself 
had been unable to see the original 
ordinance up to that time. 

I called yesterday morning at the 
office of the city clerk and asked for 
permission to see the original ordi- 
nance. I was told by Mr. Dlckerson 
that It was not In the office, and for 
that reason J could not see It. Yes- 
terday afternoon I saw It for the 
first time on Mr. Woods' desk. 

May I call your attention to some 
Interesting facts which a casual 
glance at that document reveals? 

1st — The ordinance Is signed by 
the clerk and the mayor but not by 
the president of the council. Section 
40 of the charter reads as follows: 
"Any ordinance or resolution passed 
by the council shall be signed by 
the president or other presiding of- 
ficer and presented forthwith to the 
mayor by the clerk." If this means 
anything It becomes very evident 
that ordinance No. 47184 Is not a 
certified valid ordinance and It can- 
not be published In the City Record. 
According to the charter the mayor 
cannot approve an ordinance unless 
the president of the council has cer- 
tified to Its passage. 

2nd — Section 91-9 of the Initiated 
ordinance No. 47184 is as a matter 
of fact not the provision passed by 
the council October 21at. Let me 
call your attention to at least two 
changes which have been made In 
the section since it was passed. The 
word "permit" has been substituted 
for the word "easement." *'Ap- 
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ingrs which is filed In the ofllce of 
the city clerk and I find that after 
considerable debate the section was 
passed as I have indicated. 

I am eroing: to go into the council 
proceedings a little further for my 
own satisfaction. In the confusion 
of that midnight session and in the 
final haste with which the ordinance 
was passed it would be a miracle if 
there were not more blunders. An 
ordinance of this significance should 
certainly have been printed with all 
of its amendments in the proper 
places before it was finally acted 
upon. I will communicate with you 
further upon this subject when I 
have had opportunity for further 
study. 

Meantime, may I suggest to you 
that because of these very evident 
changes in the ordinance as pas.sed, 
you cannot legally certify to the 
mayor that the ordinance submit- 
ted to you for your signature is in 
fact the ordinance which the council 
passed. Should you so certify, it 
seems to me that any taxpayer 
could bring suit to prove the dis- 
crepancies which I have above men- 
tioned. Surely, no contract of this 
magnitude should be entered into 
by the city if there is any doubt at 
all of its validity. I cannot believe 
that the terminals company would 
wish to begin a program of con- 
struction under these circumstances. 

It would seem therefore, that the 
only way to avoid sure legal dlffl- 
culties, will be to reintroduce said 
ordinance as It is now printed and 
have it legally passed by the coun- 
cil. This would avoid any complica- 
tions that might easily arise in the 
event that this ordinance is certified 
as the original ordinance.

Mayor to enter Into a contract with 

The Cleveland Union Terminals 



Company providing for the co«- 
struction, maintenance and opera- 
tion for the use of steam and elec- 
tric railroads, of a Union Passenger 
Depot adjoining the southwest cor- 
ner of the Public Square, and, in 
connection therewith, near Broad- 
way S. E., and Central Avenue, S. 
E., freight house, team track and 
warehouse facilities; and granting 
the right to said Company to con- 
struct, maintain and operate ele- 
vated, surface and underground 
tracks, so far as may be necessary 
to carry out the purpose of said 
Company, along, over and under cer- 
tain roads, streets, alleys, ways and 
grounds in the City of Cleveland, 
and hereinafter named, together 
with the necessary and convenient 
terminal and connecting tracks, 
piers, stays, supports, stations, way 
stations and approaches therefor, on 
the terms and conditions hereinafter 
specified. 

WHEREAS, on account of the in- 
adequate freight and passenger 
terminal facilities of the various 
railroads in and through the City of

Whereas, it is the intention of the 
City of Cleveland that said railroad 
companies shall not be relieved of 
the obligation to construct a pas- 
senger station contained In said or- 
dinance No. 37904-A unless and un- 
til this ordinance is passed by the 
Council and adopted by the electors 
of said City, and also unless and 
until all of said companies shall 
have declared their election to par- 
ticipate in the use of the facilities 
provided for herein, and to be con- 
structed by The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company, and 

Whereas, the location and con- 
struction of a union passenger depot 
adjoining the Public Square will re- 
quire a modification of the agree- 
ment heretofore made for the loca- 
tion and construction of a passenger 
station on the lake front, and such 
modification being of general public 
interest, the same should be submit- 
ted to the approval of the electors 
of the City of Cleveland, now, there- 
fore. 

Be it Ordained by the Council of 
the City of Cleveland, State of Ohio: 

Section 1. Upon the passage and 
adoption of this ordinance, said rall- 
i-oad companies, parties to said Or- 
dinance No. 37904-A of the City of 
Cleveland, may within one year 
from the date of the approval of 
this ordinance by a vote of the elec- 
tors, with the consent and approval 
of the United States Railway Ad- 
ministration, elect to use the fa- 
cilities to be constructed pursuant 
to this ordinance by The Cleveland 
Union Terminals Company, and In 
that event shall declare their elec- 
tion to use said facilities by sever- 
ally filing with the Clerk of the 
Council of said City a written decla- 
ration of election, properly and duly 
authorized and executed In the fol- 
lowing form, to-wit: 

"To the Council of the City of 
Cleveland: The undersigned de- 
clares its election to participate In 
the use of the facilities proposed to 
be constructed by The Cleveland 
Union Terminals Company, and pro- 
vided for In Ordinance No 

passed on the day of 

1918, and any modifications, amend- 
ments and additions thereto passed 
or approved by said City and ac- 
cepted bv said The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company, and agrees to 
comply with and be bound by the 
terms contained in said ordinance, 
in so far as the same may be appli- 
cable to the undersigned; and furth- 
er agrees to make such changes and 
additions, by way of construction 
and operation of Its railroad, as 
may be necessary and convenient in 
making proper connection with the 
tracks and facilities of said The 
Cleveland Union Terminals Com- 
pany. The undersigned further 
agrees that it will pay as rental 
therefor all taxes properly assessed 
and that have accrued, or that may 
hereafter be rightfully assessed or 
charged upon any portion of the 
land of the Bath Street tract, so- 
called, now used by the undersigned, 
either severally or jointly, and will 
continue in the payment of such as 
rental until the provisions of Sec- 
tions 2-B and 2-C of this ordinance 
shall have been complied with; said 
taxes now accrued applying to the 
period since November 16, 1914; 
provided, however, that such pav- 
ment shall be made within six (6) 
months after the filing of this elec- 
tion, and such rental shall be paid 
semi-annually in Julv and January 
of each year, toco-ordinate with the 
time of tax payments as fixed by 

This declaration is made with the 
understanding and unon the express 
condition, however, that the Council 
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of the City of Cleveland shall here- 
after modify Ordinance No. 37904-A 
of ^aid City, in accordance with the 
terms and conditions contained in 

said Ordinance No authorlz- 

injjf a contract with The Cleveland 
Union Terminals Company, and the 
undersigned agrees to be bound by 
the tern^s and conditions of f»aid Or- 
dinance No. 37904-A when so modi- 
fied." 

Sec. 2. In the event this ordi- 
nance is passe<l and adopted, and all 
of said railroad companies parties 
to ordinance No. 37904-A shall with- 
in the time and with the approval 
prescribed in Section 1 hereof, file 
their declaration of election, as 
above set forth, and further when, 
and not until, the facilities proposed 
to be constructed by the Terminals 
Company shall be so far completed 
as to permit operation, and be in 
operation, each of said companies 
shall thereupon be relieved of the 
oblig^atlon to construct a union pas- 
senerer station and facilities on the 
lake front as provided In said Ordi- 
nance No. 37904-A. and said Ordi- 
nance No. 37904-A shall thereupon 
be modified to the extent herein set 
fortli, anl in accordance with the 
terms and conditions herein con- 
tained, to-wlt: 

A. "Section 3 of said Ordinance 
No. 37904-A shall be amended to 
read as follows: 

Sec. 3. The City and the Railroad 
Companies a^ree to proceed to re- 
quest the United States Government 
promptlv to fix the harbor line be- 
tween East 9th Street at least as 
far east as East 26th Street at a 
distance of 2000 feet southerly from 
the center of the top of the break- 
water and parallel thereto. 

The City and the Railroad Com- 
panies shall co-operate in acquiring? 
for the Railroad Companies from 
the United States Government the 
ownei^hlp of the following: de- 
scribed property: 

Commencing: on the easterly line 
of East 9th Street at the intersec- 
tion of said easterly line of Ea^^t 
9th Street with the north'^rlv ri*rht- 
of-way line of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad; th'^nce northerlv 
alonp the easterly line of East 9th 
Street 507.56 feet to a point; thence 
deflectlne: to the right by a straleht 
line parallel with the northerly line 
of Lakeside Avenue. N. E.. to a 
point in the westerlv line of East 
12th Street extended northerly 
across the rlphts-of-way of the 
Pennsvlvania Company, operatinar 
the Cleveland & Pittsburgh Rail- 
road, and the New York Central. 
Railroad Companv. and into the 
water of Lake Erie, which said 
point in the westerly line of East 
12th Street extended as aforesaid is 
distant S40 feet from and at right 
angles to the northerlv line of 
Davenport Avenue. N. E.. extended 
westerly; thence southerly along the 
westerlv line of East 12th Street 
extended as aforesaid to the credent 
northerlv i-lebt-of-wav of the New 
York Central Railroad: thence west- 
erlv along said present northerlv 
right-of-wav line of the New York 
Central Railroad to the place of 
betr'nning. 

The CHv and the Railroad Com- 
panies shall endeavor to obtain from 
the United States Government for 
the Citv ;»11 th^ ri^-ht<^ of the TTnif.^l 
States Government to its pronerty 
east of Fast 9th Street, northerly 
of the afore.oald northerly line of 



In the event that the City and the 
Railroad Companies are unable to 
secure all rights of the United 
States Government to the property 
above described, to- wit: easterly of 
East 9th Street, northerly of the 
aforesaid northerly line of the Rail- 
road Companies, the City and the 
Railroad Companies shall co-oper- 
ate in acquiring for the City of 
Cleveland from the United States 
/Government a perpetual easement 
for street purposes upon and over 
a strip of land 150 feet In width Im- 
mediately northerly of the aforesaid 
northerly line of the Railroad Com- 
panies and extending from the east- 
erly line of East 9th Street to the 
westerly line of Parcel A, more 
fully described In Section 5 of this 
ordinance. 

The City and the Railroad Com- 
panies shall proceed to acquire 
Jointly from private owners the 
various parcels of land between the 
said lands belonging to the United 
States Government and Parcel D, 
which is hereinafter more fully de- 
scribed in Section 5 hereof, and the 
Railroad Companies shall receive, 
pay for and own so much of said 
lands as lie southerly of a line 840 
feet northerly from and parallel 
with the northerly line of Daven- 
port Avenue N. E., and said north- 
erly line extended westerly, and the 
City shall receive for Its own pur- 
poses, pay for and own all the land 
northerly of said line parallel to 
Davenport avenue N. E.. and distant 
840 feet from the northerly line of 
Davenport Avenue N. E.. and said 
northerly line extended westerly. 

When said harbor line shall have 
been so fixed and the aforesaid prop- 
erties acquired Jointly by the City 
and the Railroad Companies and the 
transfer to the Railroad Companies 
of that portion of Lakevlew Park 
property and of easements In West 
3d. East 9th and East 14th Streets 
hereinafter provided for shall have 
been made, the Railroad Companies 
shall immediately at their own cost 
and expense proceed to fill In and 
bulkhead in front of the lands to be 
conveved to the City by the Rail- 
road Companies as hereinafter pro- 
vided, all submerged or not sub- 
merged lands northerly of the Rail- 
road Companies* northerly line to a 
line 780 feet southerly of the harbor 
line a«< fixed by the Government: 
such filling to be to a height of ap- 
proximately seven feet above the 
mean water level of Lake Erie, and 
the bulk heading to be In accord- 
ance with the following general 
.«peelfirations: 

The bulkhead shall be constructed 
of .<'heet piling, either tongued or 
grooved, or ship laoped sheeting, or 
two courses of sheet piling driven so 
as to break Joints, or Wakefield 
sheet oiling; to make as near as 
nospjble a sand nroof Joint. The 
total thickness of sheeting in all 
cases to be not le«»s than six Inches. 
This sheeting shall be supported by 
at least four trimmers or timbers 
Dlaced lonerltudlnally back of sheet- 
ln<r. two above the water line, one 
about six feet below the water line 
and another at least twelve f***"t be- 
low the water line. Th^se trimmers 
to be supported bv plle.s nt least 
fortv-five f* et in length, and not 
farther apart than 3H feet center 
to c*^nter. The bulkhead to be se- 
c'lr-lv anehored. The sh^^et piling 
shall be of such length as to extend 
nt 1ea«t thirtv feet below th'* Citv 



of Public Service of the City of 
Cleveland. 

On the City's request, the Rail- 
road Companies shall omit any part 
of the filling or bulkheading herein 
provided for. 

On the city's request, the Rail- 
road Companies shall fill in and 
bulkhead in front of the said par- 
cels hereafter acquired by the City, 
and shall be allowed and paid rea- 
sonable compensation for any fill- 
ing, piling or bulkheading they may 
so do at the request of the City." 

B. Section 4 of said Ordinance 
No. 37904-A shall be amended to 
read as follows: 

"Section 5. Contemporaneously 
with the conveying to the Railroad 
Companies by the City of the prop- 
erty described in Section 4 hereof. 
the Railroad Companies agree to 
convey to the City a fee simple title 
to so much of the land now owned 
by them easterly of East 9th Street, 
now wholly or partially under the 
waters of Lake Erie, lying between 
the proposed northerly boundary of 
the Railroad Companies' property 
hereinbefore described as a line 840 
feet northerly of the northerly line 
of Davenport Avenue N. E. and 
parallel therewith, and the harbor 
line as hereinafter fixed as shall be 
equal to the area of the land, filled 
and unfilled, to be conveyed by the 
City to the Railroad Companies and 
known as the Bath Street tract, and 
*2L^Jl^ lands in the limits of West 
?i?t.^i!!®^^' ^^'*^^^ ^^h Street and East 
12th Street to be vacated under the 
terms of this ordinance. The filling 
in and bulkheading of said lands so 
to be conveyed by the Railroad Com- 
panies to the City as herein pro- 
vided shall be completed within four 
years after said conveyances shall 
have been made. 

Said land, for convenience, is de- 
scribed in four parcels as follows: 

Situated in the City of Cleveland. 
County of Cuyahoga and State of 
Ohio, and being four parcels of land 
lying between the proposed harbor 
line to be established by the United 
States- Government 2000 feet south- 
erly from and parallel to the center 
of the top of the Government break- 
water, and the line parallel to and 
840 feet northerly from the north- 
erly line of Davenport Avenue N E 
extended westerly, which said par- 
rels are bounded as follows:

12th Street extended northerly 
across the rights-of-way of the 
T'ennsylvania Company, operating 
the Cleveland & Pittsburgh Rail- 
road, and the New York Central 
Railroad Company, and into the 
waters of Lake Erie to Its Inter- 
section with said harbor line to be 
established; southerlv bv said line 
840 feet di.stant northerlv from and 
parallel to the northerly line of 
Davenport Avenue N. E.. extended 
westerly; easterly by the westerly 
line of East 14th Street extended 
northerly across the rights-of-way 
of the Pennsvlvania Companv, op- 
erating the Cleveland & Pittsburgh 
Railroad, and the New York Central 
Railroad Company, into the waters 
of Lake Erie to its intersection with 
said harbor line to be established 
as .aforesaid. 

Parcel B. Bounded northerlv by 
the proposed harbor line: westerlv 
bv the easterly line of East 14th 
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parallel to and 840 feet distant 
northerly from the northerly line of 
Davenport Avenue, N. E., easterly 
by the westerly line of the westerly 
of two parcels of property owned 
by the Gund Brewing Company pro- 
duced northerly to said proposed 
harbor line. 

Parcel C. Bounded northerly by 
said proposed harbor line; westerly 
by the easterly line of the westerly 
ot two parcels of land owned by the 
(lund Brewing Company extended 
northerly to said proposed harbor 
line; southerly by the line parallel 
to and 840 feet northerly from the 
northerly line of Davenport Avenue 
N. E., easterly by the westerly line

The City and the Rail- 
road Companies agree to Join In for- 
warding as promptly as possible the 
carrying out of the foregoing sec- 
tions of this ordinance and as soon 
as titles can be exchanered, to ex- 
change them; anil contemporaneous- 
ly therewith the City agrees to con- 
voy to the Railroad Companies or 
their nominees, by proper convey- 
ances, a fee simple title to Parcel 
No. 1 of the following described 
property, and to grant permanent 
easements for the construction and 
operation of railroad structures on 
Parcels 2, 3 and 4 of the following 
described property In consideration 
of the payment to the City by the 
Railroad Companies of the sum of 
nine hundred seventeen thousand 
four hunf1r*^d and twenty-eight dol- 
lars ($917,428.00): 

Situated In the City of Cleveland. 
County of Cuyahoga and State of 
Ohio, and known as being part of 
original lots Nos. 9. 10. 11, 12. 13, 
14. 1.^. 16. 17. 18, 19. 20. 21. 22. 2'\ 
and 24 of the original survey of 
Cleveland, and also a part of On- 
tario Street. West 3d Street. East 
3d Street. East 6th Street. East 9th 
Street and East 14th Street. 

Parcel No. 1 is bounded and de- 
.Mcrlbed as follows: 

Beginning at a point on the east- 
erly line of West 3d Street distant 
about 1090 feet northerly from the 
northerly line of Lakeside Avenue 
N. W.: thence southerly alonsr said* 
easterly line of West 3d Street 
about 410 fept to the northerly 
rlcht-of-way line of the Railroad 



line parallel with the northerly line 
of Lakeside Avenue, N. E., as now 
established between East 9th Street 
and Ontario Street to the easterly 
line of West 3d Street, beinsr the 
place of beginning; containing 1,- 
004,850 square feet more or less.

That said 
bridges shall not exceed 60 feet In 
width, and shall be constructed of a 
type and In a manner which shall 
make them reasonably suitable for 
street traffic — the design and con- 
struction thereof to be subject to 
the approval of the Director of Pub- 
lic Service of the City of Cleveland. 
That the cost of constructing said 
bridges across the tracks of the 
Railroad Companies now exLstlng In 
said East 9th Street and West 3d 
Street, Including the maintenance of 
street traffic during construction, 
and including the northerly ap- 
approaches and the rebuilding of 
the southerly approaches thereto. If 
such rebuilding Is necessary, shall 
be borne slxty-flve per cent (65%) 
by the Railroad Companies and 
thirty-five per cent (359r) by the 
City. That the entire remaining 
cost of such bridges shall be borne 
by the Railroad Companies. 

The contract shall also contain a 
stipulation that a neiv bridge not 
exceeding 60 feet In width shall be 
constructed by the Railroad Com- 
panies carrying East 14th Street 
across and over the Railroad Com- 
panie.s' tracks now existing in said 



Railroad Companies and thirty-flve 
per cent (35%) by the City. That 
the remaining cost of such bridge 
across additional tracks to be con- 
structed by the Railroad Companies 
shall be borne entirely by the Rail- 
road Companies. The type of said 
bridge and its manner of construc- 
tion shall be as provided for In the 
next preceding paragraph in regard 
to the bridges therein named. 

The Railroad Companies agree to 
dedicate such lands as may be neces- 
sary to widen East 14th Street 
across their property so as to make 
East 14th Street of the same width 
as It now exists south of Lakeside 
Avenue, N. E., such dedication to be 
subject to the easements hereinbe- 
fore provided for; and It Is agreed 
that the cost of acquiring additional 
property not now owned by the City 
or the Railroad Companies In the 
widening of said street between the 
Railroad Companies' property and 
Lakeside Avenue, N. E.. shall be In- 
cluded In the cost of the construc- 
tion of said bridge, to be borne 
Jointly In the proportions above 
specified." 

The City agrees that such portion 
as may be necessary of said pur- 
chase nrlce of nine hundred seven- 
teen thousand four hundred twenty- 
eight dollars ($917,428.00) to be paid 
by the Railroad Companies, shall 
be expended by the City In carrying 
out the obligations imposed upon 
the City by this ordinance. 

D. Section 8 of said ordinance 
37904-A shall be amended to read 
as follows: 

"Section 8. The City and the 
Railroad Companies agree to co- 
operate In having the harbor line 
fixed as hereinbefore provided by 
the United States Government, and 
in acquiring the rights for the Rail- 
road Companies and for the City by 
vacation or by conveyance from the 
United States or the State of Ohio, 
and in acquiring releases of all 
rights, If any, between the natural 
shore of Lake Erie and the harbor 
line established or to be established. 
Including any amendment to the 
statijtes of Ohio to the extent only 
which may be necessary for the pur- 
poses of carrying out this aeree- 
ment. so that the City and the Rail- 
road Companies may secure the un- 
conditional title to their respective 
properties, and may proceed con- 
tinuously to develon the same to the 
harbor line established by the 
United States Government."

All the Alleys 
Ivlng within the block bounded on 
the north by Lorain Avenue, on the 
cast by Columbus Road, S. W., on 
the south by West 25th Street and 
on the west by Gehring Street, S. 
W., shall be vacated, as shown In 
red tint on plan filed with the Coun- 
cil and marked Exhibit No. 2. 

Sec. 71. Abbey Avenue, S. W. 
Abbey Avenue, S. W.. to be crossed 
with ten tracljs between a point 
about 130 feet distant westerly from 
the center line of Columbus Road, 
S. W.. and a point about 270 feet 
distant westerly from said center 
line, measured along the center line 
of said Avenue. A bridge the full 
width of said Abbey Avenue, S. W., 
shall bo con.«*tructed to carry said 
Avenue over the tracks of the Term- 
inals Companv. said bridge to be of 
steel or reinforced concrete with 
solid floor construction, as shown on 
plan filed with the Council and 
marked Exhibit No. 13. 

Sec. 72. Freeman Avenue, S. W. 
Freeman Avenue, 9. W., to be cross- 



ed with ten tracks between a point 
about 130 feet distant westerly from 
the center line of Columbus Road, 
S. W., and a point about 270 feet 
distant westerly from said center 
line, measured along the center line 
of said Avenue. A bridge the full 
width of said Freeman Avenue, S. 
W., shall be constructed to carry 
said Avenue at its present grade 
over the tracks of the Termmals 
Company, said bridge to be of steel 
or reinforced concrete with solid 
fioor construction, as shown on plan 
filed with the Council and marked 
Exhibit No. 13. 

Sec. 73. Willey Avenue, S. W. 
Willey Avenue, S. W., to be crossed 
with ten tracks between a point 
about 130 feet distant westerly from 
the center line of Columbus Road, 
S. W., and a point about 300 feet 
distant westerly from said* center 
line, measured along the center line 
of said Avenue. A bridge the full 
width of said Willey Avenue, S. W., 
shall be constructed to carry said 
Avenue at Its present grade over 
the tracks of the Terminals Com- 
pand, said bridge to be of steel or 
reinforced concrete with solid fioor 
construction, as shown on plan filed 
with the Council and marked Ex- 
hibit No. 13. 

Sec. 74. West 25th Street and 
Monroe Avenue. S. W. West 25th 
Street and Monroe Avenue, S. W., to 
be crossed with ten tracks between 
a line about 130 feet distant west- 
erly rom the center line of Columbus 
Road, S. W., and parallel therewith 
and a line about 280 feet distant 
from said center line and parallel 
therewith. A bridge the full width 
of said Streets shall be constructed 
to carry said Streets at the present 
grade over the tracks of the Term- 
inals Company, said bridge to be of 
steel or reinforced concrete with 
solid fioor construction, as shown 
on plan filed with the Council and 
marked Exhibit No. 13. 

Sec. 75. Walworth Avenue, S. W. 
Walworth Avenue. S. W., between 
West 25th Street- and Fulton Road, 
S. W., shall be relocated and shall 
run at Its present width of 60 feet 
as follows: Beginning in the pres- 
ent center line of said Walworth 
Avenue, S. W., at a point distant 
about 690 feet westerly from the 
center line of West 25th Street, the 
center line of said Avenue shall run 
westerly about 205 feet to a point 
in the present center line about 185 
feet easterly from the first angle in 
said Avenue easterly of West 30th 
Street: thence along the present 
center line of said Avenue to a 
point about 40 feet west of the cen- 
ter line of West 30th Street; thence 
westerly about 260 feet to a point 
distant about 90 feet southerly at 
right angles from the present cen- 
ter line of said Avenue; thence con- 
tinuing westerly about 470 feet to a 
point distant about 100 feet south- 
erly at right angles from the pres- 
ent center line of said Avenue said 
point also being in the easterly pro- 
longation of the center line of that 
part of said Avenue lying next east- 
erly of Fulton Road, S. W.; thence 
westerly along said easterly pro- 
ioftiration of the present center line 
of said Avenue about 275 feet to the 
first angle of said Avenue easterly 
of Fulton Road, S. W. All that part 
of said Walworth Avenue. S. W., 
lying northerly of the northerly line 
of said Avenue as relocated herein, 
shall be vacated, as shown in red 
tint on plan filed with the Council 
and marked Exhibit No. 2. 

Sec. 76. West 30th Street. All 
that part of West 30th Street lying 
between the northerly line of the 
right of way of The Cleveland. Cin- 
cinnati. Chicago & St. Louis Rail- 
road Company and the northerly 
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line of Walworth Avenue, S. W., as 
diverted herein, shall be vacated, as 
shown in red tint on plan filed with 
the Council and marked Exhibit 
No. 2. 

Sec. 77. Fulton Road, S. W. 
Fulton Road, S. W., shall be crossed 
with sixteen tracks under the bridge 
now constructed between the north- 
erly line of Walworth Avenue, 9. 
W., and the northerly line of the 
right of way of the New York, Chi- 
cago & St. Louis Railroad Company, 
as shown on plan filed with the 
Council and marked Exhibit No. 14. 

Sec. 78. The City of Cleveland 
hereby reserves the right to require 
such modifications oi the various 
changes in street grades hereinbe- 
fore authorized as may be neces- 
sary to permit the use of vertical 
curves at points where change In 
the rate of grade takes place; pro- 
vided, however, jthat such modifica- 
tions. shall in no case diminish the 
clearance distance hereinbefore spe- 
cified between the streets or street 
bridges and the bridges or tracks 
of the Terminals Company at the 
location and elevation shown upon 
the said plans filed herewith, and, 
shoul<) it be necessary to extend 
the limits of the proposed cut or 
fill in the streets, not to exceed fifty 
(50) feet, in order to use said verti- 
cal curves, the Terminals Company 
hereby assents to such change and 
agrees to pay the entire cost of re- 
constructing the streets upon such 
modified grades. 

Sec. 79. The said Terminals Com- 
pany, by the acceptance of this or- 
dinance as hereinafter provided, 
agrees, as one of the conditions of 
its continued operation under this 
grant, that it will save the City of 
Cleveland harmless against all 
claims or damages suffered by the 
City of Cleveland for expense and 
cost of every kind, character and 
description growing out of the re- 
location and vacation of streets, do- 
ing the work and furnishing the 
materials for the alteration and sep- 
aration of grades and crossing of 
streets herein provided for; also 
against all claims for damages to 
abutting or adjacent land owners 
and against any and all claims on 
behalf 'of property owners growing 
out of any street crossing or change 
of grade herein authorized to be 
made; also against all claims for 
damages to persons or property 
arising or growing out of the fail- 
ure of the Terminals Company to 
properly construct the bridges pro- 
vided for herein, or the failure to 
maintain the same in proper con- 
dition for public use. 

Sec. 80. That before any work 
herein contemplated shall be com- 
menced by the Terminals Company, 
and before anv acts shall be re- 
quired of the City hereunder, a good 
and suflflclent bond of a responsible 
Surety Company, the amount and 
sufllciency of which shall be an- 
proved by the Director of Public 
Service, shall in each case be fur- 
nished by the Terminals Company, 
payable to the City, conditioned that 
the City shall be held harmless 
against all costs, compensation, 
damage or expense by rea.son of the 
work so to be done by the Terminals 
Company, or the act so required of 
the Cltv. 

Sec. 81. The grade of said high- 
ways affected by this ordinance shall 
be changed to conform to the pro- 
visions contained herein and to the 
grades herein provided, and said 
City will, upon request of said 
Terminals Company, duly acquire, 
hv legislation, appropriation or such 
other legal proceedines as may be 
necessary, the right to change the 
grades of said highways. 

Sec. 82^. The City agrees that It 
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will, upon ihe request of the Term- 
inals Company, and upon being 
properly indenmifled agrainst all cost 
anu expense of the same^ Including 
compensation to owners, court costs 
anu reasonable attorney fees, ac- 
quire by appropriation all property 
necessary for the establishment of 
any highway, the alteration of any 
highways, or any change of the 
grade of any highway, provided for 
in this ordinance. 

Sec. 83. That the grades of the 
several streets ana alleys affected 
by this ordinance shall be changed 
in manner and form as herein stat- 
ed, and to conform to the provisions 
heiei.i contained and the grades 
herein provided. The work of de- 
pression or elevation rendered 
necessary by such change of grade 
shall be done by the Terminals Com- 

f>any as and for the City of Cleve- 
and under the superintendence of 
the Director of Public Service, and 
at the expense of said Terminals 
Company, and the City shall require 
all parties occupying said streets 
under franchises granted by the 
City to conform such occupation to 
the new grades of the, streets at 
such time and In such manner as 
will not interfere with the progress 
of the work of the Terminals Com- 
pany, and, upon the completion of 
said change of grade the said Term- 
inals Company shall repave and re- 
store to their present condition, 
apon the new grade, the surface 
and sidewalks of all streets opened 
by It. 

Sec. 84. The bridges for the over- 
head crossings herein authorized to 
be made by the Terminals Company 
shall be of steel or concrete, or the 
two combined; and of solid water- 
tight floor construction, except as 
to the viaducts referred to in Sec- 
tion 51 hereof, carrying the tracks 
of the Terminals Company over said 
streets, and shall span the full 
width of the streets with supports 
as hereinbefore provided. In the 
event that said bridges shall ma- 
terially interfere with the lighting 
of th{» streets thereunder, and the 
City shall install proper lighting 
facilities for the same, the Term- 
inals Company shall reimburse the 
City for so much of the cost of such 
lighting as may be properly chargt- 
able to the daylight operation of 
the same. 

Sec. 85. The bridges for the un- 
der crossing.'^ herein authorized to 
h(^ made bv the Terminals Company 
shall be of steel or concrete, or the 
two combined, and of solid floor 
construction, carrying the said 
streets over the tracks of the Term- 
inals Company the full width of the 
street and shall be paved with the 
samo kind of material as the rest 
of the street, except where other- 
wise permitted by the Director of 
Public Service, and unless herein 
otherwise provided the grade of said 
street shall remain unchanged. 
Where approach grades of 3 per 
cent or greater are employed upon 
s*tre*=-t.«t now paved, such approaches 
shall be naved with Medina dre«»sed 
block stone. Said bridges shall be 
con.struct**d. maintained. repaired 
and rebuilt, as the same shall be- 
come nece^^sarv. by and at the ex- 
pense of thA Terminals Comnanv. 

Sec. 86. The said Terminals Com- 
nanv shall provide proner dralnaere 
for Its rlerht of way and for all sub- 
ways constructed under th^ terms 



fere with the sewer in such streets 
the Terminals Company shall, where 
possible, change the grade or reduce 
the depth of such sewers, provided 
the capacity of the same be main- 
tained by widening the sewer, under 
plans approved by the Director of 
Public Service. Where sewers are 
encountered and such changes are 
not possible, new lateral or other 
connecting sewers shall be provided 
in accordance with plans meeting 
the approval of the Director of Pub- 
lic Service. In the event such new 
lateral or other connecting sewers 
are constructed without the limits 
of the highways, or It is found 
necessary or desirable to maintain 
existing sewers In streets herein 
proposed to be vacated, the City 
shall be granted a perpetual ease- 
ment over the areas occupied by eald 
sewers for the maintenance, repair 
or reconstruction of the same, and 
the Teiminals Company shall, at its 
own cost and expense, support or 
move its tracks when the .same may 
be necessary on account of the main- 
tenance, repair or reconstruction of 
any such sewers or connections 
thereof. Should, In the construction 
of the proposed City intercepting 
sewer or its brancnes, in or along 
any of the City streets crossed by 
the tracks of the said Terminals 
Company, It develop that the said 
tracks Interfere with the said sewer 
or Its branches by reason of the 
grade adopted, and thereby necessi- 
tate the building of an Inverted 
siphon or the deflecting of the 
sewer, then the said Terminals Com- 
pany shall either change the grade 
of its tracks or reimburse the City 
for any additional expense caused 
the City by reason of the construc- 
tion of such Inverted siphon or the 
deflection of the sewer, and for any 
additional cost of maintenance con- 
nected therewith. 

Sec. 87. The Terminals Compapy 
shall have the right In the course of 
the construction of its tracks across 
the stree*^s as herein authorized, to 
close such streets to public travel 
except street car traffic, for a rea- 
sonable length of time in order to 
do the work, but shall leave open 
to travel a sufficient number of 
streets In each locality to reason- 
ably accomodate public traffic, and 
shall not close any two adjacent 
parallel, streets at the same time 
unless permitted to do so by the 
Director of Public Service, and while 
Fo closed such streets shall be kept 
fenced to prevent accident, and said 
Terminals Company shall save the 
City harmless from all damages on 
account of acc'dents to per.sons or 
private or public property that may 
be caused during construction of 
said tracks across anv such street. 

The City of Cleveland reserves the 
riirht at anv time to build sewers. 
r«Did transit subways and elevated 
lines and lay wa-ter, gas or other 
P'oe llnf's and electric conduits in 
any street across land used as right 
of wav under or over the tracks of 
the Terminals Company, or to In anv 
way improve any such street, and 
to construct, or authorize the con- 
struction, of street railroad, rapid 
transit, sub-way and elevated lines 
or tracks across. eith**r under or 
over, the tracks of said Terminals 
Comnanv upon anv stre*='t herein au- 
thor' rod to b«=» crossed bv It. not In 
conflict however with the construc- 
ti'^n. operation, or use of the fa- 



and maintain across the streets, 
roads, avenues, alleys, places and 
courts hereinbefore named or de- 
scribed within the right of way and 
premises, wires, cables or other 
suitable or desirable conductors to 
transmit electrical current, light, 
heat and power, and for the trans- 
mission of messages by telephone 
and telegraph, and for the operation 
of signals, provided that the man- 
ner of erecting or constructing the 
£ald wires, conduits or other con- 
ductors across said streets shall not 
interfere with the reasonable use of 
said streets, and subject to the ap- 
proval of the Director of Public 
Service. 

Sec. 89. All the work of relocat- 
ing or rebuilding sewers, water 
pipes, conduits or other substruc- 
tures in streets, grading, repairing 
or paving streets, constructing and 
maintaining temporary roadways 
for the diversion of traffic and con- 
structing bridges to carry streets 
over the tracks of the Terminals 
Company shall be done at the ex- 
pense of the Terminals Company 
and under City speclflcatlons and 
subject to the supervision, Inspec- 
tion and approval of the Commis- 
sioner of Engineering of the City 
of Cleveland, and In accordance with 
plans approved by said Commis- 
sioner. 

Sec. 90. All such lands owned in 
fee by the City of Cleveland and 
required by the Terminals Company 
for Its right of way as herein men- 
tioned or Indicated on the accom- 
panying plans shall be offered for 
sale In the manner required bv law. 
Provided, however, that the Term- 
inals Company shall either replace 
the facilities now located on land 
required by the Terminals Company, 
at other locations, and In a manner 
satisfactory to the City, or shall 
pay to the City of Cleveland the 
value of the land and the replace- 
ment value of the facilities so re- 
quired, at the option of the City. 

Sec. 91. Permission and author- 
ity Is hereby granted to the various 
rallroad.s, both steam and electric, 
using the facilities of The Cleveland 
Union Terminals Company, to modi- 
fy, revise or abandon present con- 
nections or facilities, and to change, 
modify or discontinue the routing 
of freight or passeneer trains or 
cars on their railroads In so far 
as It may be necessary to permit 
direct, proper and convenient con- 
nections with, access to. and opera- 
tion over the facilities of said 
Terminals Companv. 

To the extent the same may be 
granted in this ordinance, the per- 
mission and authority referred to 
In this Section Is hereby granted, 
and to such extent as the sam** are 
necessary and cannot be permitted 
or granted herebv, such permission 
and authorltv shall hereafter be 
granted bv .«ald City to said Rail- 
road Companies. 

Sec. 91-1. At such t'me as the 
Terminals Comnanv shall be in op- 
eration by electricltv or other 
smokeless power, and shall have 
constructed that portion of its ulti- 
mate terminal facilities for tracks 
and platforms in accordance with 
plans of sa'd Terminals Comoany 
adiacent to Canal Poad. pai'i Term- 
inals Company shall permit the con- 
e^ruptlon of a thorouerhfare for ve- 
hlcnlar trafflc. which shall have it*' 
r>p<«tprlv anoroach at the *rradA of 
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tario Street grade to a point at or 
near Ihe westerly end of Long 
Street, and thence by bridge struc- 
ture or otherwise as may be agreed 
upon in final plan by the Commis- 
sioner of Engineering of said City 
and the Terminals Company's en- 
gineer, to a point of connection at 
the westerly end of 'the Superior 
High Level bridge structure or at 
fcyuperior Avenue N. W., or that im- 
mediate vicinity as may be finally 
determined; the Terminals Company 
will construct such thoroughfare 
provided that the City will at the 
time pay one-half of the cost of said 
bridge and land required for its 
location from the southerly line of 
Prospect Avenue, as diverted, being 
the line of the Terminals Company's 
property to a point of connection in 
Superior Avenue or the Superior 
High Level bridge. The width of 
the thoroughfare to be substantially 
100 feet, unless in Its location above 
the property of the Terminals Com- 
pany it shall have frontage access to 
but one side of the thoroughfare, in 
which case the width may be not 
less than 80 feet. The exact loca- 
tion and elevation of said bridge to 
be determined after completion of 
plan by the Terminals Company of 
its supergrade development above 
Its property and the construction 
proposed by It herein, and the loca- 
tion of piers and supports to be 
agreed upon by the Commissioner 
of Engineering of said City and the 
Chief Engineer of the Terminals 
Company. 

Sec. 91-2. After Its acquirement 
bv the Terminals Company and at 
such time as the Terminals Com- 
pany shall construct Its depot build- 
ing adjoining thereto and thereon, 
the following described parcels of 
land shall be subjected to an ease- 
ment at street grade for sidewalk 
purposes and for clearance above 
sidewalk grade of not less than 10 
feet. Said easements, however, shall 
be subject to pier rights for the 
support of any buildings erected 
t)ver the areas herein described as 
sub-sections A and B of this section. 
(A) A triangular parcel of land 
at the southeasterly corner of Su- 
perior Avenue and West 3rd Street 
as proposed, having approximate- 
ly a 25 foot frontage on Superior 
Avenue and approximately a 25 
foot frontage on West 3rd Street. 
(B> Two Triangular parcels of 
land at the two westerly corners 
of Ontario Street and Prospect 
Avenue, having approximately a 
25 foot frontage on Ontario Street 
and approximately a 25 foot front- 
age on Prospect Avenue. 
If In the final preparation of the 
building plans adjoining the above 
described areas it should develop 
that the easement acreas shall be 
changed or altogether eliminated 
and the plans of the buildings or 
structures In relation thereto shall 
be approved by the City Plan Com- 
mission, with the changes or elim- 
inations so proposed, then and In 
that rase, such approval shall con- 
stitute a modification or abandon- 
ment of the easements contained in 
this section. 

Sec. M-3. In order that the pas- 
.«enger depot facilities of the Term- 
inals Comnany may be open to any 
and all steam, Interurban and subur- 
ban railroads as a depot facility, to 
the extent that the capacity of such 
depot facilities will afford, with due 
regard for future expansion of the 
use of said facilities by the then 
user.T thereof, the Terminals Com- 
pany, when Its tracks and the tracks 
of anv such steam, Interurban or 
suburban cross, connect or Inter- 
sect, the company owning such 
steam, Interurban and suburban 
railroad, may connect the tracks of 



said railroads so crossing, connect- 
ing or intersecting, with such tracks 
of the Terminals Company as shall 
b3 set aside by said Terminals Com- 
pany for similar service as that of 
the respective railroads so crossing, 
connecting or Intersecting, and the 
Terminals Company shall co-operate 
In securing such physical connec- 
tion, so as to permit the passage of 
cars of similar service from the 
tracks of such railroad to the tracks 
of the Terminals Company, and 
when such connection shall be made, 
the said Terminals Company shall 
operate, or permit the operation, as 
It shall elect, of the cars of such 
steam, interurban or suburban rail- 
road, upon such terms, conditions, 
and for such consideration as shall 
be mutually agreed upon with said 
steam, Interurban or suburban rail- 
road, and said Terminals Company. 

The Terminals Company, however, 
shall have the right to thereafter 
exclude from the use thereof, any 
users of such facilities, upon rea- 
sonable notice given by said Term- 
inals Company to such user, when In 
the Judgment of the Terminals Com- 
pany the limit of the capacity of its 
facilities renders the same neces- 
sary. Such exclusion. In so far as 
consistent with conditions and the 
good business Judgment of said 
Terminals Company, shall be in the 
Inverse order of commencement of 
use, this latter, however, may be so 
exercised as not to conflict with a 
possible priority use of the Term- 
inals Company's facilities, first for 
steam railroads, then Interurbans 
and then suburban railroads. 

The Terminals Company shall not 
be required, however, to permit the 
use of its tracks or facilities, except 
for the Durpose of access to and use 
of and "for similar service of such 
depot facllltle.s. 

In the event that said Terminal 
and such user companies shall be 
unable to agree upon the terms of, 
and the considerations for, such use 
and operation, the same shall be 
fixed by three arbitrators, one ar- 
bitrator to be selected by each of 
said Companies and said two arbi- 
trators to select a third arbitrator, 
and In the event that such arbitra- 
tors are unable to agree upon the 
third aibltrator, then said third ar- 
bltiator shall be selected by the per- 
son that shall then be the District 
Judge for the district of the United 
States of which Cleveland is a part; 
provided, however, that when either 
party shall have appointed its ar- 
bitrator, and the other party shall 
refuse or neglect to appoint Its 
arbitrator within two weeks after 
receiving notice of said appoint- 
ment, the District Judge above 
specified shall appoint the other two 
arbitrators: provided further, how- 
over, that the basis of the award of 
the arbitrators shall be that the 
Terminals Company shall not be re- 
quired to operate or permit the op- 
eration of the cars of such steam. 
Interurban or suburban railroads, 
except upon fair and reasonable 
terms and conditions, and for a fair 
and rea.sonable consideration, which 
.xhall be based upon the cost, main- 
tenance and operation of such fa- 
cility, without regard to Its use by 
any other railroad or railway com- 
pany, and with due consideration for 
the fact that such steam. Interurban 
or suburban railroad company did 
not assume Initially any portion of 
the Investment, hazard or liability. 

All expense of every kind Incurred 
bv said board of arbitration ap- 
polntetl under the provisions of such 
contract, In pursuance of their 
. duties as said board of arbitration. 
Including the compensation of arbi- 
trators for their services, shall be 
fixed by said board of arbitration as 
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a part of their award, and shall be 
paid by the party desiring arbitra- 
tion and the Terminals Company 
Jointly, share and share alike. 

Sec. 91-4. On the line of West 
COth Street the City reserves the 
right to construct a bridge across 
the right of way of the Terminals 
Company, the CCC&StLRR 
and the N Y C & St L R R, said 
bridge not to exceed 66 feet In width 
and said reservation to include the 
right for the construction of neces- 
sary piers, abutments and supports, 
subject to paramount rights of the 
Terminals Company and said rail- 
roads in the operation of their fa- 
cilities, as they now exist and as 
they may hereafter be changed, 
i^id piers, abutments and supports 
of said bridge structure to be at the 
clearance provided by statute and 
in accordance with the plans to be 
approved by the Chief Engineers of 
said Terminals Company and said 
Railroad Companies, and the Com- 
missioner of Engineering of said 
City. 

Sec. 91-5. Any rates, tolls, charges 
or rentals of the Terminals Com- 
pany fcr the use of its facilities, or 
parts thereof, shall not Include any 
charge to capital account or other- 
wise for franchise value. 

Sec. 91-6. Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be interpreted to re- 
quire the Terminals Company to 
permit the use of its facilities by 
any steam, Interurban or suburban 
railroad company who shall not 
comply with the rules and regula- 
tion for the use of the Terminals 
Company's facilities with regard to 
safety and other conditions of op- 
eration, maintenance and use, nor 
any steam, interurban or suburban 
railroad company who shall not be 
financially responsible, and who 
shall not evidence its ability to pay 
its charges, to operate with reason- 
able certainty, and to perform ito 
contracts with the Terminals Com- 
pany with respect to its continued 
operation and payments. 

Sec. 91-7. If at any place or places 
In connection with the work herein 
described, it shall be deemed ad- 
vantageous to change the construc- 
tion in any respect, without affect- 
ing the general occupation of the 
street nor the changes in said street 
to be made, or the minimum clear- 
ance described, such change or 
changes In the location of thorough- 
fares or relocation of thoroughfares 
which may be desirable from the 
standpoint of the City or the Term- 
inals Company, as a result of final 
preparation of completed detailed 
plans of the Terminals Company's 
undertakings as set forth herein, or 
as a result of complete City plans 
now in process under jthe supervis- 
ion of the City Plan Commission, 
or for any other reason, such 
change or changes may be made ac- 
cording to a written memorandum 
of the same, anproved by the City 
or its duly authorized representa- 
tives and the Terminals Company. 

Sec. 91-8. Whenever any differ- 
ence shall arise with regard to any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, 
or of the rights of the Company 
or the City herein between the Com- 
pany and the City, and the differ- 
ence Is with regard to a matter 
which might lawfully be arbitrated, 
and is not otherwise specially pro- 
vided for herein, and Is not herein 
excluded from arbitration, then the 
Company or the City may require 
such question or questions to be 
submitted to arbitration by a Board 
or Arbitration. 

,Such Board of Arbitration shall 
consist of three (3) oersons who 
shall be selected in the following 
manner: ^ „ 

The Terminals Company shall 
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name one (1) of safd representatives 
upon said Board, and notify the 
Mayor of the City of its selection. 
Within five (5) days thereafter, one 
(1) representative of the City shall 
be named by the Mayor, and notice 
of his selection given to the Term- 
inals Company, The two members 
of such Board thus selected shall, 
within ten- (10) days after the se- 
lection of the one member by the 
City, select a third member of such 
Board; and if the two members thus 
selected are unable to agrree upon a 
third, then upon application of any 
one of the members theretofore se- 
lected, the person who is then Dis- 
trict Judg^e of the District Court of 
the United States of the District of 
which Cleveland is a part, shall 
have authority to appoint such third 
member of such Board. Ave (5) days 
notice of the application to such 
District Judge having: been given by 
the member making the application 
to the remaining member of such 
Board. Before making a final ap- 
pointment pursuant to such applica- 
tion the District Judge shall give 
three (3) days notice to the Mayor 
of the City and to the Terminals 
Company of the names of the per- 
sons under consideration by nim, 
and either the City or the Term- 
inals Company, may, within three 
days after receipt of such* notice, 
present objections to any person or 
persons thus under consideration. 
When such third member of the 
Board shall have been thereafter 
appointed, such Board of Arbitra- 
tion shall have authority to de- 
termine, and decide the questions 
upon which the City and the Term- 
inals Company are unable to agree. 
In the event of the disqualification 
or refusal to act of the person who 
shall then be Judge of the District 
Court hereinbefore referred to, any 
person who is then Judge of the 
District Court of the United States 
of the Circuit in which the City of 
Cleveland shall be situated, shall, 
on request, as hereinbefore pro- 
vided, have authority to appoint a 
third arbitrator as hereinbefore 
provided. 

In the event the Terminals Com- 
pany refuses to appoint its one ar- 
bitrator within ten days after the 
City shall have requested it so to 
do, then the person who shall then 
be Judge of the District Court here- 
inbefore referred to shall have au- 
thority to appoint one (1) arbitra- 
tor for and on behalf of the Term- 
inals Company; and in the event the 
Mayor of the City shall fail to ap- 
point the City's arbitrator within 
the time prescribed In this section, 
the person who shall be Judt^e of 
the District Court as above referred 
to shall likewise appoint an arbi- 
trator on behalf of the City. 

The Judgment and findings of such 
Board of Arbitration shall be final 
and conclusive as against the City 
and the Terminals Company. 

All expenses of every kind incur- 
red by any Board of Arbitration ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this 
section, in pursuance of Its duties 
as said Board of Arbitration, In- 
cluding the compensation of the ar- 
bitrators for their services, shall be 
fixed and determined Jointly by the 
City Council and the Terminals 
Company, and shall be paid by the 
City and the Terminals Company 
share f;nd share alike; provided that 
if the City Council and the Term- 
inals Comnanv fnil to aerrf^t* on the 



to the so-called Union Depot Ordi- 
nance No. 37904-A, by their declara- 
tion of election to use the facilities 
as hereinbefore provided, shall 
agree to the granting of an ease- 
ment to the City for the construc- 
tion and use of a bridge not to ex- 
ceed 150 feet in width over their 
tracks and right of way, substan- 
tially along the center line of East 
3rd Street, and over land to be ac- 
quired from the City as otherwise 
herein provided, together with the 
right to locate and build the neces- 
sary foundations and piers for said 
bridge on such lands. The tracks of 
said railroads shall be so spaced as 
to permit the reasonable and prac- 
tical location of the bridge's founda- 
tions and piers. 

The bridge herein referred to shall 
be built in accordance with plans 
which shall be approved by the 
City Council, 

Sec. 91-10. If and when, at any 
time The City of Cleveland con- 
structs subways, or elevated or 
other rapid transit lines within its 
City limits, or elsewhere as a part 
of such a system of transportation, 
or otherwise authorizes the con- 
struction by others of subways or 
elevated or other rapid transit lines, 
and The Cleveland Union Terminals 
Company, its assigns, lessees, les- 
sors or contracting parties, are then 
operating or thereafter operate 
rapid transit, suburban or interur- 
ban lines over its tracks and the 
tracks of any steam or electric 
railroad, connecting with Its tracks. 
The City of Cleveland may require 
or permit, if physical connection be 
feasible and nractlcable. the rout- 
ing of such rapid transit, suburban 
or Interurban cars from said steam 
or electric railroad tracks and 
tracks of said Terminals Company, 
through the said subway or sub- 
ways, or over Its or their elevated or 
other rapid transit lines, not, how- 
ever, to the exclusion of similar 
service on said steam, interurban or 
suburban railroads and tracks of 
the said Terminals Company, pro- 
vided that no franchise conditions 
or other obligations shall require a 
reduction In the fares charged by 
said Terminals Company, Its assigns, 
lessees, lessors ry contractlnc: 
narties, on such suburban. Interur- 
ban or other rapid transit lines, and 
provided further that directness of 
trayel may be thereby imorovcd, or 
a greater convenience to the travel- 
Inc" public upon such cars is hereby 
secured, and upon payment of oron- 
♦»r compen.«?ation to the Terminals 
Company, Its assltjn.*^. lessees; les- 
sors or contracting: nartles. such 
compensation, if not aurreed upon to 
be fixed bv arbitration in the man- 
ner provided for arbitral lf»n between 
said City and said Terminals (Com- 
pany herein: the Citv mav then use 
as a portion of the Citv's ranld 
transit svstem when planned, de- 
veloped and In operation, upon pay- 
ment of proper compensation, such 
tracks of the Terminals Company. 
Its assigns, lessees, lessors or con- 
tracting parties, as are set aside, 
designated and have been placed 
and are In operation for rapid tran- 
sit purposes: compensation for such 
use of said T*=»rminals Comi:)anv's 
tracks and facilities or the tracks 
of any steam. Interurban or subur- 
ban railroads connecting with its 
track.** shall be acreed upon between 
said Terminals Companv f«nd such 



herein. 

Nothing herein provided is in- 
tended as granting to the City or 
others who shall nave constructed 
such subways, elevated or rapid 
transit lines, an exclusive right of 
the use of said Terminals Company's 
tracks, nor an exclusive right of the 
use or any facilities of the Term- 
inals Company or of any steam, In- 
terurban or suburban railroad com- 
panies connecting with its tracks, 
nor for other than facilities for sim- 
ilar service, motive power and roll- 
in j? stock, as the kind proposed bo 
to be used by said City or said other 
subways, elevated or other rapid 
transit lines. 

It is further agreed that any such 
use of the Terminals Company's fa- 
cilities or of any steam. Interurban 
or suburban railroads connecting 
with its tracks, the facilities of 
which are proposed to be used as 
aforesaid, shall not be In confilct 
with the use of said railroad or the 
/ferminals Company's property in the 
order of priority and exclusion first 
for said railroad's own operation 
and of capacity as applied thereto 
and as elsewhere herein provided 
for in «imilar Instances; and the 
City and the Terminals Company 
shall make proper provisions In any 
contracts which either make to pre- 
serve the rights of said Terminals 
Company and said City in the uses 
and operation of such subways, ele- 
vated or other rapid transit lines 
as herein stipulated, and upon the 
terms and conditions herein fixed. 

The requirement on the part of 
the City for the routing of such In- 
terurban. suburban or rapid transit 
cars of the Terminals Company and 
of Its connecting lines as herein 
provided, shall only be upon the 
condition that terminal lacilitles 
are provided or that the Terminals 
Company's own facilities are avail- 
able by direct and proper connection 
to said subways, elevated or other 
rapid transit lines of said City or 
such subways, elevated or other 
rapid transit lines of others so au- 
thorized by said City to construct 
the same. 

F'or ct)nyenience. only, and with- 
out reference to compensation 
therefor, in the operation of any 
rapid transit lines by the Terminals 
Company, Its a.ssigns, lessees, les- 
sors or contracting parties, provis- 
ion shall be made for the exchange 
of traflflc by transfer from the City 
or Cleveland Railway systems, or 
other systems, now or hereafter con- 
trolled by said City to the Terminals 
system and vice versa. 

This entire provision relating to 
use of facilities of the Terminals 
Company or of the steam, interur- 
ban or suburban railroad companies 
t'onnecting with said Terminals 
Company, and of transfer privileares 
is limited to a zone of fift<'en miles 
from the Public Square of said City 
and to cars and trains for the pur- 
pose of local rapid transit and sub- 
urban rapid transit service and fa- 
cilities exclusively for similar serv- 
ice within said zone, and unless by 
mutual agreement shall not applv 
to cars operating outside of said 
zone. 

Sec. 91-11. Not in conflict with 
any natural or consistent railroad 
or water front development by that 
Company of the property of the Now 
York Central lylnc northerly of its 
tracks, between the easterly line of

Company, agree to co-operate with 
the City In the development — by 
granting an easement, principally 
for heavy vehicular traffic crossing 
said New York Central property In 
an easterly and westerly direction 
and for a width of 150 feet, and at 
a place to be agreed upon hereafter, 
provided that the City shall have 
otherwise completed a plan of de- 
velopment for the lake front for 
commercial rail to water front use 
of the lake front property between 
East 9th Street and at least Bast 
40th Street, and determined by 
proper proceeding to adopt said 
plan, and included therein, as a part 
of the same, is evidenced need for 
such easement across the property 
stated, or said New York Central 
Railroad Company.

Tt is further stipulated 
and agreed that the entire passen- 
ger and freight terminal and track- 
ai?e facilities and all construction 
work connected therewith as con- 
templated in this ordinance shall be 
completed within a period not later 
than five years after the termination 
of the present war between the 
United States and Germany; pro- 
vided furthei- that If the Terminals 
Company shall fail to comply with 
the provisions of this section within 
the time aforesaid, all rights, priv- 
ileges and franchises herein granted 
.•*hall be null and void. 

.Sec. 92. Anv provious permission, 
authority, grant or right given or 
had by any of the railroad com- 
panies, either steam or electric, us- 
ing the facilities of said The Cleve- 
land Union Terminals Companv, In- 
consistent or at variance with the 
terms or conditions of this ordi- 
nance, shall be modified, changed or 
abrogated to such extent as may be 
necessary to carry out the provis- 
ions of this ordinance, and to per- 
mit the construction and use of the 
facilities herein authorized, but bo- 
fore such modification, change, or 
ahroaratlon shall be made, consent 
thereto and approval of the same 
shall be ibtalned from said railroad 
oomnanies so affected, and such 
mo'i'flcatioM, chanvre or abrogation 
shnll always be made without lla- 
hnity on account thereof to said 
(Mtv. 

Sec. 92-1. turban, suburban and 
lnte»urban cars, trains and motors 
shall. In their use of the terminal, 
exclusively employ electricity or 
some Imnroved motive power <»ther 
than steam. 

Steam railroads using the term- 
inal shall, within five rears from 
the completion of so much of th** 
viaduct referred to In Section 51 
hereof p.«>- shall be necessary for. and 
be In i'*'e bv any steam railroad, 
use exclusively In the operation of 
their pasf^enger traln.s between the 



point of connection with said term- 
inal tracks near East 37th Street 
and the point of connection near 
West 30th Street, electricity or 
some improved motive power other 
than steam. 

It is expressly provided, how- 
ever, that if, prior to the installa- 
tion of electric or other Improved 
motive power by the railroads men- 
tioned in this section, the methods 
of using steam as a motive power 
shall have been so improved as to 
render it free from smoke, and the 
railroad companies shall employ 
such Improved methods of use, no 
other motive power shall be re- 
quired to be substituted therefor. 

Sec. 92-2. In granting the rights 
and privileges herein provided for, 
the City reserves to Itself the right 
to fix the rates of fare which shall 
bo reasonable and shall be com- 
mensurate with the cost thereof, in- 
cluding a reasonable return on the 
Investment, for such service. If anv, 
as shall be termed "LOCAL RAPID 
TRANSIT SERVICE" operating and 
originating and terminating within 
the fifteen (15) mile zone from the 
Public Square of the City of Cleve- 
land and making regular stops 
therein. The City also reserves to 
Itself the right to fix the stopping 
placfs of such local rapid transit 
service within the said zone pro- 
vided always that the same shall 
not Interfere with the schedules and 
service of the other trains or cars 
using said facilities. Excluded from 
these provisions are all cars and 
trains operated or to be operated 
by any steam or Interurban railroad, 
originating or terminating outside 
the said fifteen mile zone. In the 
event of Inability to agree upon 
rates to be fixed within this pro- 
vision, the same shall be fixed by 
arbitration in the manner provided 
for arbitration between the Term- 
inals Company and the railroads as 
elsewhere herein provided (91-3>. 

Sec. 92-3. Whereas bv Sections 
181. 182. 183 and 184 of the Charter 
of the City It Is provided that in all 
grants to any individual, company 
or corooratlon to construct a pub- 
lic utility In the streets and public 
grounds of the Citv of Cleveland .i 
reservation slyill be made to the 
City to terminate the same and pur- 
chase all the nropertv of the utility, 
the Citv hereby expresslv reserves 
the right to terminate this grant 
and nurchase the facilities herein 
provided for as contemplated by 
said sections of the Charter, at a 
price to be mutually agreed upon, 
or upon failure to so agree, to be 
fixed by the arbitration provided In 
Section 91-8 herein: provided that 
the piice to be paid bv the Citv for 
the property of the Terminals Com- 
pany shall be exclusive of anv and 
all value for the franchises, grants 
and rlebts herein conveyed to the 
Terminal'^ Comnany. 

Sec. 92-4. The Terminals Com- 
panv. at the time It files with the 
Cl'^ik of Cr»uncll the acceptance of 
this ordinance, as Is provided In 
Section 9fi hereof, shall al°o file 
with the Clerk a eroo*! and sufficient 
bond of a responsible sure'v com- 
nanv pava^de to The City of Clev- 
is nd. coiulitloned that the said 
Terminals Companv will carry out 
all the terms of this ordinance in 
the mann'^r and within the time 
provided for herein: provided, how- 
ever, that the amount and sufici- 
♦*ncv of .'iald bond shall b^ sublert 
♦ o the approval of tb« Directr.r of 
T.?»w »t the time of filing, and that 
the Director of Law may require a 



bond of larger amount or of ad- 
ditional security at any time from 
year to year, as in his judgment 
may be necessary to properly carry 
out the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 93. When the word "high- 
way" or "highways," or the word 
"street," or "streets," occurs in this 
ordinance It shall be held and deem- 
ed to be and include, road, street, 
avenue, court, place and alley: 
whenever the word "City" Is used. 
It shall be held and deemed to be 
and include the City of Cleveland, 
Ohio, and whenever the word 
"Terminals Company" are used, 
they shall be held and deemed to be 
and Include The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company, Its successors 
and assigns. 

Sec. 94. Subject to the approval 
of the United States Railroad Ad- 
ministration, the said Terminals 
Company shall commence the con- 
struction of the facilities provided 
for herein within sixty (60) davs 
after the filing with the Clerk of the 
Council of said City of said declara- 
tion of election by the railroads 
named In Section 2 hereof. 

Sec. 95. That the Mayor of the 
City of Cleveland be, and he is 
hereby authorized to enter Into a 
contract in the name of the City of 
Cleveland with The Cleveland Union 
Terminals Company to effect the 
objects hereinbefore enumerated:

37904-A of the Citv of Cleveland, 
shall not have declared their elec- 
tion, provided In Sec. 1 hereof: that 
if the United States Railway Ad- 
ministration shall not appr<ive the 
election of said Railroads above 
specified In this section, within one 
year from the date of the app^ 'vnl 
of this ordinance bv a V(»te of the 
electors of the Citv of Cleveland: 
that If said Terminals Company 
shall not commence construction a** 
picvlfied In Sec. 94 hereof: that If 
.*fald Terminal"^ Companv shall not 
accept the terms of this orrHn'»nee 
:"i provided by Sec. 96 hereof, then 
this ordinance tihnU become null and 
void and of no effect. 

.*^ee. 97. This ordinance shall take 
effect and be In force from and after 
its passatre and legal nuhllcntion 
and the pavment to the City (^lerk 
of th*' cost of publication th'^r^of 
bv said Terminals Comnany.

ance with the provisions of section 
2-39 of ordinance No. 36708-A, I de- 
sire to report as follows: 

Section 2-39 of ordinance No. 
."67t8-A. which empowered The 
Cleveland and Youngstown Railroad 
Company to lay tracks and operate 
a railroad across certain streets in 
the city of Clev« land, provided in 
raid section that "said company 
shall not construct any building 
along said Pittsburgh ave. between 
E. 23rd .St. and E. 34th st., as the 
same shall be relocated, which shall 
interfere with the ultimate widen- 
ing of said thoroughfare to a uni- 
form maximum width of eighty feet, 
and the company further agrees, 
whenever the city may so request, 
to dedicate for use and occupation 
as a public street land twenty feet 
in width and adjacent to the said 
Pittsburgh ave. on either side, to the 
length and extent of Its abutting 
ownership."

Gentlemen: 

Replying to council resolution No. 
48207. by Mr. Finkle, in regard to 
the construction of a foot bridge 
across Kingsbury run, in the vi- 
cinity of Gladstone school, I desire 
to report as follows: 

The object of such foot bridge is 
to make it possible for children on 
portions of E. 45th st., E. 47th st. 
and E. 48th St., south of Woodland 
ave., to have a direct approach to 
the school house located on Glad- 
stone St. As it is now the children 
mu.st go to Woodland ave., thence 
east to E. 51st St., thence south 
along E. 51.st st. to Gladstone st, and 
thence to the school, which makes 
quite a roundabout route. 

The city controls none of the land 
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Ity, should it not be extensive 
enougrh so as to provide for ve- 
hicular traffic as well as foot pas- 
sengers. It would seem that there 
would be a demand for a thorough- 
fare in this location for the general 
street traffic. 

A foot bridge extending from the 
end of E. 47th st. to the southerly 
side of Kingsbury run valley, near 
Holyoke ave., is estimated to cost 
about ^6,750.00; a bridge at the same 
location suitable for vehicular traf- 
fic would cost about ^18.000.00. 

A less expensive bridge might be 
placed extending from near the end 
of E. 48th St. to the westerly end of 
Sawtell ct. By obtaining rights to 
use approach to such bridge the 
children coming from E. 47th st. 
and E. 48th st. could by means of 
such foot bridge and Sawtell ct. 
reach E. 51st St., thence to Glad- 
stone street and the school. This 
route would not be quite so direct 
as the first location mentioned, but 
would be a decided improvement 
over conditions as they are now. A 
foot bridge in this location is esti- 
mated to cost about $3,000.00. 

The chief engineer states that a 
detail examination of this project 
may possibly show that there might 
be some additional expense in grad- 
ing or otherwise improving the ap- 
proaches which would be necessary 
to reach the suggested bridges. If 
building a bridge in this general lo- 
cation for the purpose mentioned 
seems to be considered advisable, he 
recommends that a more detail sur- 
vey be made and also that it be de- 
termined whether the necessary 
rights of way could be obtained, or 
whether the property required must 
be purchased. These matters, of 
course, would have a direct bearing 
upon the cost. 

In connection with this general 
project, the possibility of some time 
acquiring land now held by The 
Cleveland Akron Bag Company, 
which would be crossed by the pro- 
nosed bridge, should be considered, 
as in the event of such acquisition 
it might be decided that some more 

f permanent roadway be built in this 
ocation, made by means of a fill, or 
through a more permanent bridge 
structure. 

The timber structures suggested 

remain in repair for a comparatively 

short period, thereby becoming more 

or less a source of expense and care.

Gentlemen: 

A serious situation has arisen in 
Cleveland through an order irom the 
fuel administration, directing The 
East Ohio Gas Co. on Septemoer 25, 
last, to cease making house con- 
nections for natural gas. There are 
many new houses being completed 
where cooking gas is an absolute 
necessity and a hardship will be ex- 
perienced if it cannot be obtained. 
1 am today communicating with the 
fuel administration at Washington, 
asking them to raise the ban placed 
on The East Ohio Gas Co. and 
would respectfully request an in- 
vestigation on the part of the coun- 
cil committee and the assistance of 
the council generally in the matter, 
towards securing natural gas facil- 
ities for new homes in Cleveland. 

At a meeting of the board of trus- 
tees of The Cleveland Real Estate 
Board held last Monday. December 
2. the following resolution was 
adopted: 

"whereas. The East Ohio Gas Co. 
has received instructions from the 
Oil Division, Bureau of Natural Gas 
of the United States huel Adminis- 
tration on September 25, 1918, or- 
dering it to make no further build- 
ing connections for natural gas in 
Cleveland, Including residences 
where natural gas is greatly needed 
for domestic purposes; and. 

Whereas, there are many new 
homes being completed in this city 
and suburbs where natural gas is 
vitally needed for at least cooking 
purposes, and the sale and occu- 
pancy of such properties depends 
largely upon such gas being fur- 
nished; 

'therefore, be it resolved, that the 
trustees of The Cleveland Real 
Estate Board request the United 
States Fuel Administration to lift 
the ban It has placed on the making 
of natural gas connections for 
hopies and direct The East Ohio Gas 
Co. to make such connections, and 
furthermore to order the same com- 
pany to discontinue furnishing 
natural gas for manufacturing pur- 
poses until such a time as the do- 
mestic needs of home owners In 
Cleveland and Its environs are fully 
met." 

This Is a vital matter to many 
home owners and It seems unrea- 
sonable that factories In Cleveland 
should be furnished gas when per- 
mission Is withheld for house con- 
nections. , I 
I would respectfully ask that this 
matter be referred to a special com- 
mittee and that a thorough Investi- 
gation be made.

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 

OF COUNCIL APPOINTED MON- 
DAY EVENING, DECEMBER 2, 
1918. • 

Whereas, on Monday afternoon, 
December 2, 1918, the judiciary com- 
mittee of the council held an In- 
formal meeting before whom ap- 
peared Mr. O. P. Van Swerlngen and 
Mr. John L. Cannon of the propon- 
ents of The Cleveland Union Term- 
inals Company Initiated ordinance 
No. 47814, and at which meeting a 
request was made by the said O. P. 
Van Swerlngen that the city council 
reduce to writing the objections 
which they voiced against the Ini- 
tiated ordinance No. 47814 as cer- 
tified and in the form to be pre- 
sented to the electorate, and 

Whereas, the city council did ap- 
point Messrs. E. H. Krueger, John 
W. Reynolds, Jerry R. Zmunt, 
Charles A. Kadlecek and Harry C. 
Gahn a special committee to reduce 
to writing such objections as the 
council had to the said ordinance, 
and 

Whereas, It Is alleged that the 
council have approved said Initiated 
ordinance No. 47814 on October 23, 
1918, 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the 
appointment of council your com- 
mittee desires to report as folows: 

1. Your committee finds while 
council intended to make certain 
concessions with proponents of In- 
itiated ordinance No. 47814, and 
agree with the said proponents upon 
certain sections of said ordinance, 
and did vote upon a proposed ordi- 
nance on the evening of October 28, 
1918, and which said proposed ordi- 
nance was represented to contain 
certain amendments which council 
had theretofore agreed upon (and 
which your committee finds were 
not contained in said ordinance as 
council thought), and, furthermore, 
your commitee finds that the pro- 
ponents of said ordinance did not 
certify the same ordinance which 
was acted upon by council on Oc- 
tober 23, 1918, and that certain Ir- 
regularities have occurred since that 
time, and further, that said proposed 
ordinance was not legally passed by 
council on October 23, 1918, and no 
official approval of the certified or- 
dinance which Is to be submitted to 
the vote of the people has been 
given by council, therefore we rec- 
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ommend a re-consideration of the 
action of council on October 23, 1918, 
to the end that the public will not 
be misinformed by any alleged ac- 
tion of council with reference to 
said initiated ordinance No. 47814. 

2. Your committee finds that 
there is certain ambig^uity of lan- 
guage in said ordinance as certified 
in section 1 in the form of election 
by the railroads designated, to-wit, 
the Pennsylvania Company, the New 
York Central Railroad Company and 
the Big Pour Railroad Company, in 
that this form of election only has 
the railroads agreeing to participate 
in the use of the facilities proposed. 
This language should be changed. 

3. Your committee would recom- 
mend that the section of the ordi- 
nance referring to municipal own- 
ership be re-drafted so as to include 
the terms and conditions and the 
method of arriving at the valuation 
of said property in the event that 
the city of Cleveland should elect to 
take over said property under the 
provisions of municipal ownership 
in the charter of the city of Cleve- 
land. 

4. Initiated ordinance No. 47814 
contains a number of clauses with 
reference to the city council and at- 
tempts to bind the city council, and 
all future legislative bodies of the 
city, to do certain things in the fu- 
ture more especially set out in the 
preamble to said ordinance, that It 
is the intention of the city of Cleve- 
land that certain "railroad com- 
panies on the lake front shall not 
be relieved of the obligation to con- 
struct a passenger station contained 
in said ordinance No. 37904-A unless 
and. until this ordinance is passed 
by the couhcil and adopted by the 
electors of said city." Also the 
ordinance says that the council shall 
modify the ordinance No. 37904-A, 
that the council shall vacate the 
streets when requested as provided 
for in said initiated ordinance and 
that the council shall do innumer- 
able other things. 

Your committee feels that neither 
the council nor the electorate of the 
city can bind any future council 
with reference to some of the sub- 
ject matter of the said initiated or- 
dinance, and, therefore, in view of 
the references made in said ordi- 
nance to what the council must do 
in the future, your committee feels 
that the proponents of this ordi- 
nance should at least have the ten- 
tative approval of the council upon 
said initiated ordinance before en- 
deavoring to secure the rights and 
benefits under said ordinance by 
initiative. 

5. Your committee finds that sec- 
tion 92-3 of said ordinance, with 
reference to monopolization, is am- 
biguous in the language used, and 
while the preamble to said section 
properly sets forth the purpose that 
council had in suggesting said sec- 
tion, yet the section has been so 
drawn and inserted in the certified 
ordinance that council's original 
purpose to prevent monopoly has 
been substantially defeated. 

This section should be re-written 
along the lines which council com- 
mittees advocated and recommend- 
ed, to-wit, that all railroads, pres- 
ent and future, operating in Cleve- 
land should have the same access to 
said union station terminal. 

Your committee feels that the sec- 
tion as drawn would permit undue 
discrimination among several rail- 
roads and to the advantage of a few. 

6. Your committee feels that the 
contention of the council with ref- 
erence to the widenintc of Ontario 



practical to widen said Ontario st. 
to the square. 

7. Your committee feels that the 
plans of the proposed terminal must 
have progressed sufficiently far that 
there must be some definite idea as 
to the terminals building and its 
design and construction, and that 
there should be filed with the city 
council, or other proper authorities 
of the city ofCleveland, a complete 
detailed plan of said terminals 
building, together with proper spec- 
ifications; that in this respect the 
ordinance ought to be reconsidered 

. so that the city may know definitely 
the type of building and design of 
same that will be placed upon the 
public square. We should have 
something more than just the word 
of the promoters in this respect. 

8. Section 91-11 of said ordinance 
attempts to reserve to the city an 
easement or right of way along the 
lake frortt similar to what was re- 
served in the Barber franchise and 
the franchise to the Liberty Ship 
Building Company, which was de- 
signed to provide for a coastal rail- 
road. 

Your council committee in consid- 
ering said ordinance had no other 
form of amendment in mind. It has 
been alleged, and has been prac- 
tically conceded by the proponents 
of the ordinance, that no railroad 
could be used or operated upon the 
roadway provided for in the said 
amendment 91-11. 

The language in this amendment 
should be changed. ♦», * i« 

9. Your committee feels that In 
view of the rights, grants and priv- 
ileges which the proponents of the 
ordinance receive under the prro- 
posed ordinance, that the rapid 
transit provisions in said ordinance 
should receive further consideration, 
that this matter be disposed oi by 
contract between the city and the 
proponents of the ordinance without 
reference to the public utilities 
commission whatsoever; or, as an 
alternative, all reference to rapid 
transit facilities in said ordinance 
be left out and be treated subse- 
quently by special legislation. 

10. Your committee feels that the 
original amendment proposed by the 
council committees in session, to 
said initiated ordinance No. 47814 is 
not carried out in the amendment as 
provided for in the certified ordi- 
nance with reference to the capital- 
ization of all franchise values. 

In the estimation of your cornniit- 
tee there may still be certain rights 
and benefits In said ordinance not 
included in the term franchise 
which may be capitalized by the 
company, on which rates, ^tolls. 
charges and rentals might be based. 
We do not doubt but that the streets 
which are asked to be vacated by 
the city may well be included In the 
total property value of the land to 
be turned over in the future as part 
of the capital account to said term- 
inals company. ^ ^ ^, 

The city is not sufficiently pro- 
tected in this matter and this 
amendment should be reconsidered. 

11. Your committee feels, after 
due consideration, that there should 
be a specification or amendment in 
the ordinance which definitely as- 
sures the building of a union station 
terminal along the lines outlined by 
the ordinance and the proponents of 
said ordinance. Since said ordinance 
was printed your committee finds 
that nowhere in said ordinance is 
there a definite assurance that a 
union terminal station will be built.

12. The provisions for a reserved 
strip of 150 feet at the water's edge 
east of E. 9th st., is entirely inade- 
quate; in fact, it is so worded as to 
prevent the city obtaining such a 
reserved strip for a coastal railway 
along Cleveland's water front. 

The ordinance provides for vaca- 
tion of certain street ends on the 
lake front. This is wrong. The city 
should develop its water front, not 
relinquish it.

Your organization Is urgently re- 
quested to send representatives to a 
meeting Thursday, January 9th, 
12:15 noon. Hotel Statler, for the 
purpose of organizing sentiment for 
city-county reorganization. 

Much has appeared In the press 
from time to time In different parts 
of the state upon the desirability of 
taking some steps to relieve our 
local governments of certain finan- 
cial and administrative burdens. It 
is pointed out that our present 
methods of county administration 
were established when the state was 
uniformly an agricultural commun- 
ity. Today there are probably fewer 
acres in cultivation in Ohio than at 
the close of the civil war. 

Ohio has no^ in many sections 
chlefiy an Industrial and municipal 
population, but because of old-times 
conditions and constitutional appor- 
tionments, the rural communities 
dominate the legislature. An illus- 
tration of this situation Is found In 
the present one per cent statute 
which has put every city In the state 
financially on the rocks. 

Cleveland pays 85% of the taxes 
of Cuyahoga county. It has more 
than 90% of the county's popula- 
tion. We may well raise the ques- 
tion as to whether this 90% ought 
not. In a popular government have 
the authority to reorganize local 
political units, so that efllclent and 
economical methods may replace 
our present duplicating and com- 
nllcated machinery. If. by reorgan- 
ization, we can save 1500.000.00 In 
wages alone, think of the millions 
to be conserved by reorganizing 
purchasing departments and har- 
monizing comnetlng and duplicat- 
ing boards and other services, fire, 
nolice. sanitary, education, parks, 
libraries, etc. 

One more thing that is vital. As 
the city becomes more cosmopoli- 
tan it appears that the younger 
American born generation moves 
outside the city limits. It Is ques- 
tionable public policy to turn over 
to the less Independent and the more 
Inexperienced voters the decision 
upon many questions Involving the 
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general interests of the whole com- 
nhinlty. Cleveland needs its best 
thought in facing many problems 
of the immediate future. Our sub- 
burbs cannot shirk their political re- 
sponsibility; they do so at their own 
hurt. 

Is it not the time to consider all 
of these questions seriously-

We would like to call to your at- 
tention, some incidences in regard 
to the Cleveland Directory Co., and 
their method of doing business. We 
ask you if there is not some way to 
put them out of existence, or cause 
them to give you a better directory 
so we will be able to locate people, 
and save us a lot of unnecessary ex- 
pense, for all business concerns in 
the city. 

We have just received the 1918 
directory at this late date of the 
year, after they had the names In 
the period extending from January 
to April, which gives the class of 
people that we are after, time to 
move at least one dozen times. 

The next fault with it is that the 
directory does not contain more 
than about two-thirds of the names 
of people who are living in our city, 
then again there is about another 
third of the directory that the ad- 
dress given in it, are not correct, 
and there are no such numbers in a 
good many cases, and the party 
never lived at the address given in 
the directory. 

You may ask how do we know 
that they do not live there, or never 
lived at the address, and the answer 
is this: We send our investigators 
to that address to get inquiries 
through the neighborhood, and can- 
not find any one who ever heard of 
the parties at that address.

S. w., 
from St. Olga St. S. W. to W. 7th 
St., and to assess a tax therefor, as 
per estimated assessment report No. 
2985. 

Whereas, the board of revision of 
assessments has reported to this 
council the necessity for this im- 
provement, and recommended esti- 
mated assessment report No. 2985 
on the 25th day of November, 1918, 
after due consideration and public 
hearing; and 

Whereas, the director of public 
service has fixed 30 years as the 
estimated life of this improvement; 
therefore 

Be it ordained by the council of 
the city of Cleveland, state of Ohio, 
three-fourths of all members there- 
of concurring. 

Section 1. That It is hereby de- 
termined to proceed with the con- 
struction of vitrified pipe sewer and 
Its necessary appurtenances in Clyde 
ave. S. W., between St. Olga st. S. 
W. and W. 7th St., pursuant to a 
resolution adopted by the council on 
the 3rd day of September, 1918, and 
that for the purpose of paying the 
cost and expense thereof there is 
hereby levied a special tax upon the 
several lots ana parcels of land 
designated in. and in accordance 
with estimated assessment No. 2985 
as made for that purpose and re- 
ported to this council by the board 
of revision of assessments on the 
25th day of November, 1918, and 
which was made on the basis of spe- 
cial benefits conferred by said im- 
provement, on the several lots and 
parcels of land therein described. 

Sec. 2. That the owners of the 
several lots and parcels of land in- 
cluded in said assessment shall pay 
the amounts from them severally 
due, as shown by "column No. 3" of 
said estimated asse.ssment No. 2985 
to the city treasurer within 40 days 
from and after the date and passatre 
of this ordinance, and In default 
thereof said tax shall be payable to 
the county treasurer in five (5) an- 
nual installments with thp regular 
taxes of 1919. 1920, 1921, 1922. 1923, 
and the commissioner of assess- 
m«^nts is hereby authorized to cer- 
tify all unoaid assessments to the 
county auditor to be entered on the 
tax duplicate. 

Sec. 3. That bonds or notes of 
the citv of Cleveland shall be Issued 
in anticipation of th*> collection .of 
assej^smentw by installments. 

Sec. 4. That all claims for dam- 
ages by reason of said improvement 
phall be adjudged after the comple- 
tion of the same. 

Sec. 5. That this ordinance shall 
take effect and be In force from and 
aft^T the earl'^^st oeriod allowed by 
la^^'. (O. R. 10572>.
